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^HE history of the Militia of Upper Canada, 
■^"^ or what ia now koowa as the Province of 
\ar "M.^}') Ontario, in the Dominion of Canada, com- 
f^'_1^^4 mences almost with the foundation of the 
JK>i> Piovince. Simcoe's first Parliament met at Nia- 
^'' gam, September 17th, 1792, and sat until Octo- 
ber 15tb following. Eight acts were passed and received 
the Boyal assent, but the question of national defence 
was not among them, that was deferred until the second 



The Legislative Assembly met for the second session. 
May Slat, 1793, and the House in their address in reply 
to the speech from the throne, thus addressed' the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, who had in that speech urged upon the 
Legislature the necessity of providing for the defence of 
the country. 

" We assure Your Excellency that our utmost diligence 
shall be used to frame and complete such a Militia Bill 
as will not only show our own promptness to fulfil Your 
Excellency's wishes, but our own energy in defending 
that noble constitution which Great Britain has given ue, 
and which, by enabling us to repel all insults, will secure 
to us the invaluable blessinga tVia\i ■«« ift'nNfc'«ti\a."'iC: 
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During the session of 1793 an act was accordingly 
passed which enabled the Government in case of need to 
call upon all male adults between the ages of 16 and 60 
to bear arms in defence of their country whenever called 
upon to do so. Commissions from the rank of Colonel 
to Ensign were granted to prominent settlers in each of 
the nineteen counties into which the Province was then 

• 

divided, and on paper the whole thing was as perfect as 
could be. Each county had its own regiment, with its 
proper complement of oflScers; the strength of these "regi- 
ments " may be estimated when it is remembered that at 
that particular period the total population of Upper 
Canada did not exceed twelve thousand white people, men, 
women, and children, with about an equal number of 
Indians. 

This Act was repealed in toto by the 4th Parliament 
of Upper Canada, in its 4th session, and a new one 
passed, which received the Royal assent March 16th, 
1808. This act, though being very far from perfect, was 
framed with care; and was found during the troubles of 
181V-14 to work effectively. 

The provisions of the Act referred to in the latter part 
of the preceding paragraph were numerous, almost every 
possible contingency being provided for, always excepting 
that of giving the men any payment for their services, 
on that point nothing' whatever was said, or apparently 
thought of, by the framers. 

The preamble set forth as follows : — 

" Whereas a well-regulated militia is of the utmost im- 
portance to the defence of this province." 

The following were its leading provisions : The Lieut- 
"iijant-Governor, or whoever was actmga^ ^dL\mm«X?c?iX.<^^ 
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had the power to appoint officers, in all ranks, to that of 
Colonel, who were to rank with officers of H. M. regular 
forces, only as juniors in their rank. For instance, a 
captain in the Imperial service Would take precedence of 
an officer of similar rank in the Canadian Militia, though 
the commission of the latter might bear date anterior to 
that held by the former officer. 

Each militia regiment was to be formed in certain 
specified districts, and each company of the battalion 
was to be drawn from certain limits contained within 
those districts. 

Every male from 16 to 60 years of age, was liable to 
be called upon to serve, but those between 50 and 60 
years old, were only to be called out in time of war, or 
on training-day. 

The " training-day " was one of the events of the year, 
fifty years since, it was on June 4th, George Ill's, birth- 
day. Anyone who absented himself from muster on that 
day, without good and sufficient excuse, was liable to a 
fine of ten shillings currency, or two dollars. It lay 
with the captains of companies to say what was a good 
excuse and what was a frivolous one. A good many 
" summonses " always followed in the wake of training- 
day. 

Within fourteen days after the muster of June 4th, in 
each year, complete rolls had to be sent to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of all companies and of all regiments, 
and if this duty was neglected the captains of each 
company and the commanding officers of each regiment 
were liable to penalties, £5, for the former and £10 for 
the latter. 
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The militia were liable to serve anywhere in the Pro- 
vince of Upper Canada, or in Lower Canada, if required, 
for the assistance of that province. They could not, 
though, be called upon for continuous service of more 
than six months. 

By the 14th clause of this Act it was enacted that^-. 
each militiaman after enrolment "shall within six J" 
months after such enrolment provide himself with a 
good and sufficient musket, fusil, rifle or gun.'' If he ] 
failed in this duty he was liable to a penalty of five shil- 
lings, " unless excused by his commanding officer." 

The 31st clause of the same Act authorized the form- 
ation of troops of cavalry, and what is now known as 
the Govemor-Generars Body Guard, was subsequently 
enrolled under its provisions. 

This Act received the assent of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor on March 16th, 1808, was ratified in due course by 
the Imperial authorities, and became the law of the 
land. 

During the war of 1812 General Brock and Sir 
Gordon Drummond, President and Lieutenant-Governor 
respectively, availed themselves largely of the powers it 
gave them, and right gallantly at Detroit, Queenston 
Heights, Stony Creek, Chrysler's Farm, and Lundy's 
Lane, did the Canadian Militia do their duty. 

In the second session of the 8th Parliament of Upper 
Canada certain amendments were passed in the Act of 
1808, or rather incorporated with it, but the amended 
Act was only to be in operation for four years, unless 
re-enacted at the expiration of that period, and as the lat- 
ter was not done, the former one came agcA\im^ o^^x^^\s>Jtv 
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One interesting circumstance though may be mentioned 
in connection with this Act of 1822 ; it is among " the 
things not generally known " in connection with Cana- 
dian history, and that is, that "Training day" was 
changed by it from June 4th to April 23rd. The latter 
date was chosen as being St. George's Day, the patron 
saint of England. 

In the session of 1823 a short Act was passed, permit- 
ting the formation of batteries of artillery, but none ap- 
pear ever to have existed, except upon paper, for many 
years after it was passed. 

From the close of the war in 1814 until 1837 little was 
heard of the Militia or of its existence, excepting upon 
" Training Day," and that was looked upon by many as 
a big picnic more than as a public duty. The military 
spirit was only quiescent though, it was not dead. What 
caused it to blaze forth again will be glanced at in the 
next chapter. 



CHAPTER II. 



OF 1855. j 

^tl':--^ N December, 1837, the embera of disaffection, \ 
yr^iiat-M whicli liad been smouldering in many parts 
flKrfi>-4L Qf jjjg country, burst into flame, and the 
inhabitants of the hitherto loyal Province 
of Upper Canada learned for a certainty 
that a portion of the population, led by William 
Lyon Mackenzie and others, had taken up arms 
against the constituted autliorities, and were encamped 
on Yonge street, at Montgomery's tavern, some few miles 
north of the city, preparatory to making an attack upon 
it and its inhabitants. 

The whole of the regular troops had been seat by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, Sir Francis Bond Head, to the 
Lower Province, as it was his opinion that there was no 
danger of the malcontents in Upper Canada resorting 
to arms. Events proved, though, that he was mistaken, 
and when the outbreak occurred in Toronto there were 
no soldiere to quell it, excepting such as could be fur- 
nished by the unorganized militia. Sir Francis, though, 
was undaunted, and he at once issued a proclamation 
calling out the militia, which was promptly and patrioti- 
cally responded to. 
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The insurgents were attacked by some 600 hastily- 
enrolled volunteers about mid-day on December 7th, 

1837, and were utterly routed. The loss of life on both 
sides was happily very small and the list of wounded 
insignificant. This skirmish was led by Sir Francis 
Bond Head himself, with Colonel James Fitz-Gibbon as 
his Adjutant-General. 

' Among others who served as commissioned officers at 
this period may be mentioned, Lieutenant- Colonels Fitz- 
Gibbon, E. W. Thomson, A. McLean, and G. T. Denison, 
of Bellevue, all veterans of the war of 1812; Sir Alan 
MacNab, Sheriff Jarvis, Colonel Chisholm, of Oakville, 
and a very great many more. 

Two regiments of militia were subsequently enrolled 
and kept on duty for several months ; they were known 
as the " Queen's Rangers " and the " Queen's Light In- 
fantry ; " they did duty in Toronto and Sarnia, also in 
other parts of the province, and considering that they 
were wholly undisciplined troops, officered for the most 
part by men as inexperienced as themselves, performed 
their duty remarkably well. 

All through the year 1838 the militia were often under 
arms in different parts of the two provinces and at the 
battle of the Windmill near Prescott, in the autumn of 

1838, did gallant service side by side with the British 
regulars. The militia troops of cavalry in Toronto also 
did excellent service on patrol and frontier duty, and 
with their comrades in the infantry received the hearty 
thanks of Parliament when the troubles came to an end 
in 1838. 

The Rebellion of 1837-38 paltry aa \t tvqw 's^^^-^'^^e^x^^ 



\ 
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showed the Colonists of Upper Canada in a good light, 
they were loyal to the crown and they had no sympathy 
with those who would resort to arms in order to obtain 
redress for grievances, some of which were real enough, 
while others were trivial or wholly imaginary. In ad- 
dition they were willing at the call of duty to hazard 
their lives in defence of their country and in maintenance 
of her laws. 

The rebellion died out and in 1839 everything was 
as quiet as possible. There was a regiment of the British 
regulars stationed in Toronto with their headquarters 
at Osgoode Hall and some few at the Old Fort, but their 
duties were of the very lightest character. 

In 1840 was formed the Royal Canadian Rifles, and as 
in the very early days of the history of the 10th Royals 
some of the non-commissioned officers of the first named 
corps acted as company drill instructors, a few words 
respecting the formation of that regiment, now all but 
forgotten, will not be out of place. 

The Royal Canadian Rifles were a corps of veterans 
drawn from almost every regiment in the British service 
forming a part of the regular forces of the line, but 
who could not be called upon for service in any part of 
the British Dominions excepting those in North America. 
It is very questionable if they could have been sent to 
the West Indies had their services ever been required 
there ; happily they never were wanted, so the question 
was never raised. 

They were a magnificent body of men, the very pick 
of the English army, and possessed medals for war ser- 
vices in every quarter of the globe. When not required 
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for military duty the men were permitted to work at 
their trades, or to hire themselves out as waiters, messen- 
gers, ticket collectors, or in light work of that kind, and 
most eflScient servants they made. They were stationed 
in detachments all through Upper and Lower Canada 
and also in Newfoundland, but from the date of their 
enrolment until their disbandment in 1871, they never 
saw a shot fired in anger. They were called out in aid 
of the Civil power in Montreal and Quebec more than 
once, but that was the extent of their service. They 
simply did garrison duty, nevertheless the regiment was 
a most popular one, soldiers who had served in the army 
for the requisite number of years, which was not less than 
seven, always being anxious to join it. When it was 
first enrolled there were several Peninsular and Water- 
loo veterans among its oflScers, notably, Colonel Muter, 
who was for many years a prominent figure in Toronto 
society. 

In the "forties" and early "fifties" the Canadian 
Militia was less and less prominently before the public, 
and the military spirit again seemed to be reaching a 
vanishing point. Every now and then there would be a 
partial revival of feeling, some more than usually public 
spirited man venturing to tell the truth, which was that, 
with the exception of a few scattered troops of cavalry, 
with here and there a rifle company — both partaking far 
more of the character of private societies than military 
organizations — there was no militia force whatever 
except upon paper. 

In 1854 the Crimean war broke out between England 
and Russia, the former power being aided by FY^co^^iifc^ 
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It was of very great length and drafted with the great- 
est care, among those who were consulted whilst it was 
being framed by the ministry of the day, acting on 
suggestions made by Colonel Baron de Rottenburg, C.B., 
Adjutant General of Militia, a famous soldier of great 
experience, were Lieutenant-Colonels Henry Ruttan of 
Cobourg, E. W. Thomson of Toronto, O'Hara of the same 
place, George Taylor Denison of Rusholme, also near 
Toronto, Colonel John Prince of Windsor, Chief Justice 
Sir John Beverley Robinson, Mr. Justice McLean and 
some others. 

Two classes of militia were created under the Act, 
namely Active and Sedentary. In the former the num- 
ber of men per company was strictly limited, as were the 
number of companies permitted to be formed, but every 
arm of the service was provided for. The number of 
officers and non-commissioned officers to each troop 
battery or company was duly defined and there was no, 
ambiguity in the wording of the act as to how they 
should be paid disciplined and equipped. 

In evidence of this a portion of the xxxii. clause of the 
Act may be quoted, it read thus : " The Volunteer Militia 
Companies shall be drilled and exercised * * * * 
once in each year during ten continuous days, (Sundays 
not reckoned in either case) and the companies under 
drill being encamped during the whole or any part of 
the period if the Commander in Chief shall see fit." 

Clause xHv. related to the appointment of Non-com- 
missioned officers, which was to rest with the officers 
comnianding each company of active militia, and not in 
the hands of the Colonel commanding tha b^Usyixoros. <5k\.

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the military district. Of these districts there were eigh- 
teen, nine each for Upper and Lower Canada. The Ixiv^ 
clause enacted that when the militia were called out for 
active service the several companies might be embodied 
into battalions or regiments. We see the working of 
both these clauses in our country battalions as they now 
exist. 

Immediately after the Act came into operation it was 
acted upon. Rifle companies were formed all over the 
country, there being four of them in Toronto, commanded 
by Captains G. Brooke, D. K. Feehan, and J. Nickinson, 
and the Highland company under the command of A. M. 
Smith. Each company for some years had a separate 
organization and drill shed, and each officer in command 
was a law unto himself. But about 1860 the " Queen's 
Own '* was formed of several of these independent com- 
mands, and in 1861-62 the 10th Royals was organized 
under Mr. F. W. Cumberland. 

Having sketched the history of the militia up till 
now, the events which led to the formation of the 10th, 
with the regimental history, will be recounted in our 
next chapters. Our readers must excuse these few pre- 
liminary pages ; the object in writing them is that the 
general public and the militiamen of to-day may, by 
comparing the past with the present, see how much has 
been achieved. 



CHAPTER III. 




j|E will go back for a very brief period from 
1861, the point reached at the conclusioii 
of the last chapter, to the early months of 
1858. 

At that time the Indian mutiny had not 
been quelled, and troops were being hurried from 
all parts of the British Empire to assist in restor- 
ing order in the vast Asiatic peninsula. 

It was at this time that the Governor- General of Can- 
ada, Sir Edmund Walker Head, was authorized by the 
Imperial authorities to accept an offer made by the Can- 
adian people to raise a regiment of regular troops for ser- 
vice, wherever they might be ordered to proceed. The 
consequence of this acceptance was that the corps known 
as the 100th, or Prince of Wales Royal Canadian Regi- 
ment was formed, and several of its officers drawn from 
the Canadian militia. Its first commanding officer was 
Colonel do Rottenburg, the Adjutant- General of Militia 
for Upper Canada, he vacating the latter post on assum- 
ing command of the 100th. Among the subaltern officers 
was Ensign John Gibbs Ridout, who afterwards served as 
a Captain in the 10th Royals, A.mo'a^ ^% tm^ %aA^*. 
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were several men who served therein for two or three 
years; then, not caring for the restraints inseparable 
from regular soldiering, purchased their discharge, and 
wishing not wholly to sever themselves from army life, 
served again for the pleasure of doing so in the 10th. 
In 1867, Mr. Henry James Grasett, of Toronto, was 
gazetted as an ensign in the 100th. He served therein 
for several years, and obtained the rank of Lieutenant, 
and was also, for five years, Adjutant of the regiment. 
He was a most popular officer, and in his capacity of 
Adjutant, won the respect and confidence of officers, N. 
C.O*s., and men. The two latter, to use a well-known 
expression, " swore by him." He knew them. all by name, 
indeed knew many of their regimental numbers, and on 
his retirement, every man of the 100th whose respect was 
worth having, regretted his departure. 

Returning to Toronto, Mr. Grasett was, upon the reor- 
ganization of the 10th as the Royal Grenadiers, appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the regiment, of which full par- 
ticulars will be given as this history proceeds. That is 
all that needs be said respecting the 100th regiment. Its 
connection with the 10th was not a very close one, never- 
theless it existed. 

In December, 1861, occurred the difficulty now always 
spoken of as the " Trent affair " between the United States 
of America and Great Britain. A British steamer was 
boarded on the high seas by a United States cruiser, and 
two men, Messrs Mason and Slidell, who were passengers 
thereon, were taken by force, and removed in custody to 
the latter vessel. It was at the beginning of the war of 
Secession. Messrs. Mason and Slidell vieice emvBBariea 
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THE TRENT AFFAIR OF 1861. 21 

from the Confederate States to certain sympathisers in 
England. 

As soon as this act of the United States became known 
in Great Britain, preparations were made for war, and 
large numbers of troops and war mateHel were sent out 
to Canada. At the same time Canadians were not un- 
mindful of their responsibilities. A proclamation was 
issued by the Government calling for volunteers from 
the sedentary militia which would have had the effect of 
placing more than 80,000 men in the field, irrespective of 
any troops, batteries or companies that already existed. 
The proclamation caused an immense sensation, and 
would, no doubt, have been fully responded to. The gist 
of it was this " Canada wants some 30,000 men, and she 
prefers to have volunteers, but if she can't get the latter 
she must resort to the letter of the law. There is no 
compulsion, only you must." 

Let those who read this book think for a few moments 
of what a levy of 30,000 men would have meant. At 
most the entire population of Upper and Lower Canada 
at that period did not exceed 2,500,000 souls, of those 12 
men per thousand would have been required to take up 
arms. What a sleepy, quiet place is a Canadian village 
of 1,000 inhabitants. What a blank would it make, 
were twelve of its unmarried men between the ages of 
eighteen and forty taken out of it ! But wise counsels 
fortunately were in the ascendency at Washington, an 
apology was made to Great Britain for the affront offered 
to her, the difficulty passed away, and so did the neces- 
sity for enrolling the sedentary militia. 

In the very midst of the turmoil caused by the Trent 
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affair, and when it was not known whether war would 
result or not, a meeting at which the late Mr. F. W. Cum- 
berland presided, was held at the Mechanics Institute 
(the present Central Library), on the evening of Decem- 
ber 21st, 1861. At this gathering were men of every 
trade and of all professions, the lawyer jostled the stone- 
mason, the schoolmaster the carpenter, the banker the 
butcher, and all were enthusiastic. The object of the 
meeting was to form a regiment of vohmteer militia from 
the mechanics or working men of the city. It was un- 
animously decided to try and raise such a corps, and a 
committee in furtherance of the object was formed. The 
committee appointed met on December 28th, 1861, and 
were able to report that somewhat more than $1,500 had 
, been subscribed towards a guarantee fund in aid of the 
expenses, and that 230 men had been enrolled. On De- 
cember 30th, the committee met again, and nominated a 
special committee of forty-eight members to nominate 
the officers. It had been decided at the meeting of De- 
cember 28th, that scarlet should be the color of the tunics 
to be worn by the new regiment. This was a decided 
novelty in Canadian militia companies, and its adoption 
was favorably received. 

On January 1st, 1862, the following officers were 
nominated : —

The first meeting of officers elect was held a week later, 
when Captain Cumberland was chosen as the Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel ; Captains John Worthington and Brunei 
as Majors ; Lieutenant Coatsworth, as Captain, to fill 
the place vacated by Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland, and 
Ensign Price was named for the remaining vacant Cap- 
taincy. Drs. Buchanan and O'Dea were elected Surgeon 
and Assistant Surgeon. 

It must be understood that all these were merely 
nominations, they had to be ratified by the Governor- 
General. 

Drill began for the officers on January 7th, 1862. It 
will be seen that from the date of the first meeting until 
this one for officers drill, less than three weeks had 
elapsed, no time had been lost. 

On March 14th, 1862, the Canada Gazette contained 
the following notice : —

In the first list of officers of the 10th Battalion it, 
must be clearly understood that the names given were 
purely nominations subject to approval or rejection by 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

As a matter of fact some of those whose names have 
been given as having been chosen by the committee to 
receive commissions, or rather, to be recommended for 
commissions, either eventually declined the honor, or from 
other causes were not gazetted to any rank in the regi- 
ment. 

The following is the official list of the whole of the 
captains and subaltern officers on March 14th, 1862, the 
date upon which the battalion was officially recognized.

At a meeting of the oflScers held in April, 1862, a com- 
mittee composed of the field officers, together with Cap- 
tain DeGrassi, Lieutenant Gundry, Ensign Bescoby and 
Captain W^orthington, were appointed to draft by-laws, 
for the general government of the battalion. It was ar- 
ranged that the field oflScers post oflScers to each company 
as follows : —

Another meeting of officers was held in May, 1802, 
when it was decided to procure 350 stand of new arms, 
those which had been purchased having proved unsatis- 
factory. At this meeting the recently issued Militia- 
General orders that the active militia should put in 
twenty-eight days consecutive drill were discussed. This 
was considered to be an obstacle in the way of getting 
suitable recruits. The officers in meeting assembled, 
passed a motion stating that, in their opinion, the period 
of drill should be left to the discretion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. It was also suggested that six day's 
drill would be more easily executed. 

At a meeting of officers held on November 20th, 1862, 
at which Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland presided, the 
following resolution, proposed by Captain Fleming, and 
seconded by Ensign Dickey, was carried unanimously : 

" That the filling up of vacancies among the officers, and the 
posting of officers to companies, be left in the hands of field offi- 
cers." 

At the same meeting a committee was appointed to 
make arrangements about officer's uniform. A Building 
Committee was also appointed, which consisted of the 
following members: Major John Worthington, Captain 
James Worthington, and Lieutenant William Steward. 
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The officer commanding the 10th received an official 

notice from Quebec in the end of November, reading as 

follows : 

MILITIA GENERAL ORDERS. 

Active Force. 

Headquarters, Quebec, 
21st November, 1862. 
No. 1. His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief approves of the 
10th Battalion, Volunteer Militia Rifles, Canada, at Toronto, being 
organized as an Infantry Battalion, instead of Rifles under the 
designation of **The 10th Battalion Volunteer Militia (Infantry), 
Canada." Captain Latham's company of Volunteer Rifles, at To- 
ronto, is hereby incorporated with the said Battalion, and will be 
known as the 8th Company. 

On November 28th another fully attended meeting of 
the officers was held, when a band committee was ap- 
pointed, and the question of supplying clothing to the 
regiment was discussed. 

There were several changes among the commissioned 
ranks of the regiment early in the new year, the follow- 
ing promotions and appointments appearing in the 
Gazette of January 30th, 1863 :.

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zation, but from some reason not stated tlie officer com- 
manding the proposed 8th Company failed in his endea- 
vors, and on May 15th the following notification appeared 
in the Canada Gazette : 

10th Royal Regiment of Toronto Volunteers. 

The 8th Company of this Battalion, under the command of Cap- 
tain Latham, having failed in its organization, the formation of an- 
other Company is hereby authorized in its room and stead, viz. : 

No. 8 Company. 
To be Captain— Samuel Sherwood. 
To be Lieutenant— John Edwards. 
To be Ensign — Levius Peters Sher«rood. 

At the Queen's Birthday parade, May 24th, 1863, sev- 
eral of the officers of the 10th Royals were present in 
undress uniform on the invitation of Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Durie, commanding Q.O.R. The regiment was un- 
able to be present on parade owing to the fact that their 
uniforms, which had been ordered in England, had not 
reached Canada. 

On May 25th, 1863, a Drum Major's Mace was pre- 
sented to the Battalion. The Mace is the one still in use 
and it bears a small silver escutcheon, upon which is 
engraved the date when it became the property of the 
regiment. 




THE FENIAN RAID, 



^HE History o£ the lOtli Royals has now 
reached the point where they had become 
properly organ iaed as an eight- company 
battalion, had learned their drill and were 
ready to respond to any call for duty that might 
be made upon them. 
July 6th, 1863. was a red-letter day in the regiment's 
liifitory, for upon that date was given to the corps those 
colours which, in the thirty -two years that have since 
elapsed, neither the 10th Royals or the Royal Grenadiers 
have ever disgraced, but have, on the other hand, fought 
bravely in maintaining their honor, the credit of their 
regiment and shewing their devotion to their Sovereign 
and tiieir country. 

The scene was thus described by one of Toronto's 
daily papers at the time of its occurrence : — 

" It is always a pleasing duty to chronicle the fact that 
any portion of the community are giving ' aid and com- 
fort ' to the volunteer moveiueut, but it is doubly grati- 
fying when that aid and comfort comes from the fairer 
sections of the community. The oSlcera and men of the 
JOth Royals may well feel piovid ol tna.T(J\\wi^'^ti**i'«'§S^ 
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colours presented by the ladies of this city. Great pre- 
parations had been made for the important ceremony* 
both on the part of the officers and men. The scarlet 
uniforms, lately supplied by the Government, looked 
bright and gay, and it was the first time that the entire 
regiment had turned out in full-dress uniform. That 
they made a fine appearance, all who saw them admit- 
That each officer and man looked every inch a soldier no 
body can deny. 

**At half past two in the afternoon the regiment left 
headquarters. King street west, headed by the Pioneer 
Company and their band, in a neat white uniform like 
the regulars, and playing in capital style on the new in- 
struments presented with their colours. They marched 
to the Queen's Park, where they executed a number 
of battalion movements, under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Cumberland, and then marched to the cricket ground 
where refreshments were served. The citizens were as- 
sembling at this time in great numbers on the common to 
witness the presentation. The spectators were estimated 
at five thousand persons. About four o'clock, the sound of 
martial music was heard in the distance, and in a few 
moments the companies, comprising the Queen's Own 
Battalion, under command of Lieut.-Col. Durie, marched 
on to the common with a firm tread, headed by their 
band playing a lively quickstep, and took up their posi- 
tion on the south side of the field. They had hardly got 
the word ' Stand at ease ' when the tune of the ' British 
Grenadiers ' was heard, and on came the gallant 10th 
and wheeled quickly in line on the right of their com- 
panions-in-arms. 
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I" Both battalions were eag^erly scanned by their frienila 
d fellow-citizens. To those who judged by color only 
the scarlet tunics gave the men of the ' Royals ' a decided 
advantage over the rifle green of the Queen's Own, 
Much regret was expressed when it was announced that 
owing to sickness, Major-Gen. Napier would be unable 
to be pi-eseut to review the troops, and take part in the 
ceremony. He had, however, delegated Col. Robertson 
Royal Engineers, Comniandant of the garrison, to take 
his place. Col. Robertson and atafi" took up their posi- 
tiou in front of the brigade now in line, and Col. G. T 
Denison, of Ruaholme, having assumed the command the 
troops presented arms. 

"An altar covered with a white cloth was placed a abort 
distance from the line, Lieut. -Col. Cumberland, Ensign 
W'orthington, and Ensign Sherwood, these two last being 
the junior officers of the regiment, advanced and look up 
their position in front and the Colours were brought out 
from the tent under charge of Sergeant- Major Helm, and 
four colour sergeants with fixed bayonets, and placed on 
the altar. On a signal from Liettt.-Col. Cumberland, the 
committee of ladies, headed by Mrs. Cumberland, Col, 
Robertson and staff, and Rev. Dr. McCaul, in full acad- 
emic costume, left the tent and approached the altar 
facing the brigade. On coming to the front, Mrs. Cum- 
berland in a clear tone of voice read the following 
address :—

its band, as an evidence of the warm interest they take 
in the welfare of your corps, and their high appreciation 
of the spirit by which it is animated. 

' In confiding these Colours to your charge, the donors 
are persuaded that they entrust them to those who will 
ever keep them in safety and in honor, nor do they doubt 
that if unhappily a necessity should arise for unfurling 
them in defence of the province, you will promptly rally 
around them at the call of duty, and, emulating the his- 
toric gallantry of your comrades of the regular service 
you will bear them with a valor which will evince affec- 
tionate attachment to your homes, patriotic love of your 
country, and loyal devotion to your Queen. (Applause.) 

" The Eev. Dr. McCaul, President and Professor of the 
University of Toronto, consecrated the Colours by offer- 
ing up prayer." 

Colonel Eobertson then handed first the Queen's then 
the Regimental Color to Mrs. Cumberland, who in turn 
handed the former to Ensign Worthington, the latter to 
Ensign Slierwood, who received them with bended knee. 
Mrs. Cumberland then said how pleased she was on her 
own behalf and on that of the Ladies' Committee to have 
had the pleasure and the privilege of giving these colours 
to the regiment that the people of Toronto would ever 
be jealous for the honour of that regiment, and that they 
trusted and believed the 10th would ever maintain their 
own honour and retain their standards unsullied. 

Lieut. -Colonel Cumberland, in a few brief words 
becoming to him both as " a soldier and a man," thanked 



^^sen 
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the ladies for their gift. He thee called upon th 
Reverend John McCauI, D.D., to address them. 

Dr. McCau! then said it was with no ordinary pleasure 
he addressed them, the occasion was gratifying and 
honourable to all concerned, to the givers and receivers, 
to the ladies who had presented the colours, and to those 
who had received them, and he could with perfect pro- 
pi-iety term the act a noble one. It was a most noble 
act on the part of the ladies, as they testified by it to the 
interest they felt in the corps, and at the same time gave 
a proof of their hberality. By this public recoguition 
they had shown that they felt the practical utility of the 
force to the Province, and ia explicit terms said, that if 
war should come, they were ready to do their parts to 
send forth their husbands, brothers and sons in defence 
of their country, trusting that God in His infinite mercy 
would bring them back to them unharmed. The act was 
also honourable to the corps, as the donors in their ad- 
dress said they felt they were confiding the colours to 
worthy men, who, in the event of war, wouldjtand side 
by side with the regiments of the regular service that 
might be sent out from tlie Mother Country. When 
they looked at the Queen's colour they would remember 
their duty to the Empire of which they formed a part 
and to the happiness they enjoyed under the benign rule 
of its Most Gracious Sovereign, and when they looked at 
the regimental colour they would remember that they 
might be called on to defend their happy homes in this 
fair and fertile country, the birth-place or the land of 
adoption of them all, and in defending their homes they 

;ere also protecting their wives, da\ig,bte"C6,iwiOw«cft asi^i. 
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sisters. Dr. McCaul brought his remarks to a close by 
saying that he was sure the men who formed the Royals 
would sustain the honour of the colours and that they 
would be handed down to their successors, without a 
blemish upon the regiment, as emblems of the love they 
bore their country and their devotion to their Queen. 

On the close of Dr. McCaul's speech. Colonel Robertson 
and staff took up their positions at the saluting point on 
the western side of the grounds. The troops were drawn 
up in brigade order, " right in front,'' opposite. 

Then commenced the time-honoured and picturesque 
ceremony of " trooping the colours." To the vast major- 
ity of those present the scene was an absolutely new one, 
but to some on the ground, veterans who had served their 
country in various parts of the globe, it brought back 
memories of the Alameda in Gibraltar, of Edinburgh and 
Holyrood, of Dublin and the Phoenix Park, of Parkhurst, 
Isle of Wight, and its famous drill field, or of Malta and 
the parade .ground near Fort Ricasoli. 

Cheer after cheer was given as, in response to the word 
of command " ofiicers and non-commissioned ofiicers, to 
your guards, slow march ! " officers and sergeants who 
were drawn up in line at attention about one hundred 
yards in front of and facing the battalion, at once 
brought their swords and rifles to the " recover " and 
moved slowly towards the line, the band playing a slow 
march. Arrived at the line the captains took up position 
on the right flank of the company, their covering ser- 
geants in the rear, while the remaining officers and 
sergeants passed to their proper places in the super- 
numerary rank. 
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Then the "troop" took place and afterwards the 
brigade marched past in open column in slow and quick 
time, and in quarter distance column in quick time. The 
march past in slow time was splendidly done, and as 
company after company marched past the saluting point* 
the oflScers giving the old-fashioned stately double salute, 
first with the sword and then with the left hai^d, the 
applause from the onlookers was unstinted. ly 

Colonel Robertson made some very complimentary 
remarks and the troops marched oflF the field. 

On July 10th, 1863, The Gazette contained the follow- 
ing notification " 10th or Royal Regiment of Toronto 
Volunteers." 

To be adjutant with the rank of Lieutenant : 

James Benson, Gentleman, late 2nd Volunteer Rifle 
Company, St. Catharines. 

Though it is scarcely necessary in writing a military 
history, to refer to the social life of the ofiicers and men 
of any particular regiment, yet there are certain social 
events which have an historic interest. Such was the 
celebrated ball given by the Duchess of Richmond, on 
the eve of Waterloo, and such also, was the first ball ever 
given by the oflScers of the 10th Royals on December 
20th, 1863. It marked the commencement of the Regi- 
ment's role as entertainers of the pleasantest order, a 
distinction which in the long years that have since 
elapsed has not grown less, even in the slightest degree. 

The Canada Gazette of April 29th, 1864, giving a list 
of those Militia Corps who had become entitled by profi- 
ciency in drill and discipline, to the money prizes which 
had been awarded by Government in t\\^^^N^x^^SSK^'»x^ 
Districts of Upper Canada, remarked •. 
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"His Excellency, the Commander-in-Chief, has ob- 
served, with much satisfaction, that in addition to the 
Corps named, the 10th or Royal Regiment of Infantry, 
Toronto, Lieutenant- Colonel Cumberland, with others, 
although not entitled to prizes, have been favourably 
reported upon for general proficiency." 

Queen's Birthday passed off with the usual parade and 
with the firing of a feudejoie. The birthday parade of 
1864 was the first of that kind that the 10th had been 
able to hold. 

On July 14th, 1864, it' was announced, under the 
heading *' General Order " that Ensign George A. Shaw, 
who afterwards commanded the 10th, and who was then 
a candidate for a Commission in the 10th Royals, had re- 
ceived a second-class certificate for eflSciency from the 
Commandant of the School of Military Instruction at 
Toronto. 

There was a change in the oflScers of No. 8 Company 
on September 23rd, 1864. Ensign L. P. Sherwood being 
promoted to the Lieutenancy caused by the resignation 
of Lieutenant Edward Stewart. 

Owing to the disturbed state of political aflfairs in the 
United States towards the end of the year, 1864, much 
trouble was caused to the Canadian Government by 
certain persons committing acts which tended to infringe 
the conditions of neutrality assumed by Great Britain, 
regarding the great internecine contest that was then 
waging. On December 19th, 1864, were issued the follow- 
ing " General Orders." 

No L His Excellency, the Commander-in-Chief, is 
pleased to state he has given orders to call out for actual 
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service, under the provisions of " The Volunteer Militia 
Act," a part of the Volunteer Militia of this Province and 
that the same will consist of thirty companies of Rifles of 
Infantry to be hereafter named. 

No. 2. His Excellency desires that all officers com- 
manding Battalions, and officers commanding Companies 
(not in Battalion), will forthwith increase the strength 
of their several Companies of Rifles or Infantry to 65 
non-commissioned officers and men, and will hold them- 
selves in readiness for immediate actual service when 
His Excellency may see fit to call out the same or any 
part thereof. 

On December 19th, 1864, a General Order was issued 
to the following effect : — 

" His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief is pleased 
to state that he has given orders to call out for active 
service, under the provisions of the Volunteer Militia 
Act, a part of the Volunteer Militia of this Province, 
and that the same will consist of thirty companies of 
rifles, or infantry, to be hereafter named." 

Four days later this was followed by the following 
order, dated — 

Head-Quarters, Quebec, 23rd Dec, 1864, Volunteer 

Militia General Order. 

No. 1. Referring to the General Order of December 
19th, is pleased to call out for active service the follow- 
ing companies of the volunteer force. 

Then followed the names of the companies called out, 
and directions that they should be formed into three 
administrative battalions, and the names of the staff 
officers for each battalion were d\x\y gpa^\»\»^ft^. 
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The Commander-in-Chief, in a General Order addressed 
to the force, impressed upon them " that they were em- 
bodied, not for the purpose of warfare, but .with the 
object of aiding the civil power in its efforts to prevent 
aggression on the territories of a friendly state, on the 
part of persons enjoying the right of asylum in Her 
Majesty's dominions ; and to maintain, as regards Canada, 
complete neutrality with respect to the war existing in 
the United States, which Her Majesty has enjoined^on 
all her subjects." 

None of the companies of the 10th were included in 
these first battalions, which on April 21st were relieved, 
and three new battalions formed in their stead, in the 
third of which No. 1 and 2 companies were composed by 
men of the 10th Royals, under the command of Captains 
G. W. Musson and John Gibbs Ridout; the subaltern 
officers being Lieutenant G. McMurrich, Ensigns C. Con- 
non and H. J. Browne. 

On Queen's birthday, 1865, the 10th were brigaded 
with the Queen's Own and other troops in garrison, and 
fired a feu de joie. The detachment at Laprairie in- 
dulged in a series of athletic contests in which the men 
of Captain Musson's company carried off most of the 
prizes. 

The Laprairie camp broke up October 13th, 1865, the 
two companies of the 10th had returned to Toronto a 
short time previously. 

Under date January 13th, 186'), the Gazette announced 
the retirement from the 10th of Captains McGrath, Sand- 
ford Fleming and DeGrassi, also of Lieutenant Bescoby 
and Ensign Edward Murphy. 
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I The following appointment was gazetted : 

To be Captain, Ensign George W. Musson vice De- 
Srassi. 

The next appointment in connection with the 10th 
was gazetted April 20th, 1865, it was as follows: 

To be Adjutant with the rank of Captain, Lieutenant 
John Gibbs Ridout vice Benson, resigned. 

Lieutenant Ridout had just retired from the 100th, P. 
W.R.C.R., in which he had served since its formation in 
1858. Lieutenant Ridout, when at the Statf College, took 
the highest place in the examinations of his final year; 
distancing by far every other officer of every branch of 
the service then at the Staff College. 

Lieu tenant- Colonel Cumberland, who had commanded 
the 10th since its first formation, retired from the service 
on July 21st, 1865, when the Guzette contained the fol- 
lowing notice : 

10th Battalion Koyal Regiment, Toronto Volunteers. 

To be ^Lieutenant -Colon el. Major Alfred Brunei vice 
Cumberland, resigned. 

To mark the high appreciation of the services render- 
ed not only to the 10th but to the militia force of Can- 
ada generally, by Lieutenant- Colonel Cumberland, it was 
officially notified in the Gazette as follows; 

The Governor -General and Commander-in-Chief has 
been pleased to appoint Lieutenant-Colonel Frederic W. 
Cumberland to be an extra Aide-de-Camp to Bis Excel- 
lency. 

When Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland severed his con- 
nection with the 10th Royals he issued as a regimental 
a August 8th, 1865) this valedictorg %&&£«*&-. 
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"Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland, having been per- 
mitted by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief to 
resign the command of the 10th Royal Regiment, cannot 
retire without expressing to the oflScers, non-commission- 
ed officers and men his warm appreciation of the soldier- 
ly spirit evinced by all ranks throughout the period 
(nearly four years) during which he has had the honor 
of commanding the regiment, of their willing obedience 
to his orders and of the good-feeling which has so hap- 
pily united them as a military organization. 

" The Lieutenant-Colonel deeply regrets the necessity 
for his severance from the Regiment, arising, as it solely 
does, from engagements no longer admitting of a divided 
duty. 

" He will always remember his associations with it as 
a very high honor and as a most acceptable and happy 
service ; and he leaves it with the fullest confidence that 
under the zealous and devoted energy of the able oflScer 
succeeding to the command, the Regiment will uphold 
and extend its reputation. 

" By the favor of His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland continues attached 
to the Volunteers, and has been appointed to the personal 
staff* of the Governor-General. He cannot doubt that for 
this honor he is largely indebted to the high standing of 
the Regiment it has been his privilage to command, and 
he hopes that such a special mark of favor to it, in his 
person, will stimulate the pride of all ranks to maintain 
the Royals in a condition of permanent and honorable 
efficiency. 

"In bidding the Regiment heartily farewell, Lieutenant- 
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Colonel Cumberland desires to express his best and most 
friendly wishes for the future well-being of every mem- 
ber in it," 

In the Regimental Orders of August 8th, 1865, ap- 
peared the following : 

The Lieutenant-Colonel commanding directs that the 
farewell order of Lieutenant- Colonel Cumberland be 
posted in the orders of the day, and in doing so he refers 
with great pleasure and satisfaction to the honors con- 
ferred on Lieutenant- Colonel Cumberland by His Excel- 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, a satisfaction which he is 
convinced will be felt by the Regiment, both on account 
of the gratification it must afford to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cumberland and of the incentive which this precedent 
must give to increased efficiency in the Regiment. 

By order,

Lieutenant-Colonel A. Brunei succeeded to the vacant 
command and at once issued the subjoined orders : 

Headquarters 10th Royal Regiment, Toronto 

Volunteers. 

Toronto, Aug. 8th, 1865. 

Regimental Order : 
1. The Lieutenant-Colonel, in assuming command of 
the Regiment, earnestly invites the active co-operation 
of all ranks in maintaining the corps in a state of 
efficiency worthy of the spirit in which it was organized, 
and such as while sustaining the reputation of the Regi- 
ment will satisfy the just expectations oi\»V!L'^C>ws>coQasi.^<Bt- 
in-Cbief. 
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2. The Lieutenant-Colonel commanding is convinced 
that every officer will zealously devote himself to the 
maintenance of efficiency and the support of discipline, 
and that while doing so they will take such a generous 
interest in the welfare of their men as will in some 
measure compensate them for any sacrifices they may be 
called upon to make in discharging their duty as 
volunteers. 

3. And he is equally confident that the non-commis- 
sioned officers and men will evince a soldierly appre- 
ciation of the value of discipline and of the importance 
of the implicit obedience to orders while on duty, which 
is essential to the efficiency of the Regiment, and will 
best demonstrate the manly self-respect characteristic of 
men who know the value of the privileges they are 
armed to defend. 

4. In urging on every member of the corps the zealous 
discharge of their respective duties, the Lieutenant 
Colonel desires not to be forgetful of his own responsibili- 
ties. While on duty with the regiment, he will require 
such obedience to orders as is due to the Queen's commis- 
sion, which he has the honor to hold, and he will insist 
on the maintenance of that discipline, without which a 
regiment degenerates into an armed mob, dangerous only 
to its friends. But he will also recognize in every well- 
conducted member of the corps a comrade and a friend, 
whose welfare it will be his pleasure and his duty to 
promote on all fitting occasions. 

By Order, 
(Signed,) J. Gibbs Ridout, 

Gapt and Adjt 
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Ea good soldierly rin^ in this order, and 
lo wished well to the 10th, was pleased 
that Lieutenant-Colonel Brunei had the courage to say 
plainly what he meaat, what he wanted, and what, so 
far as he was able, he intended to exact. 

Towards the close of the year 1865, mncli anxiety was 
caused throughout the Province by the possibility, if not 
the extreme probability of troubles arising on the Cana- 
dian frontier, by raids from what were known as the 
Fenians, an alien body iuimieal to Great Britain, located 
in the United States, and who pursued their nefarious 
modes of pi-ocedure in defiance of the American Republic 
and of everyone else but themselves. In consequence of 
this state oE feeling, the following " General Order " was 
issued. 

Head-Quakters, 

Ottawa, 15th Nov., 1865. 
Militia General Orders, — 

His Excellency, the Administrator of the Government, 
and Commander-in-chief, having had under consideration 
the possibility of raids or predatory incursons on the 
frontier of Canada, may be attempted during the winter, 
by pei-Bous ill-disposed to Her Majesty's Government, to 
the prejudice of the Province, and the annoyance and in- 
jury of Her Majesty's subjects therein. 

And being impressed with the importance of aiding 
Her Majesty's troops in repelling such attempts, and with 
that purpose of placing a portion of the Volunteer Force 
on active service. His Excellency directs 

That one Volunteer company be called out for servicei

m. • 
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His Excellency, from each of the undermentioned places, 
viz. : 

Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa, Morrisburg, Toronto, Port 
Hope, Hamilton, Woodstock, London — the companies so 
called out to be stationed at such places as His Excellency, 
the Lieutenant-General commanding shall direct. 

And that the said Volunteer Force shall, during the 
time it remains on active service, be placed under the 
command of His Excellency, Lieutenant-General Sir John 
Michel, commanding Her Majesty's forces in North 
America ; that it shall be subject to the Queen's regula- 
tions and orders for the Army, to the Rules and Articles 
of War, to the Act for punishing mutiny and desertion, 
and to all other laws applicable to Her Majesty's troops 
in this Province, not inconsistent with the Acts respect- 
ing the Volunteer Militia. 

Consequent upon the resignation of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cumberland, Captain James Worthington succeeded to 
the Majority rendered vacant by Major Brunei's promo- 
tion to the command of the regiment. Lieutenant William 
Stollery obtaining the Captaincy thus vacated:' 

In Nov. 1865, Major John Worthington retired from 
the regiment retaining his rank, his resignation being 
published in the Gazette issued on Nov. 10th. 

Captain Ridout also resigned the Adjutancy, but did 
not sever his connection with the regiment. 

Lieutenant George McMurrich was appointed Adjutant 
in place of Captain Ridout, and the following promotions 
and appointments were also gazetted on the same day.

To be Lieutenant, Ensign Arthur Coleman vice Stollery, 
promoted

A little later there were yet more appointments and 

promotions notifieil thus :—

To be Ensigns (temporary), Charles James Henry Win- 
atanley, Gentleman, Military School, vice Lawrence, pro- 
moted; Lewellyn H. Robertson, Gentleman, Military 
School, vice Connon, promoted ; Walter H. Barrett, Gen- 
tleman, Military School, vice Coleman, promoted. 

Lieutenant L P. Sherwood severed his connection with 
the 10th. Dec. 16th, 1865, he on that day being promoted 
to ft Captaincy in the Q 0, R Ensign Harry J. Browne 
was promoted to the Lieutenancy made vacant by the 
promotion of Captain Sherwood. 

There are various contradictions in the Gazette re- 
specting the i-anka of officers, for instance, Ensign Heth- 
erington is mentioned January 10th, 1866, aa having ob- 
tained a Certificate, whereas Mr. Hetherington's appoint- 
ment to an Ensigncy does not appear in the Gazette until 
Feb, 2nd, just one fortnight later. 

On Feb. 2nd, the Gazette contained the following noti- 
fications :

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To be Major, Captain John Boxall, vice Worthington, 
resigned. 

To be Captain, Lieutenant and Adjutant McMurrich, 
vice Steward, whose resignation is hereby accepted. 

To be Ensign, John W. H. Hetherington, Gentleman. 

Lieutenant C. H. Connon assumed the duties of Adju- 
tant in succession to Lieutenant McMurrich, promoted on 
the same date. 

March, 1866, was a stirring time for the Militia. On 
the 8th day of that month was issued the following 
" General Order." 

" His Excellency the Governor-General and Command- 
er-in-Chief directs that the 10th Royal Regiment Toronto 
Volunteers be called out for service ; that the said corps 
be immediately assembled and billeted at their respec- 
tive headquarters, there to await such orders as may be 
directed by the Commander-in-Chief." 

Of course the 10th Royals was only one among a great 
many others who received a similar order. 

A long list of promotions and appointments appeared 
in the Gazette of March 23rd, 1866. They were as fol- 
lows :

Lieutenant Mitchell is allowed to retire, retaining his 
rank.

The following letters appeared in the Gazette on the 
date given, they were as follows :

His Excellency the Governor-General and Commander- 
in-Chief has pleasure in publishing the following letter 
for the information of the Volunteer Force in Canada : 

" Downing Street, 31st March, 1866. 
" My Lord, — 

" I have the honor to acknovil^d^<i VX^a x^^^-^w^ ^ 

your Lordship's despatch oi l\i€i ^\\i\ILwOcv,\»x^^^^a^^^>^^'^ 
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a copy of an Approved Minute of the Executive Council 
of Canada, in which your Ministers signify their concur- 
rence in the recommendation of the Minister of Militia 
for calling out a force of ten thousand volunteers in con- 
sequence of the threatened raid of the Fenian conspira- 
tors upon Canada. 

"Your Lordship also reports, in the same despatch 
the alacrity with which the summons has been answered. 

" I have to signify to your Lordship the unqualified 
gratification felt by Her Majesty's Government, at the 
prompt and loyal spirit which the volunteers of Canada 
have so signally manifested on this occasion. 

" I have, etc., 
"(Signed,) Edward Cardwell." 

On May 24th, 1866, the 10th paraded, six companies 
strong, under command of Lieut. Col. Brunei, the other 
troops with whom they were brigaded, being H. M. 47th 
Foot, the Q. O. R. of Canada, Garrison Militia Artillery 
and the Governor-Generars Body guard. After parade, 
Sergeant Rogers, No. 5 Company, was presented by the 
officers and men of the company with a sword, he being 
appointed armorer sergeant to the battalion. 

On May 25th, 1866, the following regimental order 
was published : 

" The Lieutenant-Colonel desires to express his high ap- 
preciation of the good conduct of the officers, N. C. O s., 
and men of the regiment since they have been called out 
for active duty, and to thank them for the readiness with 
which they have yielded to discipline." 

The regiment had been under arms in anticipation of 
trouble from Fenian sources, but it v^as tVvou^kt that the 
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Fenians had given up their foolhardy projects, and that 
it was not necessary to keep the 10th embodied ; a very 
few days though sufficed to dispel this illusion. So com- 
pletely was the fear of trouble at rest, that even the 
guard over the drill shed, which had been furnished by 
the various regiments, was discontinued by Garrison 
order, dated May 28th, 1866. 

The Fenian Raid of 186G, is now a matter of somewhat 
ancient history, and excepting for the part played in as- 
sisting to restore order by the 10th Royals and other 
Canadian militia regiments, would possess little interest 
to any one. On the morning of June Ist, the 10th 
Royals assembled and received peremptory orders to pro- 
ceed to St. Catharines by train, at 4.30 the same day. 
Major Boxall commanded, with the following officers in 
command of companies 1 to 8 respectively. Captains 
McMurrich, Hamilton, Moberley, Stollery, Musson, Law- 
rence, Hetherington and Brunei, Lieut. -Colonel Brunei 
was in Montreal at the time, and as the troops were 
ordered off at only a few hours notice he was unable to 
get back so as to march with his men, though he assumed 
the command on the frontier a few days later. The 
10th saw no actual warfare on this occasion, but were 
greatly praised for their excellent behaviour and dis- 
cipline. 

While in camp at Fort Erie no passes were allowed on 
any pretence, sickness, of course, excepted, and officers 
were required to report themselves to the commanding 
officer before leaving and on returning to camp. 

The 10th while at Fort Erie furnished each day a 
patrol, consisting of one sergeant, one o.opc^^'t^ '^x:^^ '^^^ 
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men, also an outlying picquet, to " guard the rear of the 
camp ; " the orders do not say how many men were on 
the picquet. 

In the camp orders issued June 5, 1866, Lieutenant 
Dawson, 47th Regiment, was appointed Brigade Major. 
This same oiSScer subsequently served as Major with the 
Royal Grenadiers in the North- West campaign, and 
eventually commanded the regiment. 

A general order was issued after the Fenian Raid ; it 
was as follows : 

Head Quarters, 

Ottawa, 22nd June, 1866. 
General Orders 

Volunteer Militia. 
No. . 

In releasing the volunteers for the present from active 
duty, the Commander-in-Chief desires to make known 
to the officers, non-commissioned officers and men of the 
force, the pride and satisfaction with which he has wit- 
nessed the patriotism and energy displayed by them in 
their instantaneous response to the call to arms. 

The Commander-in-Chief wishes to express his admir-^ 
ation of the promptitude with which, on the only occa- 
sion when an opportunity was afforded them of meeting 
the enemy, the volunteers went under fire, and his deep 
sympathy with the friends and relatives of those who 
there met a soldier s death. 

The discipline and good conduct of the force while on 
service has secured the approbation of their military 
commanders, and has been most favorably reported on 
to the Commander-in-Chief. 
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The Commander-in-Chief wishes to impress on the 
minds of the volunteers that though the late attack on 
the Province has proved a failure, the organization by- 
means of which it was attempted still exists, and that its 
leaders do not hesitate to declare publicly that they 
meditate a renewal of the invasion. Under these cir- 
cumstancees the Commander-in-Chief trusts the Volun- 
teer Force generally will continue at all convenient times 
to perfect themselves in drill and discipline, so that they 
may be able successfully to repel any future aggresion 
that may be attempted. 

At a complimentary dinner given by Mr. Carlisle of 
the Terrapin restaurant on July 12th, to the officers of 
the Queen's Own, Major Robert B. Denison, replying to 
the toast of the "Volunteers of Canada," said "he re- 
gretted very much that the 10th Royals had not been 
with the Queens Own at Lime Ridge. Had they been 
there he was sure the retreat to Port Colborne would 
never have taken place." At the same dinner, Major 
Gilmor, Q.O.R., proposed the health of the 10th Royals 
coupled with the name of Captain Moberly, who in his 
reply said, "If the Queens Own had had the honor of 
shooting the Fenians, the 10th Royals had enjoyed the 
pleasure of burying them." 

The services rendered by the Canadian Militia though 

were destined to receive yet further recognition, as is 

thus evidenced :

Canada, relative to the Fenian movement in that pro- 
vince and to the measures taken by the Colonists for re- 
pelling any Fenian attack, I am directed by the F. M^ 
Commanding-in-Chief, to request that you will acquaint 
the Secretary of State for War that H.R.H. having ob- 
served the alacrity, loyalty and zeal shown by the Vol- 
unteers and Militia forces of Canada, in having come 
forward for the defence of the colony on the late trying 
occasion in support of the troops, is very desirous of ex- 
pressing to the Force his full appreciation of their gallant 
and energetic behaviour, and the very great gratification 
and satisfaction he has thereby experienced. * * *

On August 13th, 1866, the 10th were by Brigade order 
ordered to be ready to move into camp on August 17, 
they were " to take no personal effects beyond knap- 
sacks." Accordingly on Friday, August 17, the 10th 
took their departure from Toronto on board the steamer 
Osprey for St. Catharines, en route to Thorold. They 
were served out each man with fifty rounds of ball car- 
tridge, though only going " into camp " for eight days, 
military authorities evidently thought it best to be ready 
for the worst. 

The camp passed off though without any incident 
occurring outside the daily routine of military duty, 
drills and parades followed each other with regularity, 
and there was nothing to disturb anyone. 
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There were yet more changes in the Regiment towards 
the end of the year, they were as contained in the follow- 
ing extract : 

Ottawa, December 28tb, 1866. 

10th Battalion Royal Regiment Toronto Volunteers. 

To be Captains, Lieutenant John Patterson, vice Sher- 
wood whose resignation is hereby accepted ; Lieutenant 
Arthur Coleman, vice Lawrence whose resignation is 
hereby accepted. 

To be Lieutenants, Ensign George Brunei, M.S., vice 
Patterson promoted; Ensign George Alexander Shaw, 
M.S., vice Coleman promoted. 

To be Ensigns, Frederick Barlow Cumberland, gentle- 
man, temporary, M, S., vice Hetherington promoted; 
Francis E. Boswell, gentleman, temporary, M.S., vice 
Richardson promoted; F. H. Noverre, gentleman, vice 
Barrett promoted ; Robert L. Killaly, gentleman, tempo- 
rary, M.S., vice Brunei promoted ; Lewis H. Moftat, gen- 
tleman, temporary, M.S., vice Shaw promoted. 

It is worthy of note that up to 1867 the rank and file 
of the battalion were obliged to pay for their own forage 
caps, an order appearing in the Regimental Orders on 
March 20th, that the men " should procure them through 
their captains, by the payment of their cost, fifty cents." 

In January, 1867, Quarter Master Rufus Skinner was 
appointed Paymaster of the regiment vice Richie deceased- 
In the next month and in the one succeeding it the Gaz- 
ette contained the following G.O. and appointments : 
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Head Quarters, 

Ottawa, 15th February, 1867. 
Glneral Orders. 

No. 3. The following oflScers of the Volunteer Militia 
and candidates for appointments therein, having appear- 
ed before Boards of officers at Kingston and Toronto, for 
the purpose of having their qualification tested have re- 
ceived certificates as follows, viz.: 

Captain Harry John Browne, 10th Royals, Toronto. 

Captain John Watson Hetherington, 10th Royals, 
Toronto. 

10th Battalion Royal Regiment Toronto Volunteers. 

April 5th, 1867. 

To be Ensign, William D. Rogers, gentleman, vice Shaw 
promoted. 

A very important change in the armament of the corps 
took place in June, 1867, when the Spencer rifles in pos- 
session of the regiment were called into store, and 
" Snider Enfields " issued in their place. What a change 
from the armament of the active militia as it had been 
only a few years earlier. Then, anything was good 
enough to arm them with, but in 1867 nothing was too 
good. 

Queen's Birthday parade in 1867 passed oflF as usual, 
and on July 1st, 1867, the first Dominion Day was cele- 
brated by a parade of the 10th and other militia regi- 
ments. 

Under the new Constitution of the country it is inter- 
esting to note who were the first Dominion officers in the 
10th Royals. Their names are contained in the follow- 
ing extract from the Gazette :

The regiment was inspected by the Adjutant-General, 
on September 23rd, 1869, and the result was that they 
received unstinted praise from that official, he compli- 
menting them " on the excellent condition of their arms, 
clothing and accoutrements, and of their manly and sol- 
dierlike appearance on parade." 

On October 2nd, 1869, the regiment paraded for in- 
spection by H.R.H., Prince Arthur, who distributed the 
prizes gained by the men in the rifle matches. On Octo- 
ber 4th, appeared the following Regimental Order, which 
speaks for itself :

Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw had served in the Active 
Militia for about ten years, and was the grandson and 
great grandson of two famous soldiers. His father had 
also served in the Militia of Canada during the rebellion 
of 1887. His grandfather was at Waterloo, and his 
great grandfather, Major-General ^neas Shaw, was a 
veteran of the Revolutionary War, 1776-1783, and had 
served in Canada during the war of 1812. 

The fortunes of the 10th Royals at this particular date 
were at a very low ebb, the corps had, from many causes, 
ceased to be popular in the city, and the question " what 
was to be done ? " exercised the minds of both officers, ex- 
officers and men. What was done will be told in the next 
chapter. 



I^HROUGHOUT the summer of 1880 many 
rumors were current in the city as to the 
future of the 10th Royals. It was painfully 
evident to the {general public, and fast be- 
coming equally evident to the whole of the members 
of the corps, no matter of what rank, that radical 
changes must be effected. Either the regiment had to be 
completely reorganized or it had to be disbanded, the 
question was, which of these two was the better courae ? 
The Government o' the day had decided, in conse- 
quence of the disorganized state of the corps, to disband 
it, but, owing to the persistent etforta of Lieutenant-Col- 
onels Cumberland and Brunei, the first two commanding 
officers, the former practically the founder of the regi- 
ment, this determination was reconsidered and a milder 
course was adopted, it was decided to entirely reorganize 
the battalion under new officers. 

Lieutenant- Colonel Shaw was willing to retire, being 
greatly chagrined at the course events had taken in the 
10th Royals. He was also willing if any aid was re- 
quired from him in reconstructing the regiment to give 
it. 
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After serious and careful deliberation the Government 
decided to accept Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw's proffered 
resignation, and to allow him — despite the fact of. his 
having held the command for only a very brief period — 
to retain his rank. They also decided that the rest of 
the officers should also be retired, while in many cases 
they too were allowed to retain their rank. In some in- 
stances where officers were retired, they did not retain 
theif rank through the fact that they omitted to apply 
for the privilege. Assistant-Surgeon R. A. Pyne is a case 
in point, he was simply retired, yet afterwards was one of 
the Medical Officers chosen by the Dominion Government 
in 1885, to report on the claims for pension made by the 
wounded men who served in the North-West campaign, 
this appointment showing that he was an officer in whom 
confidence was placed. 

The Government decided to appoint a new command- 
ing officer, who, with an entirely different set of officers 
under him, would at least have the opportunity of refill- 
ing the ranks of the 10th, and of regaining for the corps 
the prestige they had enjoyed under the spirited regime 
of Lieutenant-Colonels Cumberland and Brunei. 

In accordance with this plan, simultaneously with 
the retirement of Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw, a new but 
not untried man was gazetted in his place. Le Roi est 
TYiort. Vive le Roi.

If anybody imagined that Lieut.- Colonel Grasett 
meant to " play at soldiers " when he assumed command 
of the regiment, they were soon undeceived. The N. C. 
O's. and men at once learned that he said what he meant, 
and the officers also were not left in ignorance of what 
was required of them. Witness the following extract 
from Regimental Orders, dated May l7th, 1881 : 

*' The Lieut.-Colonel commanding having observed that 
some officers are in the habit of absenting themselves 
from parade without leave, he desired it to be distinctly 
understood that any officer wishing to obtain leave must 
make the usual application through the Adjutant." 

By a General Or«]er issued from Ottawa on August 5th, 
1881, the title of the Regiment was changed from the 10th 
Royals to that of 10th Royal Grenadiers. The former 
title had been borne by the corps since its formation in 
1861-62, under Lieutenant- Colonel Cumberland, the ad- 
ditional title of Grenadiers was greatly appreciated by 
all concerned. 

But before dealing with the remainder of the Batta- 
lion's History as the Grenadiers, let us glance briefly at 
some salient points in the twenty year's life of the " Old 
10th." 

When they were first organized in 1861-62-63, they 
provided themselves in great measure at their own ex- 
pense with uniforms and shakos, the latter were of 
peculiar shape, being blue with a broad red band, v§ry 
similar to those now worn by the Toronto postmen in 
summer. In 1862-3 the 2nd Regiment, Queen's Own 
Rifles, had their Armoury in St. Lawrence Hall and 
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drilled in the large main Hall. There not being room 
enough for the 10th Royals also, the officers of this 
Regiment purchased a large factory building, removed 
and re-erected it on the Baldwin leasehold property 
on King-street, almost opposite the present Romaine 
building. In this building, which was of very consid- 
erable size, the first examinations of officers as to the 
qualifications for their rank were held, and the Regi- 
ment drilled there until the Government erected the 
new drill-shed on the south side of Wellington-street, in 
1864. 

In succeeding years the efficiency of the regiment was 
fully maintained, and in 1866, when the Fenian Raid oc- 
curred, the 1 0th Royals, although not notified until late 
in the morning of Friday, June 1st, that they would have 
to leave for the front, were mustered and ready at noon 
on that date, leaving by special train at 4:40 p.m., from 
the Old Queen's Wharf Station, to which they were ac- 
companied by a very large number of the citizens. After 
a stay at Suspension Bridge, of two hours for supplies, 
they went on to Chippewa, where they arrived at 5 a.m. 
They were here brigaded with H.M. 16th Regiment and 
a Battery of Artillery under Col. Peacocke, 16th Regi- 
ment. The brigade marched in the early morning to 
form junction at Stevens ville, near Ridge way, with the 
Queen's Own and 13th Battalion from whence the two 
columns thus combined were to advance together to meet 
the invading forces who were advancing from Fort Erie, 
this junction unfortunately was not effected by reason of 

the Queen's Own leaving Port Colborne some hours too 
soon. 
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A portion, two companies, of H.M. 47th Regiment were 
included in Col. Peacocke's brigade. 

The 2nd of June was exceedingly hot and owing to re- 
ports being received that an engagement was already in 
progress the march was made at an excessive rate of 
speed. At noon a halt took place near New Geririany. 
The 16th Regiment who were in heavy marching order 
with knapsacks, had suffered greatly from the heat, many 
of their men having fallen out by the way, some of the 
companies reaching the halting place not half their 
strength. The 10th Royals fortunately less encumbered, 
showed the stamina of the workingmen who then and 
ever since have filled its ranks, by coming in almost full 
strength. 

It is true that some men helped comrades by, at 
intervals, carrying two rifles but the earnest spirit of 
the companies carried them through the day. Reports 
reaching camp that the engagement at Ridgeway was 
over and that the Fenians were in retreat, immediate 
pursuit was made in the direction of Fort Erie. The rear 
of the Fenians was caught up to just as night fell and to- 
gether with the 16th the Royals camped out during the 
night in line of extended pickets in the ploughed fields, 
in front of the bush into which the Fenians had dis- 
appeared. 

The tug Robb, detailed to patrol the river and cut oflF 
any attempted return of the Fenians, had been sent to 
Port Colborne, and thus, as will presently be shown, the 
marauders escaped. 

Next morning the forces advanced at daylight and en- 
circling the town of FOrt Erie closed in upon the re-

mainder of the Fenian column. During the night the 
bulk of the force under General O'Neil was taken on 
board some acowa and removed to United States waters 
on the south side of the river, had it not been for 
this an action would have taken place and it wa-i with 
the full expectation of such a meeting that the column 
made its advance. The 16th Regiment and the 10th 
Royals were in the first line having their companies 
thrownout in advance engaged in searching houses etc., 
which were on the line of march. In this way the Regi- 
ment captured a number of Fenian prisoners who were 
forwarded next day to the jail at Toronto. It is true 
that there were no shots fired in anger but the only 
reason was that the prisoners gave themselves up with- 
out much resistance. Some of the Queen's Own who had 
been taken prisoners were also released. During the 
time the Regiment was in camp at Fort Erie it per- 
formed a large amount of technical and mechanical work 
for the Brigade, being composed as it was of mechanics 
and artisans, there were men in its ranks available 
for every trade, and the Commander of the Brigade 
made full use of them. The 10th Royals buried the 
Fenian dead, repaired road-bridges, relaid tlie railway 
tracks which had been torn up, repaired the damaged 
rolling stock, drained the wtiole camp and generally did 
all such services as are usually done in the Regular Ser- 
vice by the Corps of Royal Engineei-s. 

When the Queen's Own marched in from Port Colborne 
to join the Brigade at Fort Erie they received a royal 
welcome from the 10th. The Regiment in connection 
•with the others of the Brigade did its usual ahate la wi-v 



J 
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plying pickets down the river and at the American Ferry 
of the Grand Trunk where the trains were for some 
time thoroughly inspected. On the occasion of a night 
alarm when the whole Brigade was suddenly called to 
arms the Regiment received special commendation from 
Col. Lowry, Commander of the Brigade for its ready pre- 
paration for duty and the steadiness of the men. The 
larger portion of the Volunteer Regiments, composing the 
Brigade, returned to their headquarters on the days fol- 
lowing their arrival, but the Royals remained in camp 
at Fort Erie, together with H.M.'s 16th and 47th Regi- 
ments doing frontier duty for three weeks longer when 
all expectations of a further invasion being dispelled, 
they also returned to Toronto. Throughout its service 
the Regiment proved its capacity for actual work and 
received the warm approval of the Staff Officers. 

While at Fort Erie, the regiment had the pleasure of 
meeting their former and first commanding officer, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Cumberland, who had volunteered for ser- 
vice on the staff of Colonel Lowry, 47th Regiment, and re- 
ceived special mention in general Orders for his valuable 
services in controlling the railway operations. 

Some of these matters may be considered trivial, but 
the reason they are referred to, is not to seek any 
special credit for them, but to show that the 10th, both 
officers and men, were prepared to and did act up to the 
spirit as well as the letter of their motto, " Ready, aye 
ready." 

The official order creating the '' Royal Grenadiers," was 
worded in a somewhat peculiar manner, first the corps is 
described as " Royal Grenadiers," and then a note signi- 
fyiiig the change of title ia add^A.. 
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It reads thus, —

The first Regimental order of any note issued in 1882 
was dated February 16th, and it showed that the Com- 
manding officer was determined to know exactly how 
the regiment was equipped and the condition of every- 
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tiling belonging to it. The order has the true military 
ring in it, it was as follows : 

" With a view of ascertaining the disposition of the 
clothing, etc., that lias been issued to the regiment, the 
Lieutenant-Colonel commanding will make a minute in- 
spection of every article in possession of each company 
prior to the commencement of the annual drill. Officers 
commanding companies will therefore take such steps as 
are necessary to have everything ready for the inspec- 
tion, the exact date of which will be notified hereafter." 

The inspection was duly made and Lieutenant- Colonel 
Grasett had the satisfaction of knowing from personal 
observation exactly how his command was equipped. 

The annual drill for 1882 commenced on Tuesday, 
Jlarch 21st, and was continued each week until May 
24th. The C.O.'s parade was held on Thursday evenings, 
Tuesday evenings being reserved for company and re- 
cruits' drill. 

A church parade was held on Sunday, April 30th, the 
battalion attending divine service at the Church of the 
Ascension in the morning. 

The regiment made steady progress in 1882, though 
there was nothing to vary the ordinary I'outine of weekly 
drills. The whole battalion had confidence in their com- 
manding officer and as a natural consequence progress 
followed. 

On May 24th, the spring drills terminated by the regi- 
ment " trooping " the Queen's Colour in Queen's Park. 
This always pleasing ceremonial was attended by an im- 
mense crowd of spectators. 

Autumn parades commenced ou vi<i\A»^\^<iY VL^Ow^'^sxs.^ 
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continued until Thursday, November 9th, when the 
Grenadiers were inspected by Major-General Luard, com- 
manding the Canadian Militia. A complimentary order 
expressing his approval of the regiment was issued by 
the General after it was concluded. The regimental 
church parade was on Sunday morning, October 8th, to 
St. James' Cathedral, the battalion mustering at " The 
Guns " in the Queen's Park. 

It may also be noted that Lieutenant Egerton Denison 
of the 3rd battalion Staffordshire Regiment was attached 
to the Grenadiers in September, 1882, and continued to 
do duty with them for that year. Lieutenant Denison 
subsequently served in the Soudan campaign of 1885 
under Lord Wolseley, and died at sea as he was return- 
ing home from South Africa in 1886. 

A General Order was issued on October 3rd, 1882 
authorizing the increase of the Grenadiers from a six to 
an eight company battalion. This order caused the 
greatest satisfaction to the regiment. James Mason and 
John Weir Anderson, Esquires, were the two officers 
selected to command the new companies. 

The various companies after augmentation were com- 
manded as follows

Spring drill began for the Grenadiers in 1883, a little 
later than in the preceding year, the first ])arade biding 
held on April 0th ; drill continued until May 24th, when 
the regiment under command of Lieut.-Colonel Grasett 
went to London, Ont., being brigaded there on the date 
just named with the 7th Fusiliers. It may be mentioned 
that this, the first excursion made by the Cfrena<liers was 
most successful. The regiment returned to Toronto early 
in the morning of May 25th. 

In September of the same year His Excellency the 
Governor- General, Marquis Lansdowne, paid a state visit 
to Toronto. A guard of honor composed of one cap- 
tain, two subalterns, four sergeants, and one hundred 
rank and file, was furnished by the Royal Grenadiers. 
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This guard was on duty during the whole of H. E. visit, 
under the command of Captain James Mason. 

In Regimental Orders of September 20th, 1883, the 
following letter was published for the information of the 
officers commanding corps which formed escorts and 
guards of honor to His Excellency the Governor-General 
during his visit to Toronto : 

" His Excellency (the Governor-General) desires to ex- 
press his approbation of their soldier-like appearance' and 
the manner in which they performed their several duties, 
and he trusts that the Militia of Toronto will maintain 
that high character for discipline and smartness which 
they have held in the past, the Governor-General will 
always take an interest in their future career." 

By a District Order dated October 29th, 1883, the 
Royal Grenadiers were ordered to hold themselves in 
readiness for inspection by the Major-General command- 
ing the Canadian militia. On October 31st, the follow- 
ing Regimental Order was issued : 

"In accordance with District Order No. 1, of 29th 
October, 1883, the regiment will parade in marching 
order with leggings at the drill shed, on Thursday, No- 
vember 8th, at 1.30 p.m., and proceed to the Exhibition 
Grounds, where the annual inspection by Major-General 
Luard, commanding the Canadian Militia, will take place." 

It is satisfactory to record that the inspection proved 
satisfactory to all concerned, to those commanding and 
to those commanded. 

With the inspection, drill ceased for the year 1883, and 
in the following year these were the changes in the com- 
missioned ranks of the regiment, notified by successive 
General Orders as follows *.

The regiment pursued a useful, but not especially ex- 
citing course throughout 1884. As will be seen on refer- 
ence to the promotions and appointments, there were not 
many changes in the commissioned ranks and among the 
rank and file there was a small, though gratifying in- 
crease in numbers. 

Drill commenced as usual in March, continuinor until 
the Queen's Birthday. The regiment paraded on Satur- 
day, 24th May, 1884, in Review Order with leggings and 
cross belts, at 9.15 a.m., and proceeded by special train 
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to Hamilton, where, in conjunction with tlie 13th l^at- 
talion, under Lieut.-Col. Gibson, a sliort review was held. 

After the review, the officers of the •Grenadiers were 
hospitably entertained by the officers of the 18th, and the 
men's comfort was not neglected by their comrades of 
the " Ambitious City." The regiment returned to 'I'o- 
ronto the same night. 

In accordance with instructions received, the regiment 
paraded in marching order with leggings, at the drill 
shed, on Thursday, 6th November, 1884, at 2.30 o'clock, 
and marched to the Queen s Park, where they were in- 
spected by Major-General Middleton, connuanding the 
Militia. 

The inspecting officer, after a minute inspection of the 
Battalion, expressed himself as being well satisHed, and 
notified his satisfaction in General Orders. 

The year 1885 was destined to be a most eventful one 
for the Royal Grenadiers particularly, and for the militia 
forces of the Dominion generally, though when the new 
year arrived, there was nothing to foretell the arduous 
and eventful work that the Grenadiers were to accom- 
plish before its close. 

Towards the end of March, 1885, rumours were preva- 
lent all over the Dominion of impending troubles with 
the Indians and half-breeds in the Northwest, but no 
one took these reports very seriously to heart while war- 
fare was never even contemplated. "At the worst," 
people said, " it is only a case for the mounted police," 
and calmly turned to the discussion of other subjects. 

The term " North-West," just used is slightly ambigu- 
ous and may mean a great deal or else a very little. In 
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the particular instance mentioned it includes the whole 
of the territories, comprised in the Canadian Dominion 
north of the Province of Ontario. This part of Canada 
then, as now, contained a scattered population of Indians 
and half-breeds. Besides these there were the settlers 
who had taken up land throughout the various North- 
west Provinces, they for the most part living at wide 
distances from one another, though of course a city had 
sprung mto existence at Winnipeg, while there were some 
few moderately sized towns and villages in addition, 
although at great distances apart. 

The fancied state of security just referred to was 
rudely disturbed on March 27th by the news received at 
Ottawa on that date from Colonel Irvine commanding 
officer of the North- West Mounted Police of the insur- 
rection and fight at Duck Lake on March 26th, and of 
the death in action with Gabriel Dumont and his half- 
breeds of several loyalist residents in that locality. 

A few words must be said about the Duck Lake fight. 
Louis Riel who had given the Dominion Government a 
great deal of trouble in 1870 when he was the head and 
front of the Red River rebellion, for which acts he had 
subsequently been pardoned, again in 1885 incited the 
Indians and half-breeds to rebellion and armed resistance 
to constituted authority. That the classes whose cause 
Riel espoused had real grievances cannot be denied, but 
the mode resorted to by Riel and his followers to obtain 
redress of these grievances cannot for a moment be 
defended or even palliated. 

In March, 1885, the stores belonging to Messrs. Wal- 
ters, Baker & Kerr Bros., residing at St. Laurent were 
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raided ; aad Indian agent Lash, Astley, a surveyor, 
Tompkins, the telegraph repairer, and other Ciovernment 
employees were taken prisojievs. Major Ci^ozier, who 
was stationed at Fort Carlton, received this news on the 
19th, and at once sent over to Prince Albert to Captain 
Moore asking For reinforcements. A meeting was held 
and it was determined to send a foi-ee of forty men, who 
on the 20th inarched to Fort Carlton, forty miles dis- 
tant, arriving there about ten o'clock the same night. 

Major Crozier was already the recipient fi-om Riel 
through Mr. Mitchell a store-heeper at Duck J-ake, of a 
demand that he ahoultl surrender Fort Carlton. In reply 
to this the Major sent a half-breed named McKay with 
Mitchell to try and persuade the half-breeda to dispei-se. 
This occurred March 21st. Kiel received Mitchell and 
McKay with little else than abuse and told them that 
unless Major Crozier surrendered Fort Carlton it would be 
attacked at twelve o'clock. Mitchell aiul McKay then 
returned to Fort Carlton. It had been ari'anged with 
Mr. Mitchell by a committee acting under Riel's instruc- 
tions says Major Boulton in liia book on the rebellion 
"that Riel should send two delegates to meet Major 
Crozier half way ; and an liour after the arrival of Mc- 
Kay at Fort Carlton, he turned round and accompanied 
Captain Moore to meet the delegates. At the appointed 
place they were met by Cliarles Molin and Masime Le- 
piere, who had been sent as delegates to demand the sur- 
render of Fort Carlton, with all its stores and property, 
undertaking if it were quietly given up that the police 
should be allowed to go unhnmied. As Major Crozier 's 
instructions to the delegates were that the ^q'^V'* ' 
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disband, and give up the leaders at once, or suffer the 
penalty of their criminal acts, the meeting resulted in 
nothing; and Lepiere did not present the document in- 
tended for Major Crozier. It was afterwrrds found 
among Iliers papers in Batoche subsequent to its capture. 

Things rapidly grew from bad to worse until on the 
morning of March 2Gth when Major Crozier sent a small 
detachment with a dozen sleighs to remove the stores 
and food that were in Mitchell's store at Duck Lake to 
place of greater safety. It is not necessary to say more 
on this subject excepting that they were attacked by the 
rebels and in the fight that ensued which lasted for nearly 
three-quarters of an hour, nine Prince Albert volunteers 
and three policemen were killed and about twenty-five 
wounded. The rebels were in large numbers under the 
command of Gabriel Dutnont; Crozier's force consisted of 
about one hundred men. 

The news reached Toronto late in the evening of 
March 27th and an hour or so later Lieutenant- Colonel 
R. B. Denison, D.A.G. received the following peremptory 
telegram from Ottawa : 

" Call out the Queen's Own and 10th Battalion for im- 
mediate service. 

Powell, Adjutant General." 

Lieut.- Col. Denison at once communicated with Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels Miller, Q.O.R. and Grasett, R.G., giving 
them the order and tliey with ec^ual promptitude trans- 
mitted the order to their officers, sunnnoning a parade 
for 8 a.m. on Saturday, March 28th, and ordering the 
officers to warn their men. 
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It was 11 p.m. on Friday, March 27th when Colonel 
Grasett received his ordera and in a short time all officers 
whom he could communicate with by telephone were duly 
warned and messengers were on their way carrying the 
order to such as could be reached in no other way. 

In most house.s the officers who had telephones had 
retired for the night when the bella rang. 

"Ib not that the telephone bell," queried the husband to 
his wife ? 

" Telephone bell, no ; who would be telephoning at this 
time of night ?" 

A few moments silence and there was no mistaking 
the fact that the telephone bell was ringing, and ringing 
furiously. Up jumped the officer and going to the 
" phone," shouted " Hello <" 

"Is that you Captain A ?" 

"Tes, what is wanted, who ia speaking ?" 

" Colonel Grasett." You are warned with your company 
and your subordinate officei-s for immediate service in 
the Northwest, you will parade at 8 a.m. tomorrow. 
Good night." There was no more sleep in such housen 
that night and there were many aching hoartM and tear- 
ful faces when the famijj' met for their early breakfast 
on the Saturday morning. The wife and mother was 
f|uiet and subdued, the children scarcely knew what it 
all meant, only this, "that Father was going away and 
they might never see him again," The head of thehou.'ie 
Raid little but gulped down his coflee and when he kissed 
his wife and children " good-bye for the present," adding 
for their comfort " wo shan'tgo before evening at anyi-ate." 
There was a suspicions tremor in his voice a»6.w\'i\^'wv'^»»< 
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in his eye that told what a trial and sacrifice he was 
making, though doing so cheerfully and loyally at the 
call of duty. In other houses, perhaps it was an only 
son or an elder brother who was warned, they too obeyed 
the summons with alacrity assuring their parents it 
would be " only a picnic " and laughing at and turning 
into ridicule the fears of their agitated sisters. 

All that night the officers and sergeants were busy 
warning the men and in every case was the warning re- 
ceived with the utmost cheerfulness. 

" Does Thomas Brown live here ?" (][ueried the officer 
or N.C.O. after he had knocked up the sleepers in the 
house where T.B. resided. 

" Yes, he does," shouts out T. B. from his bedroom," 
what do you want ? " 

" I am captain A. of the Grenadiers and I want to speak 
to you." 

" Yes, sir," says T. B., " be with you in a moment," on 
his appearance he was duly told what was required of 
him. 

T. B.'s mother had opened the door and coming up to 
the officer asked " what it all meant ?" "Nothing, mother, 
nothing, all right Sir, I'll be there " and the officer de- 
parted, to go through a similar experience at other 
houses. This is no fancy sketch, it is but the reproduc- 
tion of scenes that transpired in hundreds of Toronto 
homes in the early morning of Saturday, March 28th, 
1885. 

The following arc the various brigade orders issued 
touching the despatch of the expedition, they are all duly 
dated and read as follows :

The only difficulty that presented itself was what men 
to leave behind, every man was anxious to go. In one 
case at any rate — perhaps in more than one — a young 
fellow who was ordered to remain at home, managed to 
escape observation and was found with his comrades in 
the train some hours after leaving Toronto. 

At last though the selection was made and the follow- 
ing regimental orders issued.

The officers and men of the Queen's Own and 
Royal Grenadiers detailed for service in the Northwest 
will parade at the drill shed in marching order at 10 a.m. 
to-morrow (Monday) with twenty-four hours cooked 
rations. 

Officers baggage and regimental stores must be ready 
packed in waggons at the above hour. 

29th March, 1885. 

No. 4. The hour for the departure of the corps has not 
yet been fixed, but will probably be on Monday. Cooked 
rations for 24 hours subsistence must be provided by 
each officer, non-commissioned officer, and man. 

No. 5. Lieut. J. W. KSears, I.S.C., will until further 
orders act as Staflf'Officer, and Sergeant Major Spack man, 
I.S.C., will act as Brigade Sergeant Major to the force. 

By order,

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30th March, 1885. 

No. 1. The force will leave the shed at 11 a.m. for the 
Union StatioA, and embark as under : — 

No. 1. Train, Staff " C " Company, Infantry School 
Corps, and Queen's Own Rifles, with baggage and horses 
belonging thereto. 

No. 2. Train — Royal Grenadiers with baggage and 
stores. 

No 2. Corps will entrain as speedily as possible, 
officers remaining with their men, arms and accoutre- 
ments to be left on until train moves. 

No. 3. Orderly Officers to be detailed daily through- 
out the journey, whose duty it will be to see that order 
is maintained — that no men are allowed to get out at the 
stations without leave, or to stand on the platform, and 
that after 10 p.m. perfect quietness is maintained through- 
out the train. 

No. 4. Upon all ranks must be imposed the necessity 
of absolute discipline throughout the whole of the service. 

Though the following Regimental Order is simply a 
repetition of a Brigade Order already given it will make 
the story complete if it also is added.

No. 1. In accordance with Brigade Orders, No. 1 of this 
date the Regiment will parade in Marching Order with 
leggings, at 10 a.m. to-morrow. Each Non-Commipsioned 
Officer and man will have 24 hours cooked rations in his 
haveraac)^:. 
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^^^P Otiicers' baggage and regimental stores wJlf l>e packed 
^Hna a waggon in East Market Squats under the directions 
^^ of the Quarter Master. Tlie Ambulance men will act as 
a baggage guard. 

The story of the departure of the Northwest conttD- 
gent from Toronto, on the morning of Monday, ^^arcll 
30th, 1885, baa often been told, but it will bear 
being again rufen-etl to. At 10 a.m. on that date the 
Queen's Own and Royal Grenadiers para<led in the Old 
Drill Shed ; for some of them it was " their last parade " 
iu that building, for they felt aa gallant soldiers ought 
to fall with their faces to the foe, "their last thought fo)' 
their country, their last cheer for their Queen," 

To return to the departure of the troops, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Otter briefly addressed the brigatle in the Drill 
Shed when they wore ready to march, then the Jarvia- 
atreet doors were opened, and the contingent, headed by 
their banda, marched out turning from Jarvis into King- 
street and thence by York-street to the Union Station. 
]t was a wonderful -sight, tbousands and tens of thow- 
Htvnds of people were assembled to cheer t!ie depai'ting 
soldiers, lo wish tliem " God speed " and a safe return. 

Fathers and mothers parting from their sons were 
there, old soldiers who had experienced the rigors of the 
Crimean winter and had seen the carnage at Alma, Bala- 
clava and lakerman came to wish " the boys " farewell. 
Veterans of the Cape War, of the Indian Mutiny, and of 
the March to Kandahar were present, not to condole, but 
to urge the citizen soldiers to do their duty, to submit to 
discipline, and if needs be to die like men. 

At last all were on board the train aiwl uk tV*. 
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bands played " Auld Lang Syne," they moved slowly out 
of the station and the journey to the Northwest was 
begun. 

Since the preceding Saturday the citizens of Toronto 
had moved in a whirl of military excitement, and it is 
scarcely an exaggeration to say that every household was 
more or less interested in the departure of the troops. 

The city fathers had not been unmindful of the com- 
forts necessary for the men and they presented them for 
their service kits with complete sets of underclothing. 

So far as the oflScers and men of the expeditionary 
force were concerned, they could have left Toronto on the 
Saturday but it was necessary to delay their departure 
until Monday so that the requisite transport and commis- 
sariat arrangements might be made. 



CHAPTER VI. 

ON THE WAT TOTHBNORTIIWBaT,— ISCIDKSTS OFTHE JOUBNKV. 

—THE BATTLES AT PIKII CuaEK AKD BATOfHE,— TDK KILLED 

AND WOUXDEU. 

lEADERS of this volume must kindly botii- in 
mind that it is not intended to be u hiatory 
of the whole of the operations in tlie Xortli- 
west and that the fact of tlie services ren- 
dered by StiTinge's and Otter's columns and by 
SCs the various cavalry corps as well as those of otlier 
troops not beinff fully related, is not because the part 
they took in the campaign is underi'ated but because it is 
only sought to tell the story of the Orenadiers share in 
the expedition and of those troops who beinj; brigaded 
with them shared their work and the credit that was 
gained by it. 

The Grenadiers had only reached Peterboro' on March 
30th, when the following order waa issued. 

Peterbobo', HOth March, 18il5. 

BUKJADE OUDERH. 

Officers commanding corps will at once caution their 
men to be sparing of their rations in order to meet any 
emergency that may arise. 

Carleton Place was reached late in the evening of 
March, 30th, the ti-oops getting tKew bml-^y*^ XXw^-^d- 
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There was lots of jollity and every one was in good 
spirits, despite the fact that they had then been travel- 
ling for many hours and had the prospect of very ar- 
duous work before them. 

A pleasing incident occurred at Carleton Place, Mrs. 
Blake wife of the Honorable Edward Blake, presenting 
to the expeditionary force through Lieutenant-Colonel 
Otter, a flag, the Union Jack, from members of the House 
of Commons. Mrs. Blake was accompanied by Mr. \V. 
Mulock, M.P., who addressed the commandant in brief 
but felicitous sentences. 

Mrs. Blake then presenting the flag said : 

" A number of my friends in the House of Commons, 
desirous of expressing their sympathy and good wishes 
for the men under your command and on the expedition 
on which they have now started, have desired me to pre- 
sent you with this flag. I do so with great pleasure and 
at the same time would like to add my own heartfelt 
prayer for your speedy success and safe keeping." 

Lieutenant- Colonel Otter in thanking Mrs. Blake and 
the donors said. " * * * On an occasion like this, 
nothing more fitting could be presented than the British 
flag, the emblem of law, justice and freedom. It will be 
ours to preserve it and guard it carefully, as a reminder 
that the people of Canada are with us in our undertak- 
ing. I acknowledge the kindness which has prompted 
the representatives of the people to make this presenta- 
tion to us, and I thank you as the bearer of the gift." 

The Grenadiers reached Biscotasing on April 1st, hav- 
ing passed the previous day on the train where they had 
breakfast and on the night of the same day the end of 
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the C.RR. track was reached, and the gallant soldiers 
found themselves at Dog Lake. 

A long gap now had to be crossed, this was done in 
open sleighs with the thermometer varying from a few 
degrees below freezing point to twenty degrees below 
zero, the men at the same time having but little protec- 
tion against the winter's blast beyond the clothing that 
they wore. 

This first gap began at Dog Lake and extended for 
forty-two miles north of the river Michipicoten to a point 
near Jack Fish Bay on Lake Superior. 

The following letter written at Dog Lake by one of 
the Grenadiers will prove interesting. 

Dog Lake, C.P.R., 
Thursday, 2nd April, 1 o'clock A.M. 

•* This is actually Thursday morning and we started on 
Monday. The time has gone very fast. We have come 
to the gap in the rail and are waiting till sleighs come 
back which have transported the Queen's Own over the 
40 odd miles to the re-continuance of the railroad. As 
the train is at last not jolting along, as it has been in- 
cessantly almost since we started, I can write a connected 
letter. 

" Things are carried on in proper military fashion — 
guards at the door of every carriage, and no man allowed 
to go from one to another except the medical staff." 

" There is generally one large building at these places 
where we go in by companies to have meals, bread and 
tough something or other, with hot v^«A,^x ^L'^Nort'^^^^iCfc. 
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green tea but altogether considered a good square meal. 
Lots of chaff and high spirits enliven the work which is 
down-right hard, being turned out at night without over- 
coats to tramp through the snow to get wood, and pails of 
water — no water to drink half the time. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

Our number with those ahead of us makes about 800 
or 900 and there are 1,200 close behind I believe, but we 
know very little news from want of telegraph communi- 
cation and papers. 

"A" Battery from Kingston I hear have been sent out." 

The same writer under date Good Friday of 1885, re- 
marks : " It is no playing at soldiers. We are at present 
in the open snow about four feet deep, waiting for the 
train to come, as we have got through our 50 mile drive, 
going 30 miles in an open sleigh for 1 2 hours without 
grub and then having to stand for one hour and a half 
in line waiting for our turn at tea, chilled through to the 
bone, while we saw those who had finished their tea 
crowding into huts with roaring fires." 

There had been a break-down in the transport ar- 
rangements, one of the locomotives having been injured, 
consequently there was but one engine available for the 
transport of the troops, and it was engaged taking on the 
Queen's Own, this caused very great delay but at 11 p.m. 
on Good Friday, April e]rd, the Grenadiers embarked for 
a run of 150 miles, this time they had nothing but flat 
open cars with the roughest of seats and no other com- 
forts of any kind. 

An unlucky accident happened at Camp Desolation to 

Lieutenant Morrow of the Grenadiers who was shot by 

the accidental discharge of a revolver in the hands of a 
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newspaper correspondent. One of the Grenadiers also 
had a fall, breaking his arm, but he showed true grit and 
instead of being " sent home sick " as he could have been, 
he insisted upon going on, serving throughout the whole 
of the campaign. 

The weather during the stay at Camp Desolation was 
warm and pleasant and the men were in excellent spirits. 

Captain Spencer was attacked with rheumatic fever at 
the same time and place and was obliged to be invalided 
home greatly to his own regret and that of his brother oflS- 
cera. Saturday, April 4th, saw the arrival of the Grenadiers 
at Port Munro late in the afternoon, where the regiment 
found barracks in a schooner named the M. L. Break y 
On Easter Sunday at 9 a.m. the Grenadiers proceeded on 
a march of 20 miles across the ice to an inlet of Lake 
Superior, reaching McKe liars Bay late in the day, where 
cars were again taken for about 12 miles till Jack Fish 
Bay was reached, where the night was passed. 

On Monday, April 6th, a march of 22 miles was made 
to Winston and from there the Grenadiers took train to 
Nepigon which was reached at 10 p.m. the same day. 

Leaving Nepigon the Grenadiers made a further march 
of 14 miles which brought them to Red Rock which thej^ 
reached at a tolerably early hour on the morning of 
April 7th. 

Not long after this Port Arthur was reached where 
the whole of the troops received a hearty welcome from 
the residents. 

Leaving Port Arthur the regiment proceeded on its 
journey to Winnipeg where it arrived early on Wednes- 
day, April 8th. After arriving at Winai^ee; ti^ucK <^C iW. 
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force as could be spared and who applied for leave to do 
so, were allowed to make calls, either of pleasure or busi- 
ness, throughout the city. Many pleasing re-uniona took 
place between the officers and men of the Queen's Own, 
the Grenadiers, and inhabitants of Winnipeg who had 
formerly resided in Toronto. 

The people of Winnipeg had a lively interest in the 
struggle which was then impending with the Indians, half- 
breeds and nondescripts generally in the Northwest. 
They were also furnishing a large contingent of troops 
and it was only natural that they, who like the people 
of Toronto were sending their fathers, husbands and 
brothers to the field, should be intensely interested in all 
troops who were going on the same errand. 

A great many of the men during their forced marches 
had been very badly frost-bitten, and it is no disparage- 
ment to them to say that when they once more reached 
civilization in Winnipeg, they were intensely weary. 

The arrival of the Grenadiers at Winnipeg was thus 
notified by telegram to Toronto from that city : 

" Grenadiers arrived here this morning, April 8th, at 
6 o'clock, and notwithstanding Monday night's terrible 
march all were in capital condition except a few slight 
colds and frost-bites. The men breakfasted in the hotel 
and are now viewing the city till 2 pm. when they leave 
for Qu'Appelle where they will overtake the Queen's 
Own who went west yesterday. From Qu'Appelle the 
whole force will proceed to Middleton's present position 
a few miles north. 

The distance from Toronto to Carleton Place Junction 
was 234 miles. From the latter plac^ to Sudbury an 
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additional 265 miles to Dog Lake, where occurred the 
first gap, was 261 miles. After crossing the gap to Ne- 
pigon was yet 255 miles more. From the latter station 
to Port Arthur covered 68, and from Port Arthur to 
Winnipeg 435 miles, where at present we find the Grena- 
diers on their way to Qu'Appelle. The total number of 
miles thus far travelled had been 1,518, with 532 still to 
accomplish before reaching their destination. 

The Grenadiers left Winnipeg at 4 p.m. on Wednesday 
April 8th, and reached Troy or Qu'Appelle station about 
7 o'clock a.m. next day. From there, after a brief rest, 
they started for Fort Qu'Appelle, 20 miles farther on, 
which they reached the same evening having received 
orders from General Middleton at Qu'Appelle station to 
join him at Humboldt. 

When the train stopped at Brandon great hospitality 
was shown to the troops by the residents of that locality. 
Ladies boarded the train, bringing with them baskets 
of preserved fruit, hard boiled eggs, cakes, pies, and 
other delicacies for the benefit of the men. These kind 
attentions were greatly appreciated by all concerned, 
and just before the train resumed its journey. Major 
Manley returned thanks to the fair donors on behalf of 
the battalion. 

A corps of mounted infantry which were known 
throughout the campaign as " Boulton's Scouts," under 
Major Boulton, were encamped at Qu'Appelle station 
when the Grenadiers arrived there, the orders the Major 
receivefl being similar to those given to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Grasett. 

The march of 250 miles /jcross the pr*l\ri^ he^xs. cs^ 
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April 9th, and on the 18th General Middleton was caught 
up to at Clarke's Crossing. 

This campaign was not the first that the valley of the 
Qu'Appelle had looked upon. The feuds of the Black Feet 
and the Crees, Indian tribes, had been both remorseless 
and undying. These internecine contests had to a cer- 
tain extent subsided, the blessings resulting from western 
civilization having extended themselves even to this re- 
mote region of the north. 

The troops after leaving Qu'Appelle passed on towards 
the Saskatchewan by the Touchwood Hills and Hum- 
boldt, arriving at Clarke s Crossing in the afternoon on 
April 18th. 

General Middleton speaking of the arrival of the Grena- 
diersinan oflScial despatch dated April 18th, says : "Lieut.- 
Colonel Grasett and 10th Regiment Royal Grenadiers 
joined my force this day. This regiment had come 
through the gaps and made remarkably good marching 
to catch up to my column." 

On April 20th, General Middleton made up his mind 
to divide his force, which now consisted of about 800 oj 
all ranks, and to move forward on both the east and the 
west sides of the river. The force he commanded on the 
right or east bank of the river, comprised the 90th Win- 
nipeg Battalion, J304 of all ranks ; " A " Battery R.C. A., 
120 men; half "C" Company I.S.C, 40 men; armed 
teamsters, 66 men ; Boulton s Scouts, 60 men, a total of 
590. 

The force under Lieut -Colonel Montizambert and Lord 

Melgund on the left or west bank of the river was as 

follows ; — Kojal Grena<liers, 270; Winnipeg Field Bat^ 
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tery, 52; French's Scouts, 40; ariiKid teainsterK, 80, a 
total of 422. Communications were kept up between 
both sides. The idea that evidently actuated General 
Middleton was, that by advancino; on hoth sides of the 
river it would be impossible for the insur^^ents to escape 
from him. 

The General had been informed, as he believ(»d, credi- 
bly, that RieFs force only consisted of about 4 )0 men, 
and doubtless considered that he had suificieiit force 
on either side of the river to overcome the rebels should 
he meet with them. The difficulties presented were great, 
for on both banks of the Saskatchewan, and for some 
miles in the interior, were groves of high timber and 
deep ravines quite sufficient to afford complete cover for 
a large body of troops. 

On April 22nd, the Division was halted by the oj'der 
of the General to complete arrangements for the advance 
and also to formulates a scheme both for night and day 
signalling. On April 23rd, a distance of 18 miles was 
reached from where the troops had been ('ucamped the 
day previously. On April 24th, the march was resumed, 
the enemy met with and engaged at Fish Creek. 

We will let the account of how this battle began be 
told in the words of General Middleton himself, con- 
tained in a despatch dated from Fish Creek, Hay 1st, 
1885, he says : 

"Though I had not been led to believe that the rebels 
would come so far to the front to attack us, still I was 
aware of the existence of a rather deej) ravine or creek 
about five or six miles ahead, consequently I was on this 
occasion, with the supports undex M».^ot ^Qv\\\«ti,^RRss«v- 
I 
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panied by Captain Haig, R E., A. Q. M. G. and my two 
aides-de-camp Captain Wise and Lieutenant Doucet, and 
Mr. MacDowell attached to my staff. On approaching 
some bluffs, just as the left advanced scouts were circling 
round, we suddenly received a heavy fire from a bluff" and 
some ground sloping back on our left, which fire was luck- 
ily too high to do mischief, having been evidently fired in 
a hurry, owing to the approach of the left scouts. Major 
Boulton instantly ordered his men to dismount, let loose 
their horses (two of which were immediately shot) and 
hold the enemy in check. This was done by them most gal- 
lantly — the flankers and files in front falling back on the 
main body. I sent Captain Wise back with orders to 
bring forward the advance guard and main body which 
was soon done. The advance guard on arrival extended 
and took cover in the bluff nearest us, and, as the main 
body came up, two more companies of the 90th were ex- 
tended, the Rebels advancing up out of the ravine into 
which, however, they again speedily retired and a heavy 
fire was exchanged ; but having sent a party round to 
the house on the enemy's right, the enemy gradually re- 
tired along the ravine, while our men advanced slowly to 
the crest of a deeply-wooded part running out of the 
main ravine. In this former ravine a small part of the 
Rebels made a stand in what we found afterwards to be 
some carefully constructed rifle pits. These men were evi- 
dently their best shots — Gabriel Dumont being amongst 
them, but were, so to speak caught in a trap. A great 
numberof their horses and ponies being in this ravine, and, 
what is said to be very unusual, were tied up — thus show- 
ing, I am informed, that the Rebels were pretty confident 
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of success — 55 of these horses were killed. These men were 
gradually reduced in number until, from the position of 
our men, it was almost impossible for them to retire, and 
they continued to fire at intervals, doing a great deal of 
mischief. Captain Peters with great pluck and dash, led 
the dismounted men of "A" Battery, supported by a 
party of the 90th under Captain Ruttan, and gallantly 
attempted to dislodge them, but they were so well cov- 
ered and were able to bring such a heavy fire on the 
party advancing without being seen, killing three men, 
two artillerymen and one of the 90tli, (the body of one 
artilleryman was afterwards found within eight or ten 
yards of their pits) that I resolved to leave them, con- 
tenting myself with extending more of the 90th in front 
to watch them, and sending some shells into the blufl' 
now and then. * * * 

During the action a messenger from the left colunm 
arrived, asking if they should bring troops across, and I 
directed the 10th Grenadiers to be brought over, which 
was done by means of the scow, most expeditiously, one 
company with Lord Melgund arriving about 1 o'clock 
p. m., and two other companies under Lieutenant- Colonel 
Grasett later on, with two guns of the Winnipeg Field 
Battery, under Major Jarvis. As the aftair was nearly 
over then, I contented myself with extending a company of 
the 10th on the right centre to assist in watching the ra- 
vine where the enemy's rifle pits were, the other com- 
panies being on the extreme right in support and ulti- 
mately remaining there until the wounded were removed 
to the camp-ground, which had been selected in the 
meantime. I would here beg leave to draw particular 
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attention to the crossing of these troops, who, though 
luckily not required might well have been. To fully ap- 
preciate the rapidity with which this was done, in spite 
of the difficulties that existed, the river must be seen ; 
wooded heights on each side 100 feet high — at bottom, 
large boulders encrusted in thick sticky mud — a fringe 
of huge blocks of ice on each side, a wretched scow carry- 
ing about sixty men at most, pulled with oars made with 
an axe and a rapid current of about 3 or 4 miles an hoor, 
were the obstacles that were surmounted by dint of de- 
termination and anxiety to join with and aid their 
comrades. 

An amusing story is told by General Middleton, in con- 
nection with the battle of Fish Creek, of a little bugler 
of the 90th Regiment named William Buchanan who 
" made himself particularly useful in carrying ammuni- 
tion to the right front when the fire was very hot, this he 
did with peculiar nonchalance walking calmly about cry- 
ing, * now boys whose for cartridges ? ' " It is sad to have 
to add that at Fish Creek there were 2 gunners of " A " 
Battery and 4 privates of the 90th killed, and no less than 
15 others dangerously wounded, 4 of whom subsequently 
died and 30 wounded in addition but not so dangerously. 

On April 25th, were buried the dead who had fallen 
the day previously and in the next few days the remain- 
der of the western column crossed to the eastern side. 
Their crossing was effected by means of the scow which 
the General had floated down the river between the two 
columns It was a difficult as well as a most hazardous 
operation. 
From the i?6fch until the 30th of April the column re- 
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mained in Camp at Fish Creek waiting for the arriv^al of 
the steamer Northcote which was expected with supplies 
and reinforcements. It was the General's intention 
upon the arrival of this steamer to remove his wounded 
to the hospital at Saskatoon, the settlers of which had 
kindly offered to do all that was in their power for those 
who had been injured. 

A few details may bo given respecting the tight at Fish 
Creek which have not been mentioned or even glanced 
at in the General's despatch. When the order was given 
to cross tiie river, No. 2. Company Grenadiers under the 
command of Captain Mason who had volunteered for 
the privilege, was the first to do so. Once across 
the Grenadiers soon showed the metal that thev were 
made of by setting resolutely to advance. As they were 
moving forward they were met by Captain Haig, R.E., 
who was A.Q.M.G. to the expedition. This officer was 
asked by Captain Mason "how is the fight going?" 
" Badly " replied Captain Haig, " the rebels are in that 
ravine and cannot be dislodged." Captain Mason hearing 
this asked Captain Haig to get him permission to see the 
General, which permission was given and Captain Mason 
preferred his request that he and his company might be 
allowed to clear out the enemy's rifle pits at the point of 
the bayonet. Captain iMason knew that his subalterns, 
Lieuts. Irving and Hay, with the men of the company 
were to be relied on to the last. 

General Middle ton considered! the request and then 
said " No, too many valuable lives have been lost already." 

A little later Captain Mason's company was ordered to 
relieve a company of the 90th, who had been engfi^r^l 
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for some time and were very greatly fatigued. As the 
company took up position, which they did under the drop- 
ping fire from the concealed Indians they were met with 
a hearty cheer from the Winnipeg men. The other two 
companies of the Royal Grenadiers relieved those of the 
90th who were yet engaged. 

The good feeling displayed by the 90th to the Grena- 
diers was of the very warmest ; the accommodation they 
themselves possessed in the way of tents, bedding and 
eating and drinking utensils were barely sufficient for 
their own needs and yet they " shared and shared alike " 
with their comrades of the Grenadiers. Imagine a small 
tent built to contain four, with seven sleeping in it and 
not more than blankets enough for half of them. Tea 
had to be drunk out of wash bowls, empty meat tins, 
dippers, which had " once been new " and other miscel- 
laneous articles. Of these very primitive utensils too 
there were only about half enough to go round. 

Shortly after the fight at Fish Creek, there was a 
night alarm, which was groundless. It was marked 
though by a most pathetic incident, D'Arcy Baker of 
Boulton's Horse was lying wounded in his tent, life's 
moments fast passing away from him. Hearing the shots 
fired, in half delirium, he rose to his feet got to the door 
of the tent and shouting " bring me my liorse " fell to the 
ground — dead. 

The following lines describe this tragic occurrence : 

******* 

With shattered heart, the stricken soldier lies, 
The fatal wound has almost ceased to bleed ; 

The dying warrior vainly seeks to rise. 
And begs once more, his rifle and his steed.

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Forever more the youthful limbs are still. 
The young, the gallant, and impulsive brave 

Now rests beside the far-off western hill, 

And wild flowers blossom by his lonely grave.

When the Grenadiers crossed the river for Fish Creek 
they had breakfasted at 6 a.m., and it was 12 o'clock mid- 
night and later before food again passed their lips. Since 
theNorthwestExpedition,remarks have been occasionally 
made by those whose ignorance of the real facts of the case 
is only equalled by their own insolence in making the 
assertion that the whole aflair in the Northwest was 
" only a picnic." If it was, it was a picnic under ex- 
tremely disagreeable circumstances and one in which the 
niceties of life and the comfort of the guests were very 
badly considered and provided for by those who were re- 
sponsible for the enjoyment of the company. 

One more word before passing on to the further story 
of the campaign. The picquet duty, night and day, at 
Fish Creek, was incessant and neither Grenadiers or 
90th ever had more than a few hours off duty. 

On May 1st, General Middleton ascertained that the 
Northcote was not likely to arrive for perhaps a week, 
and acting on the advice of Dr. Orton, of the 90th Bat- 
talion, he ordered waggons to be made ready to take the 
wounded men back to Saskatoon. They left upon May 
1st under escort, reaching there via Clarke's Crossing in 
perfect safety. From May 2nd to 4th nothing of any 
particular moment occurred, although the General made 
a reconnaissance through that territory by Boulton's and 
French's scouts to within four miles of Batoche, when 
some of the enemies' scouts were sighted but speedily 
disappeared. 
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On May 5th, the long looked for steamer Northoote ar- 
rived, bringing besides the necessary welcome supplies 
and requirements, Lieut.- Col. Van Straubenzie, formerly 
of the 100th Regiment, whom the General immediately 
appointed second in command. 

On May 6th, the General writes, " Prepared for niarcli- 
ing and the Novthcote was made defensible against mus- 
ketry fire under the direction of Captain Haig, R.E., A. 
Q.M.G., as I intended that it should take part in my in- 
tended attack on Batoche, and perhaps draw off some of 
its defenders from my front. I placed on board Major 
Smith and 35 men of C. School ; Capt. Wise, my A.D.C., 
who was wounded in the foot, and Mr. Bedson. Lieuts. 
Eliot and Gibson, Royal Grenadiers, and Lieut. Hugh J. 
Macdonald, 90th Battalion, also were on board, being all 
on the sick list." 

On May 7th, the General, whose force then consisted 
of 850 men, made up of the " A " Battery, the Winnipeg 
Field Battery and lialf of " C " company of Canadian In- 
fantry, the Royal Grenadiers, the 90th, two companies of 
the Midland Battalion with Boulton's and French's 
Scouts, moved forward and reaching Gabriel Dumont's 
Ferry, there halted. 

On the 8th May, it had become well-known that 
it would be a fight to the bitter end between the Cana- 
dian forces and the rebels, and that in the event of the 
latter being victorious, few belonging to the former would 
be allowed to live to tell tlie tale. 

Colonel Grasett was fully aware of the position of af- 
fairs, and on the evening of May 8th, assembled the 
officers of the Grenadiers together in one of the tents 
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and put the probabilities and possibilities of what niisrht 
happen fairly before them. 

Maxwell Drew, in his •* Sergeant s Story " quaintly re- 
fers to this incident thus : 

" Kumel Grasett, he calls all the officers into the Quar- 
ter Master s tent, and sez, * Giutlenien/ says he. ' things 
has come to a head at last/ he sez, ' In a short time we 
will have met the inimy in foorce, an' there's no knowin' 
what the ind ov it all will be ; we must bate thim/ he 
sez, * because we have no place fer to fall on. an' no 
place fer to retreat to — an' we will lick thiiu I know, 
but gintleinen/ sez he ' we must ent lose soight ov the 
fact that some ov us who are here to-night, won't be here 
at the finish, when the ' Cease Fire ' sounds an' the day 
is won ; I merely wish to remind yoz ov this, giiitlemcn, 
so that if any ov yez have any matters to arrange or any 
letters yez want fer to wroite — well, gintlemen — yez un- 
derstand, o'lm sure ; that will do, gintlemen,' sez he, ' an' 
out ov the tint they came.' " 

" ' Now wus'nt that jist like him, sor, an' you know 
him, too, iveiy inch a soldier, an' not only a soldier, Imt 
a man as well.' " 

It may be mentioned that Cieneral Middleton's onltM-s 
to the Grenadiers were that tluy wore to have the juksI 
of honor and lead the attack. 

On May 8th, the General writes : 

"As I had received information that there wcn^ srveral 
bad and difficult spots on the river trail, I marched tlu^ 
force to the East, and then struck across the prairie, 
striking the main trail from lliThibolt to Hatcxxhe, at 
about nine or ten miles from Batoehe, and camp(Ml. I 
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then rode forward with a small party of scouts to within 
two miles of Batoche, seeing nothing but one scout of the 
enemy, who disappeared at once." 

On the morning of May 9th, General Middleton's force 
advanced on Batoche, no hindrances occurred to impede 
them until they arrived about half a mile from a Roman 
Catholic Church that had recently been erected at a 
point where the trails struck the river bank, before it 
turned down to Batoche. There were some houses near 
the church, and some men were seen in their neighbor- 
hood, they speedily decamped after two or three shells and 
some rounds from the Gatling gun, under the command 
of Captain Howard, late U.S.A., had been fired at them. 
The General advanced cautiously with his infantry, Nos. 
1 and 2 Companies of the Grenadiers in front, the other 
two companies in support, and the 90th in reserve, in ex- 
tended or skirmishing order, driving the enemy back un- 
til the crest of the hill was reached. There he was en- 
abled to bring his guns into action, and shell the houses 
of Batoche, which could be seen, and where it was known 
the rebels were entrenched. The General himself describes 
this part of the action in the following words : " As the 
houses were of a light construction and not very large, 
not much damage was done, and just then as some shots 
came froai across the river, from a bluff along the bank, 
and as the spot the guns were in was completely expos- 
posed to this fire, I directed the guns to retire, and as 
they were doing so, suddenly a very heavy fire was 
opened from what we afterwards found were some rifle 
pits in a bluff*, just below where the guns had been, but 
which was stopped by a rattling fire from the Gatling, 
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which was splendidly handled by Captain Howard, ably 
supported by Lieut. Rivers, * A ' Battery." 

I then went off to the right of my extended line be- 
hind the church and found the men (of the Grenadiers) 
holding their ground, but exposed to a fire from a bluff 
with a newly-made grave in front of it railed in with 
wood. I then ordered the gatling round to try and 
silence their fire, which it did at first, owing probably to 
the novelty of this weapon, as regards the enemy, but 
shortly afterwards the enemy's fire was renewed, and we 
afterwards found that they were tiring from carefully- 
constructed rifie-pits which completely covered them 
from any fire. During this time Captain Peters "A" 
Battery had endeavored to drive the enemy out of the 
pits from whence had come the fire which caused me to 
retire the guns, with a portion of the Garrison Artillery 
of "A" Battery School, but the fire was too hot, and they 
had to retire, leaving a wounded man behind. 

On my returning to that part of the attack, and hear- 
ing of this, I advanced a part of the Midland Battalion 
down a coulee or bluff" on the left, between the cemetery 
and the church, with orders to keep up a hot fire, so as to 
distract the attention of the enemy from the spot where 
the wounded man was lying, and also directed a part of 
the 90th and lOth (Grenadiers) who were lying down in 
advance across the trail, to do the same, and sent down a 
party of the Artillery with a stretcher to bring the man 
back, which they did without hesitation ; and to my great 
satisfaction they succeeded in bringing him back, with- 
out losing another man, which was what I feared, but 
unfortunately tlie man himself was dead." 
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Very heavy fatigue duty fell upon the Grenadiers at 
this time. It was work in camp making trenches, or 
work in the open under fire from the rebels day in and 
day out. The state of affairs was very much like which 
it is said used to exist on the old East India sailing ves- 
sels among the sailors described pithily thus : 

" Seven days shalt thou work 
And do all thou art able 
On the seventh 

Holystone the deck and scrape the cable " 

The easualities after the fighting on May 9th consisted 
of two men killed, one officer and nine men wounded. 
One of the men killed was Private Thomas Moore of the 
Grenadiers. Captain Mason also of the regiment and 
Privates Stead and Cantwell were among the latter. 

On May 10th little more was done than to keep an 
eye upon the enemy though the Grenadiers were out all 
day. There was some slight skirmishing on both sides, 
one man being killed and five wounded among the Gen- 
eral's command. 

On May 11th General Middieton started to reconnoitre 
the prairie ground about Batoche taking with him BouU 
ton's scouts or Mounted Infantry and the Gatling gun. 
Speaking of the day's work the General says, " I found 
it was a good large plain of an irregular shape about two 
miles long and one thousand yards in the broadest part 
with a sort of slight ridge running down the centre and 
some undulations. We saw a good many men moving 
about on our left front, and fired two or three rounds 
from the Gatling, at the same time lining the crest of 
the ridge with some of Boulton's men which soon drew a 
pretty smart lire from the edge ot the. bluffs running 
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parallel to the ridge, which we soon saw was defended 
by a series of rifle-pits. * * * After firing for some 
time at the pits, I retired the force in good order and re- 
gained the camp. Here we found that we had regained 
all our lost ground owing to my feint on the enemy's 
left, which had drawn a good many of the enemy from 
their right to repel what they feared was a general at- 
tack, as, owing to the lay of the ground, the enemy could 
not see what my force was. Some of the Midland Bat- 
talion led by Lieut.-Col. Williams, gallantly rushed to 
some rifle-pits beyond the cemetary, and drove the In- 
dians, who had been left on their right out of them, cap- 
turing some blankets and a dummy which had been used 
to draw our fire. In the morning one gun of "A" Bat- 
tery shelled the cemetery and pits near the church. In 
the afternoon I brought up two guns from the Winnipeg 
half battery to a spot held by the Midland advance party, 
near the cemetery, from whence they were able to see to 
shell a house on the opposite side of the river, which was 
flying Kiel's white flag, with some design on it, and 
about which a great many people were moving. The 
range was a large one and the material of the house so 
light that not much harm was done, but the people all 
dispersed at once and seemed to take to the woods. Dur- 
ing the afternoon some few shots were fired from the 
opposite bank, but the fire was kept under and silenced 
by a party of men posted on the ground overlooking the 
river on the left of the camp. In the evening my ad- 
vanced parties were withdrawn to the camp as usual but 
the enemy hardly pursued at all ; there was no firing into 
our camp, and our casualities of the day, consisted of four

wounded all very slightly. This showed that my men 
were becoming more at home in this mode of warfare, 
and though as yet we had not made much progress I re- 
solved, to use a historical expression, " to peg away " 
until I succeded in my object of taking Batoche which I 
was sure I should do. During the day the men left be- 
hind to protect the camp and the teamsters added to the 
slight parapet and trenches already made, and made a 
traverse across the south side of the Zareba, which would 
have effectually prevented any shots from doing mischief 
in the camp." 

About midday on May 12th the events were as is fur- 
ther told by the General, thus : 



May 12th, 1885. 

" Two companies of the Midland, 60 men in all, under 
Lieut.-Col. Williams, were extended on the left and moved 
up to the cemetery, and the Grenadiers, 200 strong, under 
Lieut.-Col. Grasett prolonged the line to the right beyond 
the church, the 90th being in support. The Midland and 
Grenadiers, led by Lieut.-Cols. Williams and Grasett, the 
whole led by Lieut.-Col. Straubenzie, in command of the 
brigade, they dashed forward with a cheer and drove the 
enemy out of the pits in front of the cemetery and the 
ravine to the right of it, thus clearing the angle at the 
turn of the river. During all this time a heavy fire was 
kept up from the other side of the river, which annoyed 
our advance. This was kept down as best we could by a 
few of the Midland Regiment in pits on the bank of the 
river, and one company of the 90th Regiment was sent to

support Lieut.-Col. Williams on the extreme left. The 
Midland Regiment and Grenadiers kept pushing on gal- 
lantly, led by Cols. Straubenzie, Williams and Grasett, 
until they held the edge of the bluffs surrounding the 
left part of the plain, where the houses were. Just be- 
fore this a most promising young officer. Lieutenant Fitch 
of the Grenadiers was killed." 

"It was at this period that the late lamented Captain 
French was killed by a shot from the ravine while look- 
ing out of the window at Batoche's house. This officer's 
loss was keenly felt and mourned by the whole force. 
He had been with the force from the commencement and 
he was always ready for the front and his cheerfulness 
and good humour was proverbial and had a cheerful ef- 
fect on the whole camp. 

A company of the Grenadiers was sent along the river 
on our left up to the house of the rebel Champagne and a 
company of the 90th was sent well forward on the right, 
as a few desultory shots were fired from a ravine there. 
By evening all firing ceased and I went up to the camp 
for the men's blankets and food and we bivouacked for 
the night round the buildings." 

E. J. C. in the Montreal Star writing on Batoche said: 
* * " The rebels stuck to their rifle-pits with great ten- 
acity and several of them were run through with the 
bayonet while taking aim. One Indian whose face pre- 
sented a horrible picture from the hideous war-paint, 
discharged his rifle without success against a captain, 
and although the bayonets were close upon him, opened 
the breech block to insert another cartridge when he 
received his quietus at the hands o£ a. s»i%X'^^T\» ^\^x»ar 
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dier who ran his bayonet through the Indian with such 
force that the savage was lifted from his feet and car- 
ried over the edge of his pit at the point of his rifle. 
But very few shots were fired by our men during the 
dash down the slope, but every one told and rebels were 
seen tumbling over like nine-pins among the brush- 
wood. In the bluffs, a short distance across the open 
from the bottom of the slope a large number of the 
rebels gathered and for some minutes held in check the 
troops. * * * * ♦ « 

" The men were as steady as rocks. The rebels were 
scattered in all directions, the puffs of smoke from the 
bush and the whizz of bullets overhead, showed that 
they had retired, not retreated and were bound on con- 
testing every bluff:" 

Another account of the fight at Batoche is given by 
"Maxwell Drew," the late (alas that I should have to 
write 'the late') Captain A. M. Irving in his sketch en- 
titled " The Sergeant's Story," published in 1895 in the 
Toronto Evening Telegram. 

. " Now all this toime the Gineril had'nt bin sayin' a 
word, but the old man had bin sawin' wood just the same 
oi'm thinking and the next day the 12th of May, he gave 
us all the excitemint we were wantin' an' Riel an* 
Dumont an' the rest ov thim a blame sight more than they 
bargained for oi'm thinkin'. Ye see, sor, it wuz jist this 
way. The Gineril thought fer to attack wid all the 
mounted min from the plain to the north, draw the 
inemy from the cinter an' let the infantry push on be- 
yond the roifle pits. Then ye see, would attack wid the 
whole foorce an capture the poftition wid a ringin Brit- 
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ish cheer as laid down in the Field exercise of 1882 : thin 
the rest wud be a walk-over. He gives orders to Kurnel 
Straubenzie fer to push on wid the infantry as far out as 
we wuz the day before an' lay down an' wait, jist as soon 
as he heard the scouts firing over on the right. Ye see, 
there wuz a string 9 o'clock wind blowin' acrost the 
camp an' divil a bit of firin' did any ov us hear at all at 
all, so uv coorse divil a step did we stir. Bime by up 
rides the Gineril as mad as the divil thinkin' that * some 
one had blundered.' He kicks up the very ould Harry be- 
cause we had'nt advanced whin the firin' began. Kur- 
nel Straubenzie he ups an' tells him the whyfore an' the 
Gineril he sez, ' very well, we'll try over again,' sez he. 
Now sor, oi ain't no military expert, but to my way ov 
thinkin' it's a lucky thing we did'nt hear the firin' fer ye ' 
see the Rebels not hearin', nor seein' anythin' ov us in 
the cinter an' on the left very naturally supposes that we 
wuz all goin' fer to let go at thim from the right an' let it 
go at that. Well sor, thin we gets a bit uv somethin' to eat 
an' were soon out to the front agin. There was'nt goin' 
to be no mistake nor nothin' this toime. We wuz drawn 
up in extended order two companies ov the Midland on 
the left, the Grenadiers 200 strong right plum in the 
cintre an' the 90th in support. We had a koind ov a 
feelin' that things so fur was a koind of a * saw-off^' loike> 
but by the Lord Harry we got roight down to work in 
rale earnest now, an' what's more, we done overtoime in 
the bargain. We pushed on steadily into the bush. The 
guns tuk up an advanced position an' kept on peggin' 
away fer all they wuz worth. The mounted \3CL<s^^x«2k- 
longed the line to the rigbt, VJe V^^^ ^<^\^ ^"^ ^ 
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an' thin the long looked for command to * double' came at 
last an' off we wint. We got a terrific volley from a 
batch ov roifle pits, that koind ov staggered some ov us 
fer a minit. 

" * God save us ! ' sez Mac. 

" Thin koind ov half tumin' towards me he sez. 

" ' Good bye, old man,' sez he, ' there aien't no knowin' 

what may God bless ye, Oirish, stick close to me, 

an' .' 



"Tut, tut, sez I, luck to yerself Mac, its always 
thinkin' ov me ye are, an' whatevi r else he moight have 
bin goin' to say wuz drowned in the ringin' shout that 
broke from ivery mothers son ov us, as we fi^ed our bay- 
onets an' cleared over the first blufl; That was the first 
* bluff" the Grenadiers ever tuk sor, an' it did'nt take 
thim long aither. 

" * Come on Grenadiers ' sez Kurnal Straubenzie * keep 
steady an' we'll clear thim out ' he sez, an' on we wint 
wid a cheer that moight have bin many a poor soul's 
death cry, yellin' an' runnin' loike the very mischief. 
What's that yer sayin' sor ? wuz oi f roightened ? God 
save ye sor there was'nt no toime fer to be f roightened, no 
toime fer to be thinkin' about it, wid the guns crackin', 
the * hurdy-gurdy ' grindin' away, the shells burstin', the 
Injin's ki-yi-in' an' ivery mother's son ov us cheerin', 
there wuz no toime fer to git scared loike. On we 
wint helter-skelter ivery wan ov us wuz that excited 
loike, that the showers ov bullets from the roifle pits wuz 
fergotten loike. On we wint likity-split ivery man fer 
himself an* the divil take the hindermost, leavin' the 
church an' the school-bouse far behoind, chargin' pit

after pit, past the grave yard into the ravine, past the 
bluffs an aerost the open through a shower of bullets. 
Hard work wuz it ? well I should say so, the Rebels 
fought loike the very mischief, they stuck to their pits 
an' kept up a steady foire, till they seen it wuz no use. 
We had bin joined by the 90th who prolonged the line 
to the roight, an' the scouts wuz on the roight of thim 
agin. The first house we struck, off scampered some 
half-breeds an' we knew the end wuz near. There 
was'nt much ov the line left by this toime, men ov the 
left flank wuz mixed up wid men ov the roight, an' ivery 
wan wuz scurry in' along in a * go as you please ' sort ov 
a way, but wid one idea, to capture Batoche, to set the 
prisoners free an' avenge the poor boys who had fall in 
durin' the day. About four hundred yards from the vil- 
lage a man came out wid a flag ov truce, but the Gineril 
tould him that if Mister Riel wanted fer to chat wid him 
that he'd have fer to come out himself an' so the fire- 
works goes on. We cleaned Batoche's house out in short 
order an' in a few minits afterwards Captain French ov 
the scouts wuz killed. Now there wuz a fine soldier if I 
ever seen wan, but he had to go I s'pose. Jack Fox wuz 
wid him when he wuz hit an' sez he, * he only said a few 
words an' thin died.' The next house wuz where the 
prisoners wuz locked up. Well sor, we soon had thim at 
liberty an' stampin' about fit to bate the band, an' if ye 
iver seen a glad lot ov min in yer loife, well it wuz thim. 

" * God bless yez, boys. God bless yez, sez they, we wuz 
goin' to be shot to-night.' 

" On we went the rebels scatterin' in all directions. 
The camp on the bank of the tW«t ^wz* ^^^'^x'v/^^ ^'^^ 
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ceptin' by wimin and children. We pushed on about a 
mile past the village an' halted. The half breeds an' 
Injins put for the river like the very mischief an' left 
the Gineril in possession, an' that ended the ' Charge on 
Batoche/ that is if ye call it a * charge ; ' but to tell ye 
the truth sor, \t wuz nothin' more nor less than a foi<^ht 
an' a fut race — 400 men in skirmishin' order wid their 
baynits fixed, runnin', cheerin', yellin', and shootin', all 
strugglin' fer first place at the finish — an' if ye call that 
a 'charge' then it wuz a * charge,' an' a good wan at 
that. A lot of the poor divils got cowld steel for supper 
durin' the ' charge.' Hogan's boy nit got jammed in an 
Ingin's breast an' Hogan couldn't git it out, sor. So 
what does he do but unfix it judgin' the toime loike, 
an' come on wid the rest ov us lavin' the baynit stickin' 
in the ' good Injin.' The 'charge ' wuz a great success 
sure enough, but ye know the ould sayin', sor, ' nixt to 
defeat the saddest thing is victory.' Poor Liftinint 
Fitch, sor, he wuz shot through the heart durin' the 
' charge,' an' died without a word. He met his death in 
harness loike a soldier an' a man if that's any consolation, 
an* he slapes up in Mount Pleasant Cemetery now, sor 
enough, enough, poor bye. Captain Brown of the Scouts 
was killed too, an' Liftinint Kippin' of Dennises an' a 
man named Fraser of the 90th. Our ' Adg.' got a ball in 
his foot that put him out of mess for a while, but he 
didn't seem to moind it, he jist sez, ' oi wonder if that 
wuz mint for me ? the divil's got his windage all right, 
but his elevation is all wrong, I guess he's shootin with 
a * V.' Major Dawson, he was hit in the ankle an' a 
jiast^ hurt it wvi« t^^o, oi m thinkin', but l4e wouM't give

in he was knocked out. Captain Caston got a shot 
through his cap, an' another thro' his tunic, hut he didn't 
seem to moind, he seemed satisfied as long as his shirt 
wuz * safe an' sound.' Our Liftinint* got the skin took 
off the ind of his nose wid a spint ball, an' he turns to 
Bill Unjuhart an' lie says, sez he ' By the Lord Harry 
things seem to be comin' my way at last,' he sez. The 
Sargint-JMajor got his shoulder-strap shot off, an' lots of 
other fellows got hit wan place or another. Hot quarters, 
ye say, yer roight, sor ! It was about five o'clock when 
we halted, an' shortly afterwards the Gineral forms up 
an' sez he : 

" ' Yez have made me the proudest man in Canada 
this day.'

Surgeon G. S. Ryerson published the following letter 
also, relating the events of Batoche within a few days af- 
ter they occurred : 

" You have long ago seen in the newspapers accounts 
of the action at Batoche. I can assure you it was very 
warm, as I was there all the while. I do not think that 
the accounts, so far as I have seen, do the Grenadiers 
justice for their charge in the affair. About 1.30 in the 
afternoon of the 12th, the Grenadiers were ordered to 
occupy the position they had the day before, which was 
about 250 yards from the church. When they reached 
that position, instead of halting, they pushed on, fixed 
bayonets, they cleared the first bluff — a cluster of poplar 
trees and underwood, and with a cheer attacked andcap-

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tured the second line. Then a ravine was occupied and 
the enemy driven out. The firing here was very heavy. 
This past, the left swung round and enfiladed the main 
pits. These were soon emptied, and a rush was made 
for the houses. It was not till then that the guns and 
the 90th came up, the former on the hill behind us, the 
latter on our right. We had 60 of the Midland Regi- 
ment with us from the first. They were on the extreme 
left. The houses were captured after a warm but short 
fight. We were greatly bothered by marksmen on the 
opposite side of the river, who fired on us in comparative 
safety. The DOth were on our right, Boulton's Horse 
and the Intelligence Corps on their right again. It was 
a most brilliant aftair. The cheering on our side seemed 
greatly to disturb the eilemy's equanimity. The sight of 
the glittering steel settled the (question. They turned 
and fled, and in doing so, many were shot down. 
A number were bayoneted ; one man's bayonet became 
jammed in an Indian's breast so that he could not pull it 
out ; he coolly unfixed it from the rifle and left it. * * 
* We in the camp were quite taken by surprise when 
we heard the cheering, we knew something was up. I 
sent one of my stretchers out with the regiment, but 
when the men disappeared in the bluflf I immediately 
ordered out the other, and went up with it at the double. 
My ambulance has pulled out fifteen wounded so far 
many of them under fire. They have not been backward 
with the rifle either when the other duties permitted. 
The officers all expressed satisfaction with their services 
and with the field hospital. 

"As regards the killed, we have had two: Private 
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Moore was shot in the head by a round ball, which crush- 
ed his skull, glanced off through another man's arm and 
slightly wounded a third. My men brought him out 
under heavy fire. * * * rpj^^ Gatling 

covered our retreat. The balls were fairly squirted in 
volleys. He was living but unconscious and died in about 
four hours. He was a nice boy and greatly liked by his 
comrades. Poor Fitch was shot right through the heart 
and died without uttering a word. He is very much 
missed for he was greatly beloved as a generous, unselfish, 
good-hearted fellow. 

" Captain Mason's wound was much more serious than 
was at first supposed. An inch further and it would 
have ended his career. Two slugs went in and came out 
again. He is doing well and out of danger now. Man- 
ley was shot in the sole of the foot and had a narrow 
shave. Major Dawson's wound was on the outer side of 
the leg, near the ankle. Gaston had one bullet through 
his hair and another through his coat. Irving had the 
skin taken oflT the end of his nose. The Sergeant-Major's 
shoulder-strap was shot away. Sergeant Curzon attend- 
ed my ambulance class last winter and learned how to 
stop bleeding. His knowledge enabled him to save the 
life of a man who was shot in the main artery of the 
arm and was fast bleeding to death. He did it ' under 
fire.' 

" We had 21 wounded during the three days work, be- 
sides two who hurt themselves badly by falling into the 
enemy's rifle pits during the charge. We have lost the 
services of 41 by sickness, wounds, or death .since we 
left, starting with 271 men, we tvovr Via.^^ "^^^V 
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Another account cf Batoche is that given by Henty, 
the war correspondent of the London Standard. It was 
as follows, and was transmitted by cablegram : — 

From the Standard. 

Thursday, May 14th, 1885. 

Fighting in Canada. 

Batoche, Tuesday. 

" This morning General Middleton started on a recon- 
naissance with the Cavalry, one gun, and a Catling, to- 
wards the hills two miles distance, among which some 
rebels were encamped. 

Shots were exchanged and one of the troops was killed. 

A messenger from Kiel having come out to say that if 
any women or children were killed by us the prisoners 
would be put to death, Lieut. Kippen was sent forward 
with a flag of truce, to say we did not kill women or 
children, and that if Kiel would put them in a safe place, 
and inform us of its direction, we would not fire at it. 

After the reconnoitering party returned to camp, the 
troops had their dinner and at one o'clock advanced 
against the enemy's position, led by the Toronto Gren- 
adiers. 

Without a moment's hesitation they dashed into the 
bush, and with a rush carried the rifle pits from which 
the enemy had harassed us on Saturday, and then swept 
the enemy before them down a short valley dotted with 
bush into the plain, which extends half a mile back from 
the river bank. 

On one side of the plain the enemy had dug 9. long 
range of rifle pits, from which they opened fire as we 
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advanced towards the village of Batoche, which stands 
in the centre of the plain. The ground to be crossed was 
open, and for the most part under cultivation, though 
here and there were patches of brushwood. 

As the Grenadiers had cleared the valley, the other 
corps had come up, and the Grenadiers and Boulton's 
Horse advanced together with the Intelligence corps on 
their flank. 

The scene was a pretty one as the troops advanced, the 
pufi*s of smoke darting out from the houses of the village, 
and fringing the bush covered hills on our flank from the 
rifle pits at their feet. On our part there was no attempt 
at advancing in accordance with any military system. 
The troops moved forward in an irregular body, firing as 
they went at the village in front. 

The enemy were few in number but fought well and 
steadily, keeping under cover of the houses and seldom 
showing a head. The troops advanced briskly until near 
the village, when they hesitated a little and the officers 
had to expose themselves a good deal to get them for- 
ward ; the result was that three oflScers were killed, 
Captains French and Brown and Lieutenant Fitch, while 
only two privates fell in the whole day's fighting. This 
speaks of itself, and shows also the steadiness and accur- 
acy of the aim of the enemy. 

We had in all eleven wounded. 

After a short pause the troops went at the village with 
a rush, and the rebels fled instantly from the other side. 
So quickly was the affair over, that RieFs men had no 
time to carry off" their prisoners with them, and they were 
all found uninjured. 
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Several of the enemy were killed as the Grenadiers 
rushed the rifle pits, and some more were shot as we 
cleared the valley ; but the total number engaged was 
small, and there can be no doubt that many of those who 
fought against us on Saturday must have retired before 
the fighting began. 

There is great satisfaction at our having recovered the 
prisoners uninjured, but although Riel threatened to kill 
them if we advanced, it is not probable that he intended 
to do so, as such an act would have placed him and those 
with him beyond the hope of mercy. 

A despatch had been received from the Northcote, at 
whose absence some uneasiness had been felt ; she was 
fired at, but is all right, and is expected here this after- 
noon. 

The two first objective points of the campaign have 
now been accomplished. Battleford has been relieved 
and Riel has been driven from Batoche, but the real dif- 
ficulty of the campaign is only beginning. It was mor- 
ally certain that with our superior force and artillery we 
could drive Riel from his position, but a war in the woods 
is a very difterent thing. It may be that the Indians 
will desert Riel, now that he has proved himself unable 
to hold Batoche, but the engagements of the war, so far, 
can hardly be discouraging to the half-breeds who could 
not have hoped to withstand us in the open, but who have 
proved themselves good fighters in cover." 

When the Regiment left Toronto for the Northwest, 
there were seventeen oflScers, including two non-combat- 
ants. Surgeon Ryerson and Lieutanant Lowe, acting 
Quarter-Master. The fifteen combatant oflicera were, 
Staff: — Lieut-Col Grasett, commaiiiAm^*, ^^yst X^^-^^qjg. 
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and Captain Manley, adjutant. Company officers, Capts. 
Caston, Mason, Spencer, Harston ; Lieuts. Howard, Gib- 
son, Irving, Hay, Morrow, Fitch, Michie and Eliot. 

During the journey along the North shore. Captain 
Spencer was completely prostrated by an attack of rheu- 
matism, and Lieut. Morrow was accidently shot in the 
leg. Both these officers were taken back to Toronto. 
After the engagement at Fish Creek, while waiting in 
camp there, Lieuts. Eliot and Gibson, suffering from 
severe attacks of rheumatism, were placed on board 
the steamer Northcote with other invalid officers, and 
while on board, aided in the defence of the steamer 
against the fierce attack made upon her by the rebels 
when running the gauntlet at Batoche. 

During the fighting before Batoche, the Grenadiers had 
one officer killed, Lieut. Fitch, and three wounded. Major 
Dawson and Capts. Manley and Mason, so that on the 
evening of the day on which Batoche was captured there 
were left efficient only seven combatant officers in the 
regiment. A special fatality seemed to attach to No. 3 
Company ; every officer belonging or attached to it being 
killed or wounded. This goes to show how fully the offi- 
cers shared with their men the hardships and dangers of 
the campaign. 

The men of the Grenadiers were peculiarly well fitted 
for this campaign, being hardy, intelligent and strong, 
able to endure fatigues and privations, and fitted by their 
various occupations to make themselves peculiarly use- 
ful. For instance, on the way along the North shore, in 
the beginning of the journey, the wheels of the tender 
jumped the track. This occurred ixvMi^ tcS^^^'^^i^^'kvK^^ 
nearest station, and what looked \\ke «*\oTi^ ^^«^ ^ 
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speedily put right by some of the men who were regu- 
larily employed in the Grand Trunk repair shops, To- 
ronto. Then on the line of march across the prairie the 
General found it frequently necessary to communicate 
by wire with different points, the Grenadiers furnish- 
ed men who were expert at cutting and repairing wires, 
and so assisted in this matter. 

In the matter of courage and pluck they were also 
conspicuous. Many instances might be related in support 
of this statement, but one or two will suffice. 

When General Middleton made his last halt before ad- 
vancing on Batoche, camp was formed early in the 
afternoon, and orders issued that on the following morn- 
ing every available fighting man must join the attack- 
ing column, and all non-combatanti^ and sick or dis- 
abled men remain in camp. The details of the plan of 
attack as ordered by the General, provided that the 
Grenadiers should have the post of honor, and lead the 
attack, and it was well known that the resistance would 
be such that a bloody struggle was anticipated, so the 
Surgeons of the different corps made an examination of 
men who were on the sick-list with the view to ascertain 
whether or not they were fitted for the attack on the 
following day. 

One of the officers of the Grenadiers in passing from 
one part of the camp to the other heard his name called 

out, " Captain " and looking around he saw the 

Surgeon, Dr. Ryerson, engaged in a discussion with one 
of the men of the regiment — Private Martin. This man 
had his foot frozen in travelling along the north shore of 
Lake Superior, and so badly, that the great toe was 
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almost off, and he had been struggling along for some 
time with a piece of blanket wrapped around his foot, 
and wearing a moccasin. Dr. Ryerson told this man he 
would have to remain in the camp, but Martin insisted 
upon marching out with his comrades to take part in the 

fight, and appealed to Captain to speak on his 

behalf. This was done and the man permitted to go. 
It was rather an unlucky decision for him, as he was 
very severely wounded, his shoulder being broken, and 
he has a crippled arm to this day. 

An instance to show the spirit of the men. On the 
last day when they were travelling on sleighs and on 
foot between the gaps on the North Shore, night found 
them at the end of the track, and the other end of the 
track had to be reached by a long march of some hours 
duration across the ice. This march promised to be the 
severest struggle of the journey. It was pouring rain, 
pitch-dark, the snow, nearly three feet on the level, was 
melting fast and becoming slushy. Many of the men 
were foot-sore, suffering from frost-bites, colds and rheu- 
matism. All the baggage and supplies had to be trans- 
ported in sleighs over this gap, and an officer of the 
Regiment was detailed to superintend that duty. The 
Commanding Officer suggested to this officer that accom- 
modation might be made for those of the men who were 
most worn out to ride on the sleighs sitting on the bag- 
gage. In order to carry out this suggestion, the officer in 
charge got the regiment formed up and briefly addressed 
them, stating that many of them must be suffering severely 
from exposure and fatigue, that the march before them 
WQuH test the endurance of the »tT0ii^^^\i^^\s.^'^'^^'^^2^4 
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twenty or thirty could be accommodated with seats in 
the sleighs, and that those men who felt unable to make 
this march could fall out on the reverse flank of the 
column. The result showed the spirit of the men, for 
not a single man left the ranks, all preferring to share 
the hardships of their comrades. 

In Dr. Ryerson's letter the gallantry and ability of 
Colour- Sergeant Curzon is referred to, the war correspon- 
dent of the Toronto Maily in his account of the action at 
Batoche, also mentions it thus : 

" There was one case of heroism which deserves men- 
tion. One of the Grenadiers was seriously wounded at 
Batoche and would have bled to death had he been left 
any length of time. Colour-Sergeant Curzon, under a 
shower of rebel bullets at once knelt down and stopped 
the hemorrhage and carried his wounded comrade to a 
place of safety, marching coolly away to the music pro- 
vided by the guns of the enemy." [It is no disparage- 
ment to Sergeant Curzon, indeed it is the reverse to say 
that the Mail correspondent makes a mistake in saying 
the wounded man was a Grenadier, he was not, but be- 
longed to the Midland regiment.] 

It is generally understood that Colour-Sergeant Curzon 
was recommended for the Victoria Cross for this achieve- 
ment, why he never received an honor he had so fully 
earned has never been explained. He died in Toronto. 

In another portion of General Middleton's despatches 
he refers to the rebel losses as well as to some criticisms 
passed upon himself : 

" The Catholic priest reported this morning the follow- 
ing loss of the rebels in the 4 days of fighting : 
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" First day, 4 killed and five wounded ; second day, 2 
wounded ; third day, 3 wounded ; fourth day, 47 killed, 
163 wounded. 

" Total, 51 killed, and 173 wounded. 

" In one of the English papers I am represented as 
having been waiting at Fish Creek for reinforcement, 
of having asked for 1,000 men, and as having been rein- 
forced by the Midland Regiment, and as having fouglit 
with 1,000 men, and arms superior to the enemy. The 
real facts of the case being as follows : I was waiting at 
Fish Creek, as you know, to get rid of my wounded, and 
get oats up, and not for reinforcements. Only 100 men 
of the Midland Regiment reached me then under Lieut.- 
Col. Williams, and as I had lost, killed and wounded, 
nearly 60 men, and had to put 35 men on board the North- 
cote, my actual reinforcement was 5 men. As regards the 
actual number of men engaged out of my total force of 
724 officers and men, owing to having to leave 100 men 
to protect my camp, leaving wounded and sick men, cooks, 
ammunition carriers, assistants to ambulances, etc., I was 
only able to bring 495 men into the engagement, and this 
included the Artillery and Gatling which, owing to the 
nature of the position, were not able to do so much dam- 
age as the infantry. So that with about 400 men we 
drove with heavy loss of force, (taking the lowest estima- 
tion), 600 Half-breeds and Indians, many of them armed 
with long-range rifles, and who were considered the finest 
and best prairie fighters in the country, out of a strong 
position, carefully selected and entrenched by themselves. 
After this I need say no more concerning the conduct 
during the engagement, of the whole fot^i,^, ¥\w^ \«:^ 
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Captain Harston, of the Royal Grenadiers, was ap- 
pointed after the battle of Batoche, by the Major-General 
commanding, to the post of Infantry Brigade-Major. 
Captain Young, of the Winnipeg Field Battery, had held 
the post up to this date, but he had been detached by the 
General to take charge of Riel after his surrender, and 
had gone with him to Regina. 





h EFORE concluding the account of the North- 
west expedition, so far as tlie battle of Ba- 
toche, a few rerainisceoces of the Grenadier's 
journey from Toronto, of their march ac 
country, and of their eventful six weeks from 
March 30th to May 12th, 18S5, may properly 
e given, 
jsing Lake Superior ou the ice. men, footsore and 
fOrn with fatigue, refused to take the sleighs belonging 
to the transport, even when urged by their officers to do 
so, because they knew so many of their comrades must 
of necessity march. Again when the Grenadiers were 
barracked in the Rchooner, M. L. Breck, they actually 
slept with moisture pouring on to their faces from the 
thawing ice, with which the aides of the vessel's hold 
were encrusted, and which the heat of the men's breath 
melted. It is a comparatively small matter, but it is 
worth recording that on the railway journey northward, 
there was at times not even sitting space for the whole 
of the men, and on one occasion they were sixty-six 
hours continually in a train. Nor was there for many of 
them even " the soft side of a board " for a resting place at 
Their only couch was being cVo&el'y ^axuEai^ «o. 
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ce to get 



I the seats of the railway cars, without a chance t 
Lany comfortable rest. Yet it was borae brightly and 
teheerfully, tlie Grenadiers were " Ready, aye Ready," for 
Fanything and for everything. 

The regiment had been specially selected by Major- 
I General Middleton to accompany him to Eatoche for the 
' following reasons. First, they were commanded by ex- 
\ perienced officers, who knew what discipline was and 
I enforced it in this battalion. In the second place, the 
[ General knew the Grenadiers were as capable of doing 
I hard days work at load-making or ditching as they 
I were steady on parade and expert rifle shots. 

Nor was this determination of the Grenadiers to do 
I their duty, unnoticed or unappreciated by those who 
\ watched them from a distance. Canada was proud of her 
tsons, Toronto gloried in the " Grens.," the " Queen's 
' and the " Body Guards," Were they not from 
ihe city, of the city, were they not our neighbors, our 
pjrothers or our friends. 

The fortunes of the Toronto contingent were followed 

igerly by all Toronto; the city gloried in their suc- 

jesaes, sympathised with their wounded, and sincerely 

mourned for their honored dead. Of these last it was 

written at the time. 

" Not in the quiet churchyard, near those who loved them beat, 
But by the wiUI Saakatohewon the; laid them to their rest, 
A Bimple aoldiers' funeral, iu that lonely apot was theirs, 
Made e^nseorate and holy by a na,tion's teH,ra and prayers." 

The poetical account of the Expedition written by 
i. A. C. (Mrs. Curzon) is so simple and yet so touching; 
lat it is given here also :

One more word about the actual fighting at Batoche. 

It has often been asked why General Middleton delay- 
ed the final attack upon Batoche, many reasons have 
been assigned, the probable one is this, that he thought 
he could in time tire out the enemy and that they would 
capitulate and thus save many lives. It must be borne 
in mind that the troops in his command were not regu- 
lars but militia, that in many, if not in all cases, they 
were bread-winners, and had others dependent upon 
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^em, aad, althoug^h to many people General Miildletou'a 

lelay seems inexplicable, tke probable reason is the one 

lat has just been stated, the deaire to protect as far as 

saible the lives o£ his men. 

He coiild certainly have made au advance upon Ba- 

xihe on May 9th or 10th at the latest, but there is no 

bubt that had he done so it would have been a hand-to- 

jid conflict, and that many brave and useful men would

The following diary was kept by Color-Sergeant F. 

■ "iFrancis of the Eoyal Grenadiers, and may be introduced 

iiere most appropriately : 

Friday, April 10th.— Left Fort Qu'Appelle at six a.in. in 
,e same wagfjons; passed through a fine parklike country, 
^ lot of gophers to be seen on the road. The boys had 
jat fun running after fchem. The country sandy in 
lome parta, went 25 miles, camped on the prairie ; start- 
fed next morning, Saturday 11th, at 7 a.m. A bluSy 
country with a lot of sloughs; saw a few farms of 
Half-breeds on the road ; reached Touchwood about 5 
p.m. Saturday ; left a man sick at the Hudson Bay store ; 
I two houses besides the store ; the hills are rolling but not 
iBteep. Had 20 rounds of ball served out to ua at Touch- 
Sfood. Fresh butter served out — * great treat, and fresh 
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bread ; more blankets served out here, making three each 
man. A fine day, but very cold at night ; no candlea to 
be had ; no salt or sugar. 

Sunday April 12th, 7 a.m. — Fine day. Saw a family 
of Indians picking up the crumbs we left behind — a 
miserable looking lot of people shivering witii the cold 
— advanced to the big Touchwood hills; no difference in 
the coxintry only more hilty. Saw a bear in the distance< 
too far to shoot at ; saw a flock of geese and a lot of rab- 
bits ; camped on the plain — made about 25 miles; 75 
scouts caught up to us here under command of Major 
Boulton — a hardy looking lot of men mounted ou small 
ponies, all dressed in corduroy breeches and fustian coats 
with helmets and slouch hats, armed with repeating 
rifles, revolvers and knives ; a very strange saddle with 
wooden stirrups ; they camped with us for the night, and 
pushed on next day to overtake the General. 

Monday morning, April 13th. — Struck camp at 7 a.m. 
Started for the Salt Plains ; had to take enough wood 
and water for six rations, as there is none to be got on 
the plains. The water is very salt, not fit to drink. The 
prairie is very flat and wet, in some places up to the wag- 
gon box. Arrived at the middle of the plains at 4 o'clock. 
Camped on General Middleton's old camping ground. 
He is a day ahead yet. We have made about eighteen 
miles; everybody very tired. There is a mail shanty 
here where the mail chauftes horses; the ground very 
damp, but we have had rubber sheets served out, so it 
does not matter much. Posted some post cards ; got a 
frying pan, a thing that we wanted much. The country 
a level tint, not a thing to be seen for milc»,like beingon 
tl&ke. 
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Tuesday raorning, April 14th,^Struck tente at 7 a.m. 
Started on the road ; nothing new. I have been with 
the leading waggon all the way from Qu'Appelle. En- 
camped on the plaina about 5 p.m. Had supper of hard 
tack and tea. 

Wednesday. April 15th. — Struck tents at 7 a.m. 
Packed our knapaacka into tlie waggons — the rest of 
waggons except those with supplies were sent back. We 
start to march with an advance guard and a rear guard. 
I was in charge of the leading files of the advance guard. 
Came to a little buah of wood poplar. A mounted po- 
liceman came to meet us; he ia posted at Humboldt, 
Encamped about four miles from Humboldt ; in this 
place one house, where the telegraph man livea. The 
trail here branches off to Prince Albert. We followed 
the old trail by the telegraph poles ; pitched tents, made 
about 20 miles ; aome of us very tired, myself tired but 
not footsore as a good many of them were. 

Thursday, April 16th. — Struck tents at 7 a.m. Had 
hard-tack and canned meat as usual for rations ; started 
again with advance guard. A fine country but no treea, 
plenty of small lakes. It was snowing when we started, 
blowing a hard gale in our faces ; made marching very 
hard ; had to ford two or three streams ; a hard march ; 
two of my advance files gave out ; had to ride on the 
knapsacks ; near played out myself; stopped for dinner 
at noon, hard-tack, canned meat and water for dinner. 
Blowing very cold with snow all the time. Saw a fox 
on the hill ; aome of the teamsters fired at it, but missed 
Encamped for the night on the prairie. Not much 
wood to get a. little tea with. All very tired indeed, and 
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wet, made 24 miles. The postman arrived soon after we 
encamped; everyone had a letter but myself; was dis- 
appointed. A Toronto Globe of April 6th was given to 
each company ; had a good laugh when we were able to 
read it. We have no candles yet ; it is miserable with- 
out light, and no one can see in the tents now to cover 
himself up, or move around with twelve men stretched 
on the ground. We all miss oatmeal very much; it is 
wanted bad. 

Friday, April 17th. — Started at 1 a.m. A fine country 
but no wood to be seen ; dinner of fresh meat and hard- 
tack ; beans for breakfast, plain, boiled in water. It is 
very cold ; had to march with overcoats on ; started 
again aftor dinner, encamped on General Middleton'a old 
ground ; made 25 miles this day ; still it first-claes hiialth, 
feet in good order yet ; seen no wood for the last two 
days. 

Saturday, April 18th. ^General Middleton is still 
twelve miles ahead, at Clark's Crossing. We started as 
usual. Made about 11 miles; had dinner and about one 
hour's rest, but it is very cold ; fixed ourselves up a little 
and stai'ted again for Clark's Crossing. Saw the camp 
in the distance. Some of the men in camp came out to 
meet us. General Middleton's camp is on the Saskatche- 
wan River. We marched into camp and pitched tents, 
etc., and made ourselves comfortable. Had some sugar, 
hard-tack, one candle, and some pork served out to each 
company, for a treat. About 4 p.m., the scouts brought 
in three Indians, they captured theiu about nine miles 
from camp; they are ugly-looking men, one a chief: 
they are dressed in skins as nsu&l, aud armed, one with 
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a rifle and two with shot guns. They were interviewed 
by Lord Melgund and the General. They were taken, 
put in a tent under guard ; they were well fed and one 
of them allowed to go and report to their council, of the 
kindness they had received. There were foui- Indian 
scouts seen aronn J our camp on Friday night by some of 
the men. I suppose they are some of these men. 

"A" Battery of 100 men, 100 mounted acouta, 40 of 
"C" Company, Winnipeg Field Battery, 50 men; 90th 
Battalion, 281) men ; Koyal Grenadiers, 264 men. These 
are all the fighting men in camp, and about 125 two- 
horse teams to carry our provisions for us. There is no 
wood here ; it has to be drawn three miles for ua to use. 
We tdi enjoyed a good night's rest. Every day before 
this we have been up at 4 a.m. This morning (Sunday, 
April 19th) we were allowed to sleep until 6 a.m. ; break- 
fast of hard-tack, beans and a little piece of pork. Par- 
aded at 10 a.m. for inspection of arms, after which we 
had divine service. The whole camp attended, Colonel 
Grasett read the Church of England service. The 90th 
Band played for the singing : " Onward Christian 
Soldiers," " Nearer My God to Thee," and " The Old 
Hundredth." It was very touching. Each man was 
served out with a New Testament at Touchwood Hilla 
We are on the Saskatchewan River now ; it is a broad 
Biream, about 80 yards wide and very swift, about six 
l^iles an hour I think, and very dirty. The ice is piled 
Ip very high from the water ; the water must be twelve 
it lower than it was in the winter. The Temperance 
hlonization Company own land on each side of the 
tr, tine land; they have a stone house built on tbu 
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river, about live rooms, but the family cleared out when 
the trouble began, and went to Moose Jaw. There is 
another house kept by Mr. Clark; he is doing a good 
trade now, bread forty cents a loaf, butter seventy-live 
cents a pound, and so on. Chewing tobacco anil matches 
are very scarce. I bought some fishing tackle in Winni- 
peg ; I set a night line last night but caught no fish. 
Everybody is busy writing this afternoon ; I have been 
writing this all the afternoon; I kept notes from the 
time we started till yesterday wJien I lost my book and 
had to borrow another party's book for dates, etc. Just 
had word that Kiel and his party are about thirty miles 
from here on the right bank of the river, I hope he will 
stay there until we get at him. Just had orders that we 
march to-morrow, (Monday). We have the post of honor 
ourselves, and " A " Battery and half of the scouts ad- 
vance to attack them. The 90th Winnipeg Battery, and 
" C " Company go on the other side of the river as a 
blind ; we shall soon be through now I suppose ; I hope 
they will take us down home by Swift Current. 

Monday, April 20th. — Had orders to cross the river 
with the Winnipeg Battery, but for some reason the or- 
der was countermanded, and we had to stay in camp all 
day; this morning we had drill , this afternoon was in 
charge of a party of 25 men fixing an old scow ; no 
trouble ; hope to move to-morrow. It will take some- 
time to take ns all over, 50 men at a time. Half of the 
scouts went over yesterday afternoon. 

Tuesday, lilst April. — Reveille at 5 a.m. Orders are to 
prepare to start after breakfast. We live better now, get 
fuU rations of meat and biscuits, but uo salt or sugar. 
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The fresh meat wo kill here. The pickets brouf^ht in 
two Indians this morning; they were found prowling 
around the camp last night. One is armed with a gun, 
and the other witli a bow and arrow — I suppose to take 
down a sentry without any uoise. They are fine built 
men, but ugly. I don't know what they will do with 
them. We crossed the river at twelve o'clock, No. 1 Co. 
first, the supplies after us. We then pitched tents on a 
level piece of land, a fine place. The Winnipeg Field 
Battery with two guns is with us. 

I set a dsh-line in the river this afternoon ; they tell 
me there is fish in the river to be caught sometimes, but 
it is early in the season to catch them. 

Wednesday, 22ud April. — Up at six. Expected to 
start to-day, but did not do so. Stayed in camp all day ; 
drilled three times in extended order. Had to put * 
* in the guard tent ; had a false alarm last night ; all 
the boys turned out armed. Am told ofT to quarter guard 
this evening ; expect to stai'b for Priace Albert tc-morrow. 
They say the wire is cut between here and Humboldt ; 
very strange we have had no mail ; have had no letters 
from any one eince we left Winnipeg. Every one is 
looking for a letter. I wish the C|uarter in aster would 
give ua some oatmeal or rice for a change. Have had 
only one candle since we left Toronto. This is a fine 
countiy around here. 

Thursday, 23rd April.^Just got breakfast; on guard 
all night ; was away when the visiting and grand rounds 
came around ; made it all right. Nice and warm in the 
day, but have to make a pillow of our boots at night to 
keep them irom freezing stiff. Passed the night without 
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I bt)uble. We left camp at Clark's Crossing at 7. 30 this 
a.ni. Glad to be on the move again ; on the way now to 
Prince Albert ; expect to meet Kiel at Batoche'e Crossing, 
about forty miles. We left camp in thfe following order : 
myself and four men in advance : then the rest of the 
column ; the scouts spread out in front of ua for about 
one-half mile, the guns in rear ; passed through a fine 
country, and encamped for dinner after doing twelve 
milea ; dinner cold ; no wood to make tea with. Went 
on again, and encamped seven miles further on. Poated 
a very strong guard. General Middleton movtd on the 
other side of the river with ue, and encamped opposite us 
for the night. Riel ia reported about ten miles from us 
now. 1 walked all the way yesterday ; rather tired, as I 
did not abut my eyes the night before, as I was on 
guard. 

Friday, 24th April. — Struck camp this morning at five 
o'clock, ready to start at six, when our marching orders 
were altered, and postponed. They say the eastern mail 
is with General Middletou ; I wish they would deliver it 
to us here ; would like to heaj from home. I never was 
in better health than I am now ; can eat more now than 
I ever did before. It ia a healthy country. Each man 
wae served out with ten more rounds of ammunition, 
making 30 rounds each. Sergeant 50 rounds. I am 
afraid they will not be wanted as Riel will not atop for 
ua. Everybody is anxioua to advance. We have the 
Prince Albert mail with us to carry through aa of course 
the road is not safe for the mail. We have had no rain 
since we left Red Rock. They say it never rains here 
till June. It ia rather rough on our men to have to 
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Enrniah a guard of 54 men «very night ; the pickets have

lomplain except for a candle at night. Chewing tobacco

yesterday ; laat night a hard frost. Loi'd Melgund is on

K. hope they may; had orders to start at 10 a.m. No. 1 

^mpany extended twelve paces ; No. 2, support, went 

slong for about four miles through a fine country with a 

(little bush. Heavy firing all the time on the other side. 

Halted and then the old .scow was brought up and No. 

i Company crossed over first, then No. 1 Company and 

tNo. 4 Company. No. 3 Company and French's Scouts 

Meing left behind to guard the supplies. When we ar- 

frived we relieved the 90th. Found the enemy down in 

i hollow about a mile from the river bank. There was 

t a dead Indian about six yards in front of where I lay 

fdown on the bluff of a hill. The Indians are juat under- 

leath us, but we cannot get at them very well. I have 

i a few shots ; each one of us have had 100 rounds of 

s .served out to us; there must be a lot of Indiana 

i killed ; I can count ten dead horses as I lie here ; there waa 

r.«n "A" Battery man lying about 20 paces from me. dead ; 

r there are about eight of the 90th dead. Captain Wise 

[ has just been carried by on a ati'etcher with a ball in his 

' heel. Some of "A" Battery men have just carried their 

dead men away. We covered them while they did so. 

This is all too bad. We shall have to encamp here to- 

nig-ht I .suppose ; we will have to have a strong guard ; 
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,ve had no dinner to-day ; should Kke to have some. It 
liaB just begun to rain. I suppose the rain is brought on 
by the cannon firing ; we do not dare to leave our place 
but lie still in our tunics and get wet through. The can- 
non are now firing over our heads at two half-hreed 
houHes about 450 yards to our front ; they strike every 
time with shell and ball. It is pretty tough to lie wet 
through iu the cold wind. Just had orders to retire. 
Everyone else have left the battle field. One 90th man, 
and one "A" Battery man, lie on the field ; they cannot 
be got at. It ia surprising the rumors that fly around. 
The battlefield ia a plain of about 20 acres, surrounded 
nearly all around with low bush, with a deep ravine run- 
ning through it. It is in the ravine that the Indians 
have taken up their stand and cannot be removed to-day. 
We lay on the top of the bank ; the Indiana and half- 
breeds below UB. The interpreter has just spoken to them 
from where they lay ; the camp ia pitched for the night 
on the prairie about three-quarters of a mile from the 
battlefield near the river. We had not got 50 yards from 
our position when the Indians set up a most unearthly 
yell. We at once got the order to extend from the centre 
and cover the rest of the retirement. I expected every 
moment that they would pour a volley into us but they 
did not do so. We got orders when about half way to 
camp to hold aome woods to protect the camp ; there was 
nothing for it but to do so; No. 1 Company and No, 4 
Company were told off to do it. No. 2 was sent to the river 
to cover our scow and supplies and prevent reinforcements 
for the rebels coming in. About eight o'clock it stopped 
raining and began to snow. We were a\.^ "««v\j ^tiaaiigQ. 
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with nothing on but our tunics, our overcoats being 
across the river and no way to get them. Had nothing 
to eat since six in the morning except a biscuit or two 
that we had in our haversacks. About 11 o clock they 
sent us some canned meat and tea from the camp which 
did us good. We heard the Indians yelling during the 
night but did not see them. The 90th relieved us about 
2 a.m. We turned into their tents wet and all as we 
were, and not allowed to remove our boots or anything, 
and to lay with our arms at our sides. The most miser- 
able night. Our own tents were over on the other side 
of the river ; had to turn out again at seven o clock .to let 
part of the 90th come in. No. 1 Company had to re- 
lieve some of the 90th at 9 a.m. Took up the same 
ground to guard we had last night. We made up a big 
fire and dried ourselves ; they buried the dead of our 
own side that they had this morning, eleven I think. 
There are a lot of wounded men in camp. The other two 
guns came across the river during the night but No. 3 
Company of ours still over there protecting our stores 
that are not yet removed We are relieved at 8 p.m. 

Sunday, 26th April. — An alarm was sounded at about 
2 a.m. A picket fired about a dozen shots at four horse- 
men. The whole of the camp stood to their arms ; the 
Battery limbered up and all ready to march in three 
minutes. After standing about ten minutes we were 
dismissed ; turned in again, had to bunk with the 90th ; 
our things are not over yet. Had our breakfast of hard- 
tack and tea. Had divine service at 10 a.m. General 
Middleton reading the prayers. We were all under arms, 
strange to go to church with rifles in hand and 100 
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rounds of ball ammutiition. After church a parade party 
were told off to make roads, another to make litters 
and other work. I have not got my knapsack yet. They 
cannot get the cable to work across the river. The scouts 
captured fourteen horaea and about twenty head of 
cattle. 

Monday, 27th April. — Reveille at 6 a.m. The mail 
came in at eleven o'clock last ni^ht, a lot of letters and 
papers. Two more men buried this afternoon. No. 3 
Company crossed over from the other side of the river 
this morning about two o'clock with all the stores. They 
had an alarm yesterday, and they all stood to their 
arms. We have an easy day of it, no duty but to put up 
tents and sort stores — a long job, but one that was 
needed. The 90th furnish a picket to-night ; the scouts 
and waggons have been foraging around all day for hay 
and oats. A man was buried this morning. A scout 
that was shot through the lungs during the fight on 
Friday. The 90th and battery have gone on the battle- 
field this afternoon ; we form their support ; they have 
gone to get their dead. I was on the battle ground this 
afternoon ; the Indians left two of their dead on the 
ground, but there is not a live Indian to be seen. There 
were from fifty to sixty dead horses on the ground. The 
houses are a total wreck ; all of the wounded are doing 
well. I do not know when we move from here. All 
of No. 3 Company are on duty to-night. This place is 
called Fish Creek; they have brought in twelve more 
horses to-night. 

Tuesday, April 28th. — -Nothing occurred to note. 

Wednesday, April 29th. — Had drill ia ttwa -huscksq.-*. 
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under the General in extended order. In the evening 
mounted picket ; a bad night, rained, and cold ; heard a 
lot of prairie wolves, a nasty howl. Relieved at 7 a m., 
the 30th. 

Thursday, 30th April. — Had drill. Did nothing more. 
Had fresh meat. 

Regimental Orderly Sergeant for the day. Last night 
the picket caught three Indians. The Indians that were 
caught at Clarke's Crossing are with us still ; they have 
the run of the camp; they will not leave us. Had a 
drummer, a defaulter. 

Friday, May 1st. — May began with a fine morning. 
Nothing new to report. The wounded left us this morn- 
ing on their way to the Hospital at Sakatoon. They had 
about 20 waggons ; the scouts as an escort. Had drill 
this a.m. ; nothing new to report. 

Saturday, May 2nd. — Nothing new to report only 
that I am on picket, and do not like the job to lay out 
all night ; but it cannot be helped. 

Sunday, May 3rd. — Got off parade at 11 this a.m. 
Saw nothing all night only heard the prairie wolves. 
They made a lot of noise during the night. The mail 
came in just before we left the camp for picket ; was glad 
to hear from home and to know that they are all well. 
The mail left this a.m. Saw some swallows yesterday, 
the first I have seen this year. A lot of men in bathing 
in the river to-day ; had divine service ; men with their 
arms and ammunition. 

Monday, May 4th. — Last night had another false alarm, 
by the picket tiring. In some two minutes all turned out. 
Had no supper last night ; our cook undertook to make 
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Rome dumplings but we could not eat them , they were 
like lead. The General left camp this a.m. with the scoutH 
for Batoche's Crossing; they returned with about forty 
head of cattle and horsea ; wer« within two milea of Riel's 
camp but did not ^o in : we were under arras all day to 
help the General if he was attacked. It has been a very 
tine day again ; a little cold. Had three days rations 
.served out. I don't know what it may mean but I hope 
a move on. Mail in to-day ; -no letters but papers of the 
27th. 

Tuesday, May 5th. — Two companies of the Midland 
Battalion came up the river on the -AVi'Mcoie thi.s a.m. 
They left part of the regiment at Clarke's Crossing and 
Swift Current They brought a fourteen-day old mail 
with them ; no letter for me. We ought to have sugar 
and candles. Ought to make it lighter for picket. I 
was Regimental OrderlySergeant fortheday. The regi- 
ment had drill for two hours under the General. 

Wednesday, May 6th. — The men took the Oatling gun 
off the A'orthwte. They had just tried it; it can fire 
600 rounds a minute, pretty good work. The Noiihcote 
is a strange built boat with a paddle wheel behind ; they 
iiad a great deal of trouble with her coming down the 
river. I am told off for picket to-night It is very cold 
now : I hope it will get warmer before night. 

Thursday, May 7th. — Had charge of the pickets last 
night for the first time, of 16 men ; one of my men fired 
at two men, turned the whole camp out, We moved this 
a.m. ten miles towards Batoche's Crossing ; encamped for 
the day at about 12 o'clock ; as Boon as we halted Baw\^<A 

i scouts were fired on ; the bri.g.aA.e bX oawi 'Okk«>s o'** 
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a strong picket ; we shall certainly have a brush with the 
enemy to-morrow ; I hope we will finish them up then 
and get home for I am tired of this country although I 
am in good health. Myself and four men formed the 
leading files of the advance guard of the whole brigade. 

Friday, May 8th. — Left camp at GabrieFs Crossing 
this a.m. at eight o'clock ; expected to meet the rebels every 
moment, but saw nothing of them ; we are as far away 
from Batoche's as we were last night. We have marched 
about 18 miles to get around the other side of them. 
Had a good sleep last night. "^C" Company went down 
the river in a steamboat. They burnt Gabriel Dumont's 
house before they left this a.m. It was well furnished I 
believe. The land we passed through to-day is light 
and sandy. 

Saturday, May 9th. — Breakfast this a.m. at 4.80. 
Startt'd for Batoche at 6 a.m. the scouts in front with the 
gatling gun. No. 1 Company formed the advance guard, 
myself in charge of the leading file; all went well till we 
got near the church when the scouts started some Indians 
out of a house ; we then formed company and extended, 
No. 1 from the right. No. 2 prolonged to the right, Nos. 
3 and 4 in support ; came up to a church with a fine two- 
story house alongside of it, both frame. The Gatling gun 
fired about 20 rounds through the gable, when a man 
came to the door and waved a white handkerchief; the 
General at once advanced. It proved to be a priest and 
sisters and about a dozen women and children. We pass- 
ed them by and entered a bush ; then the firing began. 
The enemy retired to their rifle pits in a bluflT; they were 
shelled and the Gatling tuxned on them but to no purpose; 
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they could not bo got out of it and this was at 5 p.m. We 
have been tiring at tliem all day. Captain Mason of No. 
2 Company was struck. I have had some hulleta near me 
but so far none of my company are hurt. .1 ust heard that 
one of tlie Grenadiers was killed, one scout and one Bat- 
tery man. 

Sunday, May 10th. — Had a hard matter to retire last 
night. They got all the waggons up from our late camp- 
ing ground and formed a corral on a piece of ploughed 
ground with a slough in the centre. Then we threw up 
some hght earthworks about twelve paces on the out- 
side of it. One of our men was shot in the arm and 
another in the leg (both of No. 2 Coy.) when we were in 
the corral. These were chance shots for it was too dark 
to take aim. One of them stood within two feet of me, 
and was taking a drink out of my water bottle which 
was still attached to me ; another man of the llOth was 
shot through the head, within four feet of me, when we 
were retiring, he gave a jump and a yell. We had to 
lay behind the earthworks all the night in our tunics, no 
coats or blankets and very cold. This morning we had 
to move out and surround the camp in extended order 
before we had any chance to get our breakfast, ami here 
wc are now and no chance of getting any, with the rebels 
tiring all around. I have just read the fhurch sei-vice to 
the men of my section. There are twelve of us in a bluff. 
We have no one hurt in our company. To-day one of 
No. 3 Company was hurt and one of the 90th, 

It is a job to get a correct nccount of the number hurt. 
We had to protect the 90th when they retired to camij. 
bullets flew pretty lively Uvew, ani eA'w.'i "^^ •!{«*."«: 
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»mp, but no one was hurt. Some of the housea were 
titruck. Slept again in the trench that some of tlie com- 
mny had thrown up. Had overcoats. 

Monday. May 11th. — Had breakfast, and then the 

pegiment was told off in squads to finish the trench 

Brhich is about five i'eet high all around the camp, and 

Kbout two feet below the level of the ground, and six 

jet wide for the men to sleep in, and then there is

Ihe General and the scouts — about sixty of them, that 

same in last night, went out this morning and caught 

ian Indian.

■Wve not much powder left. I think the General wants 

^to starve them out. I hope he may, and that soon. The 

ecouts brought in about forty head of cattle and horses. 

We get all the fresh meat we want. We have not heard 

the boat whistle to-day. Do not know where she is. 

Tuesday, 12th May. — Left camp at 1 p.m. in skirmish- 
ing order. No. 1 Company Grenadiers on the right, No. 
"l, 3 and 4 prolonged to the left ; met the rebels about 
loo yards from tlm church. After a stubborn resistance 
e drove them before us towards the village, and charged 
KieiB then on the plain, and scattered them in all d 
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tionH. The fire was very hot ; about six killed and 
thirty wounded on our aide. About thirty killed on that 
of the rebels: released about ei^ht white men that Kiel 
bad kept as prisoners of war. Threw up intrenchments 
on the battlefield and stayed all night. The women and 
children of the rebels were encamped outside of our en- 
campment. The rebels had been well intrenched in rifle 
pits. About six of No. 1 Company were wounded. The 
captain shot through the cap and the back of the coat. 
General Middleton made us a speech, and then we all 
turned in, tired out. Found in one of the enemy's tents 
a basket of eggs and a jar of molasses and took them to 
the hospital tent for the wounded men. 

Wednesday, T 3th May. — Every man is allowed to do as 
he likes this afternoon. I wandered around, saw some 
dead Indians and half-breeda, and saw our wounded A 
great many rebels suiTendered themselves under a flag 
of truce. 

Thursday, May I4th. — Left Batoche at 7 a.m., No 1 
Company advance guard. We have only one ofiicer pres- 
ent. Had a good night's sleep. One of our men badly 
hurt by a horse treading on him. We had a good march 
of about fourteen miles to Guardapuya Crossing, where 
we encamped for the night. 

Several Indians gave themselves up to us on the road ; 
they have alt had enough of war. They report 84 killed 
in the tight. About 115 guns were taken from them ; 
a great deal of ammunition. The guns were all de- 
stroyed. 

May 15th, Friday. — Camp Guardapuy. Got here last 
night in the rain, wet through, very \micRiViA.«tf(»>^«i. '^'S' 
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no bother to get here at all. About noon the scouts 
lUght in Louis Kiel. Myself and 20 men were told off 
an escort or guard for him, A little afterwards they 
lUght in Lepine ; he is a man about 50 years old, a little, 
■k and dull-looking man. The Rev. Mr. Whitcomb, 
Toronto, our Chaplain, came in with the mail. The 

.idland regiment were acroaa the river yesterday. The 

luntry all round here is a little light soil with a good 

iai of scrub. The first pine we have seen since we left 
itario we saw yesterday on the other side of the river. 
May 16th, Saturday. — Guardapuy Crossing.^ — Nothing 
iw to-day only that the 9Uth and some others crossed 

le river and encamped on the other side. Several more 
iaonera brought in and put on the boat. 
Sunday, 17th May, — Nothing new to-day. Had divine 
struck camp at noon, ready to start. No. 3 
impany sent four men to Batoche, for Moor's body. 

'wo of the Body Guards came in from Humboldt. 
Monday, 18th May.— Crossed the river last night. 
:ft Riel on the boat. Another boat came up from 

Harke's Crossing with supplies, Encamped on this side 
the rivtr ; this is the prettiest camp we have had yet ; 
lod water ; had a good night's sleep ; we started at ten 

'clock for a 15 mile march to Prince Albert; sent Riel 
.ck to Regina via the River; pitched camp for the 

light in charge of Captain Young and a guard of the 

■renadiers. 

Tuesday, I9th May. — We made fifteen miles yesterday 
and pitched our tents about half way to Prince Albert. 
Everything is quiet. 

Thursday, 21st May. — Still in camp at Prince Al bert. 
fotJiiug new, but weather bad, ramei aW dui^ . 
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Friday, 22nd May,— Still at Prince Albert. It is a 
tine morning. Orders to hold ourselves in readiness to 
start at any moment for Battleford. The Midland Bat- 
talion and the scouts started for there this moi'ning on 
the Noithcote. Am told off for R.O.S. to-morrow. 

Saturday, May 23rd.^All quiet this a-m. Sporta all 
the afternoon, won the foot-race, $6. 

Sunday, May 24th, — Up at four a. m. Struck tents 
and left Prince Albert for Carlton in waggons; the 90th 
by boat. Camp at fifteen miles. 

Monday, May 25th. — Struck tents at 4 a. m. Moved 
in to Carlton. Reached here at 4 p. m,; a tine place, 
good land. 

Tuesday, May 26th. — Fort Carlton. Got on board the 
steamer Marquis, a tine boat bound for Battleford. Made 
two hours before night when we had to stop ; the boats 
cannot travel after dark ; slept on the hunicane deck. 

Wednesday, Hay 27th, — Got up steam at 3 a.m., and 
started again. This ia a fine river , nothing occurred on 
the passage. Reached Battleford at 9.30 p.m. All well. 
Slept on the boat all night. 

Thursday, May 28th, — Encamped at Battleford this 
a,m. It is a fine place, between the Battle river and the 
Saskatchewan. The camp is badly scattered. Had an 
invitation to a " Queen's Own " concert at night ; it was 
a good tiling ; a lot of the Queen's Own and C. Company 
thought I was killed at Batoche ; there was great hand- 
shaking when we arrived. 

Friday, May 29th. ^Nothing new, only drill in the 
morning. Saw some Indiana come in and give them- 
elves up. Had a swim in the tW«. 
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Saturday, May 30th. — Nothing new. An order was 
issued for divine service to-morrow. Soon afterwards 
orders were issued for reveille at four, breakfast at 4.80. 
Fatigue party all night. 

Sunday, May 31st. — Got on the Marquis at 8 a.m. for 
Fort Pitt. The old column, the Queen's Own, feel bad 
that they are not with us. We are in a pretty rough 
place ; horses and so on all over the deck. During the 
afternoon we barricaded the boat with planks out of the 
hold ; did not get much sleep all night. 

Monday, June ] st. — On boat all day. Nothing new. 
A fine river ; got stuck sometimes. Woodruffe broke his 
arm ; another man was kicked down the hold. 

Tuesday, June 2nd. — Landed four miles from Fort 
Pitt. A fine country, but Big Bear cleared out. He 
won't show fight. Returned with the men on foot, not 
able to follow the Indians. 

No record was kept from June 2nd to 12th inclusive. 
It continues : — 

13th, 14th, and 15th Nothing new. 

16th. General returned. 

17th. Nothing new. 

18th. General went away again with the mounted 
men, and Colonel Williams went on the boat to Frog 
Lake with his men. 

19th. Some of Big Bear's prisoners came in. 

20th. Nothing. 

2l8t, 22nd, and 23rd. McLean came in, the last of 
Big Bear's prisoners. 

24th. The General returned. 

25tb, 26th, 27th. General Strange returned with all 
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the men but one company of the 65th. On the 14th 
No. 1 Company, including myself, went to Frog Lake ; 
bad place for flies. On the 15th the Toronto stores came 
in. On the 17th we returned to camp, reheved by a 
company of the Midlanders. 

28th June. Had a review ^nd aporta in the evening. 

29th. Nothing. 

30th. Nothing 

July 1st. Had a review and more sports. 

July 2nd. Nothing, only the last Company of the 
C5th came down from Edmonton on the boat. 

July 3rd, Friday. The whole of the infantry but the 
92nd embarked on board boats for home, the mounted 
men having already left by rail. The 65th in the 
Baroness, the 90th and Grenadiers, and one company 
of the 92nd on the Marquis. The Midlanders on the 
Nort/i-We'<t started for honae on Saturday morning, 
July 4th. One of the 65th died during the night of the 
3rd. All went well with us till about nine o'clock when we 
got stuck on a aanJ-bar. The North- West came alongside 
and took us ou boai'd. Whilst we were on board Colonel 
WilHamH died. He had been sick for five days. Got 
o9' the bar and went on again. Got strnck three times 
more ; had to tie up for the night. Reached Battlel'ord on 
Sunday morning early ; took Colonel Williams' body 
ashore with that of the 65th mau. We lay there all 
day, went to the Fort and ail over ; took on board the 
G. G. F. G. The Norlh-Weat took on board the Q. 0. K. 
A Battery man was accidentally shot while we lay at 
Battleford. 

Monday, 6th July. Started at daybreak. iiV.'ONswsi 
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)ate got stuck several times. Tied up for the nigbt. 

Tuesday, 7th July. Started at daybreak. Fery cold 

aid windy. Stopped at Telegraph coulee there and 

[Ook ou supplies. Found a company ol: the 7th there ; 

1 again, passed Fort Carlton and tied up for the 

^ht. 

. Wednesday, 8th July. Started at daybreak ; still 
ycold; reached Prince Albert at 9 a.m. Went ashore; 
|Bw Big Bear and hia soq, and his counsellor. They 
out in chains. Left there at noon and made 
nhe Forks at about 4 p.m. Stayed there all night with 
ftie Alberta, which was there with all the sick. Wil- 
|0D and Eagar were on board here. 

Thursday, 9th July. Started at daybreak with the 
alberta. Saw a few Indiana on the banks of the 
(iver ; tied up for the night. Great fun on board. 
Friday, 10th July. Started at daybreak; had great 
1 with the canoes ; went down the river and tied up 
■ the night. The land here a little stony ; lots of 



Saturday, 11th July, Started at daybreak. Reached 
B lake at noon ; crossed it and lay to for the night, 
lake is about twenty miles across and deep and 
langerous, but very pretty with islands. 

Sunday, 12th July. Started at daybreak and reached 
Brand Rapids about 7 o'clock a.m. Unloaded on the 
LPS and went to the lake boats about four miles 
istant. Embarked there on a scow witli the Queen's 
Own ; and lay there all night. 

Monday, 13th July. Started across Lake Winnipeg 
in the morning ; had it rough that night ; a most miser- 
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able night; no place to lie down. Nos. 1 and 3 Com- 
panies in thii hold. 

Tuesday, 14th July. Still on the lake, but better 
weather. A tine lake with islands on it ; aometimes out 
o£ sight of land. Still on the lake about nine o'clock ; 
entered the Red River, a very poor river, marsh each 
side. About fifteen miles up we reached Selkirk, land- 
ed, and had a lunch that was prepared for us ; the Mid- 
land got drunk and began to tight about three o'clock. 
The Midland and (j5th left for home ; ourselves and the 
Queen's and G.G.F.G. for Winnipeg, which place we reach- 
ed at about six o'clock. Landed and had an address from 
the Mayor, Premier, and others. Had to stand with our 
packs on for an hour, then march about a mile and 
pitch camp on the prairie. It began to rain before we 
h;id our tent« up, and rained all night hard ; ail of the 
tents were Hooded, and no supper to eat ; very miserable 
indeed. 

Notes. — On June 3rd Major-General Middleton order- 
ed a detachment of 150 men from the column to form a 
special expeditionary force to go in pursuit of Big Bear 
and the white prisoners he had with him. Seventy-flve 
men were contributed by the Grenadiers towards this 
force, under the command of Captain F. A. Caatou, with 
Lieutenant Percy Eliot as subaltern. The detachment 
succeeded in rescuing the prisoners, but Big Bear eluded 
capture for a short period longer. 

I have not wished to break the continuity of the fore- 
going diary, so have given it, with but few eliminations, 
(and those only because they referred to purely personal 
mattera), just as it was written from end to end. 
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The following extract from a letter written by Ser- 
geant Francis, dated " Camp Fort Pitt, June 19th, 1885," 
contains much interesting information, and must be read 
in connection with the diary :^ 

" I see by the papers that we g«t from Toronto that 
yoii are all a little mixed up as far as the final charge 
from Batoche is concerned. Some papers say that the 
Midland Regiment made the charge, some say the 90th ; 
neither are right. The way we left the entrenchment 
was this: The whole of the Grenadiers formed up 
and marched out of the eiitrendiment, and then No. 1 
Company got the order to extend six paces from the left, 
by which means we should have taken in the rifle pits 
on our right. No. 4 Company got the order to prolong 
the line to the left, which means that they would extend 
six paces, and then come up on our left. No. 3 Company 
was told off as our support ; No. 2 Company as the sup- 
port of No. 4 Company. After a time they got the order 
to extend and join No. 1 Company of the Midland, who 
wwe lying in those trenches. They had got the 
order to extend to the left, which they did, thoy then 
formed the left of the line. Two companies then of the 
90th got the order to extend to the right and help us, 
which they did. We were in the centre all the time, for 
the 90th were away out on our right, and forty men of 
the Midland on our left on the river hank. They did not 
charge across the plain at ail. The 9Uth came across the 
plain, but as they were so much to the right or had bo 
much further to come before they could get to the houses, 
that we had them all taken before either the 90th or the 
Jdidland could possibly reach us. The Battery and the 
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Gatling guns did us good service that day. No. 1 Com- 
pany must have been in the hottest of the fight, for out 
of the ten men wounded in our battalion, six of them 
were out of my own company ; anyway I know it was 
warm enough for me for a time." 

Attached to the three columns were numbers of young 
men who had volunteered for hospital work in any capa- 
city, either as dressers, bearers, or ambulance men. For 
the most part these were students at the various medi- 
cal schools in Toronto, who were anxious for work and 
experience. They performed their duty admirably, work- 
ing hand in hand with the regular troops, and earning 
great praise for themselves. The Surgeon-General, in 
his report after Batoche to the Minister of Militia, thus 
speaks of them : 

« « * * » 

" Many of these young men did noble work, regardless of danger. 
Where the bullets flew thickest, with a heroism that has never been ex- 
ceeded, they were to be found, removing the wounded and the dying to 
places of shelter and safety in the rear. Some cases of individual hero- 
ism are reported to me, which I feel, call for more than a passing remark, 
and embolden me to say that among these non-combatant lads and the 
staff to which they belonged, are to be found some of the greatest heroes 
of the war. At Batoche I am told that during the fight a flag was 
thrust from the window of the church, and was o])served by a surgeon 
and a student, who were under shelter from the fire at a couple of hun- 
dred yards distance. The student, immediately he perceived it, pro- 
posed that a party should at once go to the relief of the one demanding 
succor. No one appeared willing to second his proposal. To go to the 
church through the open under such a terrible fire as was being poured 
from the Half-breed pits seemed to be like proceeding to certain death, 
but persisting, the surgeon said, ' if you are determined to go, and we 
can find two volunteers to assist us in carrying a stretcher, I am with 
you.' Two men from the Grenadiers of Toronto at once stepped 
forward, and the four started upon their i^v\lo\v^ \wxxws^ ^ <s^>n«\\»^^ 
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upon their bellies, taking advantage of any little inequality of ground 
to cover them, and to shield them from the bullets of the Half-breeds. 
They reached the church, the bullets tearing up the earth all around 
them, without a scratch, and breathing a short prayer of thankfulness 
for their deliverance thus far from death and danger, they looked 
around for him whom they had risked, and were still risking, their 
lives, to succor and to save. They found him in the person of a vener- 
able priest, who had been wounded in the thigh, and they at once pro- 
ceeded to remove him, after administering temporary aid. To remain 
in the church was to court certain death. To return to their corps 
seemed to be no less perilous, but they chose the latter. When they 
sortied from the church, so astonished w^ere the Half-breeds at their 
daring, that they ceased their fire for a moment. This time returning, 
they had no cover, and were obliged to march erect. Bullets flew thick 
and fast, but the condition of the wounded man precluded anything 
like hurry, and they hastened slowly. God watched over them, 
and protected them, and they reached their comrades in safety, their 
wounded charge also escaping without further harm. Such conduct de- 
serves recognition, and I beg respectfully to call attention to it in this 
especial way." 

♦ ♦ « ♦ ♦ 

The names of the two Grenadiers referred to in the 
Surgeon-General's report unfortunately are not known ; 
the other two were Surgeon Gravely, of No. 1 Field 
Hospital, and Mr. Norris Worthington, from the same 
hospital. 

The journey from Batoche to Winnipeg is very well 
described in the diary that has been quoted. But there 
is one thing the author says nothing about, and that is 
the high state of discipline the Grenadiers had reached. 
All through this long march and perilous journey, night 
alarms were of constant occurrence, and these were 
always promptly responded to, the men ever being on 
the qui vive, alert quick and obedient to orders. When 
ibe^ were halted, drill, not of half a» hour or so, but for 
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two hours at a time, was practised, bo when the Royal 
Grenadiers marched into Winnipeg they were a widely 
different corps to what they were when, as enthusiastic 
but somewhat untrained men, they left Toronto three 
months previously. 

The aojourji ot the Grenadiers at Winnipeg was not a 
long one, but though the weather was unpropitioua, it 
was most enjoyable. 

On July 23rd, the Grenadiers and the Queen's 
Own Rifles returned to Toronto, and what a welcome 
they received. The remainder of the Regiment turned 
out to receive their comrades, wildly cheering them as 
they appeared. The heading of the account in one of the 
papers of the time was this : 

TORONTO RECEIVES HER HEROES 
WITH OPEN ARMS. 
And then followed a detailed description of the never- 
to-be-forgotten scene. AJl down Yonge-street and along 
King-street marched the soldiers through crowds, such &a 
have never before or since assembled. The men cheered 
and cheered again as the troops passed, women from 
every window on the line of route waved their hand- 
kerchiefs or small flags; flowers by hundreds of bunches 
were thrown at the passing heroes. Nothing was left 
undone by tlie people of Toi-onto to show their citizen 
soldiery how thoroughly their services were appreciated. 
The troops marched to the City Hall, where they were 
received by the Mayor and Corporation, and addresses 
presented to them. Afterwards at the drill hall they 
•e dismissed to their homes, wh\c\i ^^'j VaiX "Wi\. '«RSi^^ 
lurmoothB previously.

The first Regimental church parade of the year took 
place to St. Luke's church on Sunday, April 25th. There 
was a very good muster, nearly the whole of the corps 
being present. 

On May 13th, 1886, the medals awarded to the officers 
and men of the Grenadiers for their services in the 
Northwest, were publicly presented to them in the 
Queen's Park, Toronto, by Lady Middleton. A Toronto 
paper of May 14th thus describes the scene : 

" How many a gallant red coat thought with pleasure, 
not unmixed with pain, of that day twelve months be- 
fore, pleasure at the victory of Batoche and the way the 
Grens. proved themselves — but pain at the cost of it all- 
No better day than this the 13th of May, 1886, it was 
indeed all that could be desired, and Toronto you might 
say was en fete. Shortly after 3.30 the *' fall in " sound- 
ed, and after companies had been proved. Col. Grasett 
took command and headed by their fine band the Royal 
Grenadiers, accompanied by immense crowds, it is aston- 
ishing what an attraction a scarlet coat is to the civilian, 
and, well, we won't say, to the dear girls who are there 
with delight on their faces. Swinging into line on the 
left of the Queens Own, all awaited the General. At 
4.45 p.m. Gen. Sir Fred. Middleton arrived accompanied 
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by Capt, Wise, A.I>. C, and Lt-Cols. K. B. Denison, 
D.A.Q.; Milsom, B.-Major, and Otter, Commandant C 
Co. Infantry School, late Commander of the Battleford 
Column. 

" Dismounting, the General took hia poeition on the 
platform, on which also were Lady Middleton, and 
other ladies. Some delay was caused / y the crowd, who 
pressed so close that Lady Middleton could not get near 
the troops, or could they come to the platform. At last 
space was cleared, but gently, as all Toronto seemed eager 
to get a medal, for the interest they felt in their boya. 
Abont 5 o'clock Gen. Middleton stepped up to the table 
where Lady Middleton pinned the first medal on his 
breast, as cheer after cheer went up for the gallant leader. 
The next was his A.IXC, Capt. Wise, then came Col. 
Otter and other staff officers. When the turn of the 
Royal Grenadiera came, Lady Middleton walked over to 
where they were and pinned the medals on the ofReer'fl 



Afterwards the medals for the N.C.O.'s and men were 
handed to them and on the conclusion of the ceremony 
the regiment re-formed into column, and after three 
cheers had been given for the Queen and the General, 
returned to the drill shed. 

The battalion had evidently acquired a taste for north- 
em travel for they decided to make Barrie their riestina- 
tion on the Queen's Birthday, in 1886, and on May20tb, 
the commanding officer issued the following order ;

A most efficient officer of the Grenadiers w^s compelled 
to sever his connection with the regiment towards the end 
of 188C, this was the Rev. C. E. Whitcombe, and hia de- 
parture was marked by the following Regimental Order : 

Sept. 30th, 1886. 

" The Lieu ten ant- Colon el commanding announces with 
regret that the Rev. Chas. E. Whitcombe, who was ap- 
pointed Chaplain to the regiment in the field, and who 
has acted in that capacity since the return of the regi- 
ment from active service, has been obliged to sever his 
connection with the battalion, owing to intended removal 
from Toronto. Lieut. -Colonel Grasett is sure that he ex- 
presses the feelings of all ranks when he says that the 
regiment is iinder many obligations to Mr. Whitcombe 
for his kindly ministrations while Chaplain of the Royal 
Grenadiers." 

The annual inspection of the regiment by the Major- 
Qeneral commanding the Canadian Militia took place on 
Saturday, October 30th, 1886, and was satisfactory in its 
results. Drill then ceased for the year, and was not re- 
sumed until Thursday, April 14th, 1887, a somewhat 
latCT date than usual. 
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There were very few alterations among the ranks of

Memo — Adverting to No. 1 of General Orders, 29th 
April, 1887, in which the resignation is accepted of Lieu- 
tenant Andrew Maxwell Irving, read "who is hereby 
permitted to retire retaining rank," instead of " whose 
resignation is hereby accepted." 

One of the most noticeable events in the social life of 
the Royal Grenadiers, took place on February 17th, 1887, 
it being the ball given by Lieutenant Colonel Grasett 
and the officers of the regiment to the citizens of Toronto, 

ia recognition of the km^i^veBft ahowu, and aid given to 
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the corps from the city while the Grenadiers were on 
active service. It was one of the most unique, as well aa 
one of the most brilliant and succeasful events held in 
Toronto for many years. All of the arrangements were 
made on a scale of magiiifitLence eeltiom attempted, and 
were canied out to perfection. The success was worthy 
of the circumstances the ball was designed to celebrate, 
the patriotic feeling called forth by the Northwest 
troubles. 

In the fall of 1885, when the regiment returned from 
the Noi"thweet from active service, the officers were de- 
sirous of giving a public entertainment to the ladies of 
Toronto, to show their appreciation of the kind manner 
in which the ladies looked after the wives and families 
of the men, and after the men's own comfort in sending 
them clothing and supplies. That winter the idea was 
abandoned, owing to a bereavement in Colonel Grasett'a 
family, but taken up again in 1S86-87, and a ball decided 
on as the most fitting mode. The work of decoration 
undertaken by Mr. Clark, of Jno. Kay & Co., justified the 
choice of the decorator, and the work presented a scene 
of rare beauty. 

A guard of honor of fiO men was formed in the centre of 
the hall. facin<f inwards, five paces apart. Aa the gueats 
arrived they passed between the ranks and were received 
at the front by Lieut.-Col. Grasett and Mrs. Dawson. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock, an avenue was forced through 
the company to the dais, for the Lieut.-Govemor, who 
was received by a general salute, the band playing " God 
save the Queen." 

His Heuor's party included Mrs, Be^e.i:'*,'^ ^j:Jwb^^, 
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Captain and Mrs. Forsyth Grant, Captain Geddes and 
Miss Robinson. When Major General Sir Fred. Middle- 
ton and party arrived, the guard again presented arms, 
the band playing the general salute. Accompanying 
General Middleton were Lady Middleton, Col. and Mrs. 
Otter, Captain Wise, A.D.C., Miss Crookes, Lieut. Sears, 
and Miss Otter. The first set in the opening quadrille 
was composed of the following : — Gen. Middleton and 
Mrs. Ryerson, The Lieut. -Governor and Mrs.Dawson, Col. 
Grasett and Miss Robinson, Col. Otter and Mrs. Goldwin 
Smith, Lt.-Col. Fred. Denison and Mrs. Mason, Major 
Dawson and Lady Middleton, Major Harrison and Mrs. 
D'Alton McCarthy, Major Smith (7th Battalion) and 
Mrs. Harston. 

Supper was served in a large annexe off the north 
aisle specially erected for the occasion. 

The officers of the Grenadiers wore mourning badges 
in memory of Lieutenant Fitch who was killed at 
Batoche. 

It was estimated that between 500 and 600 couples 
were present. 

The invited guests came from far and near, and never 
before had there been such a gathering of representatives 
of fair Canada socially. Cabinet Ministers from Ottawa, 
ministers of all denominations and cities, society people 
from Ottawa, Manitoba, Regina, N.W.T., Quebec, Mon- 
treal, Kingston, London, St. Catharines, Halifax, N.S., 
Brantford, Barrie, Buffalo and Elmira, N.Y., Victoria, 
B.C. 

Of the ladies dresses, it must content us to say that as 
each one came in view each appeared the better and all 
were ironderfuUy lovely cieatioua. 
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One great want experienced by the officers of the 
Grenadiers to this date was the insufficient mess room 
accommodation they were able to obtain, this was in some 
measure rectified early in 1887, when this intimation ap- 
peared in Regimental Orders :

Memories of the Northwest campaign and of its results 
are brought back by the following extract from the Order 
Book of the regiment :

At this parade there was a very large attendance, every 
member of the corps feeling it to be specially his duty 
to be present. 

On May 24th, the Grenadiers proceeded to the Queen's 
Park, and there " trooped " the Queen's color before His 
Excellenc3^ the Governor-General, and amidst an enor- 
mous concourse of spectators. The sc^n'^^^j^ ^\s^<^^^2ss\^ 
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pressive one, and called forth from the facile pen of Mrs. 
J. W. F. Harrison, the following stirring lines, supposed 
to be the utterances of an old guardsman, a Waterloo 
veteran : — 

Come ! What are ye waitin' there for ? 

Don't ye 'ear what the people say ? 
Don't ye want to join the procession ? 

Don't you know its the Queen's birthday ? 
If I was the one as faltered, 

And grumbled and looked kind o' black, 
It might be forgiven me surely. 

With ninety years at my back. 
But, there ! I'm as willin* as ever. 

Although I can't 'ear 'em play, 
To join with the band in singin* 

" God Save 'Er," on 'er birthday ! 

She's sixty-eight and I'm ninety ; 

We're both gettin' on, I know. 
She's the Duke o' Kent's little daughter, 

I mind 'er openin' show. 
*Twas in the black old Abbey — 

How the London crowd did pour 
'Long the Strand from dock and city, 

And cheered 'er at the door ! 
And I was there, and your father. 

And we both elbowed our way 
To the side o' the Royal Carriage 

On the Coronation Day ? 

She give us a smile, I remember 

And we come away satisfied, 
I see 'er next at 'er weddin'.

It is a somewhat 
unusual thing for any summer parades to be held after 
that which takes place on the Queen's Birthday, which 
had been held as has been told.

The Annual Inspection of the corps was held on Satur- 
day, November 5th, by the Major-General commanding 
the district, and like all its predecessors was satisfactorj* 
both to the General and for the Grenadiers. 

The spring drills for the year 1888 began in the latter 
end of March, being held on Thursday evenings, as 
heretofore. 

The year was an eventful one in many respects for the 
Grenadiers, there being some very important changes in 
the commissioned ranks of the regiment ; what thesej 
were will be found in the following list.

Early in 1888 it became known that Lieut. -Colonel 
Grasett, would in consequence of his having received an 
important municipal appointment, have to resign the 
command of the Grenadiers, and early in April the fol- 
lowing R. O. appeared.

The Governor-General, Lord Lansdowne, paid his fare- 
well official visit to Toronto prior to his return to Eng- 
land, on May 7th and 8th, 1888. Consequent upon this 
visit the officer commanding the Grenadiers published 
the following order :

The command- 
ing officer considers it incumbent on every officer to be 
present at this the farewell reception of Lord Lansdowne." 

It is only necessary to mention in connection with the 
foregoing order that it was issued, as it " goes without 
saying " that the officers of the Grenadiers would not 
fail in paying every respect to the representative of their 
sovereign. 

The church parade of the regiment waa held at St. 
Stephen's church, on Sunday, May 13th, and on May 24th 
the battalion spent the day ip Guelph, where 8^ review 
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waa held and the officers and men of the corps entertain- 
ed afterwards by the inhabitants of the " Royal City." 

On June 1st, 1888, Lieu te nan t- Colonel Henry James 
Grasett retired from the command of the repment con- 
sequent on his appointment as Chief ol' Police forTo- 
ronto City. A few days later he issued the followinfj 
dignified valedictory order : 

*HliAD QUABTERS, ROYAJ. GbENADIEHS, 
June 9th, 1888. 
No. 3. Lieut.-Colonel Grasett inresigningthe command 
and taking leave of the i-egiment, desires to place on 
record his fateful appreciation of the services rendered 
by all the corps since he was appointed its Lieutenant- 
Colonel. The success attending the re-organization of 
the battalion waa largely due to the united exertions of 
the officers and non- commissioned officers combined with 
the co-operation of the rank and file, without which the 
attempt would have been a failure. The credit and pres- 
tige which the regiment has since gained both in quarters 
and in the field is the result of discipline, engendering 
that esprit de corps which is so essential to the well-being 
of every military organization. Lieut. -Colonel Grasett 
feels sure that hy following the wame lines the battalion 
will sustain and increase the high reputation it now 
enjoys. He congratulates the regiment upon the per- 
mission accorded to bear on its colors the honors they 
gained with such distinction in the face of the enemy, and 
though tardy was this recognition of its services to the 
country, it will serve as an incentive for those who come 
After to do their duty as loyally and as t*.\^Vii\iSs5 ^\*sa.

Drill for the autumn of 1888 was resumed on Thurs- 
day, September 6th, and was continued until November 
15th, when the annual inspection took place, a review 
being held at the same time in High Park. 

Immediately preceding the annual inspection a most 
pleasing event took place in connection once again with 
the ladies of Toronto and the Roya! Grenadiers. 

The Colors of the Regiment had for some time, owing 
to their time-worn condition been exercising the minds 
of the Ladies of Toronto. For just twenty-five years 
these standards had been carried, first by the 10th Royals, 
and afterwards by the Royal Grenadiers, and they had 
become very much dilapidated. But other things had 
also happened since their presentation, the Grenadiers 
had earned the right to have an " honour " emblazoned 
on those colors, and so the ladies decided to give them- 
selves what they considered the pleasurable privilege 
of, so far as possible, repairing the old flags and em- 
broidering on their folds the word " Batoche." This 
work was accomplished, and on November 13th, 1888, 
at a errand parade held in the Pavilion of the Horti- 
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cultural Gardens, the colors were re-preaented to the 
Corpe. 

The Regiment under the command of Lieut.-CoL 
Dawson, formed up one-half on each aide of the building 
which waa beautifully draped with flags, &c. 

To grace the occasion were Gen'l. Sir F. Middleton, 
Lt.-Col. Otter, Com maud ing C Co., Lt.-Col. Grasett. ex- 
Commanding officer Grenadiers, Lt.-Col. G. T. Deniaon, 
G.G.B.G., Lt.-Col. Allen, Q.O.R., Major Delemere, Q.O.R., 
the Hons. G. W. AUan, G. W. Ross, and the Mayor, Mr. 
E. F. Clarke. 

The Ladies Committee waa as follows : Mra. Cumber- 
land, Mrs. Worthington, Mra. Warring Kennedy, Mra. 
McLean Howard, Mrs. Geo. Gooderham, Mrs, Gotdwin 
Smith, Mrs. Fletcher, Mrs. Dawson, Mi's, Rjerson, Mi-a. 
Mason, Mrs, Davidson, Mrs. Grasett. 

Hia Worship the Mayor, Mr. E. F. Clarke, addressing 
the commanding officer said : " Col. Daw,son, Officers and 
men of the Royal Grenadiers, I have to congratulate you 
on behalf of your fellow citizens for the noble name the 
Regiment has earned. These colours were given you in 
July, 1863, and the same lady who then presented the 
Colors to the Regiment will do bo now." 

Mrs. F. W. Cumberland then came forward, and in clear 
tones said: "A quarter of a century ago on 7th July, 1863, 
I had the honor on behalf of the Ladies of Toronto, of 
presenting theae Colors to the Regiment. We have 
watched with pride and joy the course of the Regiment, 
and having embroidered the word " Batoche " on their 
folds, now return them to you with renewed confidence 
that th>' Royal Grenadiers will be ever loyal and true ^ 
■' Ready, aye Ready.' " 
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Col. Dawson in a few well chosen words warmly 
thanked Mrs. Cumberland and the Ladies of Toronto, not 
alone for their addition to the Colors, but for the warm 
sympathy and good wishes which incited them all to do 
their best. 

Hon. G. W. Allan addressing Lieut.-Col. Dawson and the 
officers of the Royal Grenadiers, said it gave him great 
pleasure to be with them on the occasion. He referred to 
a similar occurrence nearly three-quarters of a century 
previously, when the ladies of Toronto gave Colors to 
the "Third Regiment of York Militia," his father 
being in command of the regiment, whose motto was 
" Deeds Speak ! " 

Hon. G. W. Ross then spoke at length on the deeds of 
the regiment and the pride Canada takes in her militia. 

General Middleton was then loudly called upon, aii<l 
on coming forward said: "I have to apologise for net 
being in my * war paint,* that is my military clothes, but 
had I stopped to change would have been too late for 
this occasion, which I would not on any account miss." 
He spoke in flattering terms of the Royal Grenadiers, 
and said Her Majesty had no more faithful soldiers than 
they. 

With hearty expressions of admiration and good will 
on every side, the meeting then broke up, and the Royal 
Grenadiers then returned to their quarters. 

There were fewer changes among the ofiicers of the

The spring drill of the battalion began on April 3rd, 

and was continued as usual until the Queen's Birthday, 

when the Regiment went to Berlin for the day. Later 

the Regiment took part in the festivities held in Toronto 

on Dominion Day, July l»t. 
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tSergeanta Mitchell and Ciirzonof tlie Grenadiers were 
tnembers of the WimbJedon Rifle team in 1889, and pro- 
ceeded to England accordingly. 

The autumnal drill of the Grenadiers commenced about 
September 20th, and continued until November 7th, the 
following being the orders issued for the last parade of 
the year :

Captain Howard retired from the regiment to join 
the Northwest Mounted Police in which he had been ap- 
)>ointed Inspector. He had served with the Grenadiers 
in the Northwest and was a most enthusiastic soldier. 

The Regiment paraded on Friday May 30th, 1890, and 
marched to Front street, forming up in front of the 
Queen 8 Hotel, where they were inspected by K.^^.*Csn& 
O 
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Duke of Connaught, who was passing through Toronto 
on his way home to England from his Indian Command, 
having come via the C.P.R. from Vancouver. H.R.H. 
expressed himself afterwards as being highly pleased 
with the appearance of the regiment, and the approval 
was duly notified in General Orders. 

On June 26 th took place in Toronto what was described 
as "The Carnival.'' It was a pleasing entertainment, 
and the Grenadiers took part in the military portion of 
the pageant. 

Staff-Sergeant Frederick Curzon who had served so 
gallantly in the Northwest campaign of 1885, died on 
August 13th, 1890, after an illness of three weeks. He 
was interred with military honours on August 15th, in 
Mount Pleasant Cemetery. The Olobe of August 16th 
remarked in reference to Sergeant Curzon's death : — " It 
is not often that a military funeral takes place in 
Toronto, but there are few men deserving such an honour 
more than the late Staff-Sergeant Curzon, who, while 
comparatively a young man, had given a decade of his 
life to the service of his country." 

Autumn drill began on September 25th, and concluded 
on November 6th, when a Field day was held in High 
Park which proved highly successful. 

The following order speaks for itself, and requires no 
comment. It marks though one more forward step in 
the regimental history.

Progress, steady progress, still marked the course of 
the Royal Grenadiers, for in January, 1891, the battalion 
was increased in strength from eight to ten companies, 
and there was not the slighest difficulty in obtaining re- 
cruits, in fact, if the regiment had been increased to 
twelve companies the men would have been forthcoming. 

Consequent upon this augmentation, and also from 
other causes, there were many changes among the officers 
of the Grenadiers in 1891. Almost every month through- 
out the year did these occur, they constitute a somewhat 
long list, which is now given :

The spring drill commenced as usual, early in March 
for recruits and on the 17th for the entire battalion, 
being continued without intermission until May 24th. 

Divine service parade took place on May 10th, and 
was attended by almost the entire regiment. 

Much sorrow was felt by all ranks in the regiment at 
the death, on May 5th 1891, of Captain Forbes Michie. 
He had served throughout the whole of the Northweist 
campaign and had been connected with the Grenadiers 
for nearly ten years. 

The regiment's excursion to Woodstock in 1891, was 
a somewhat notable one, as it extended over three 
dajs.

The following extract from a letter from His Excel- 
lency the Governor- General is published for the infor- 
mation of all concerned : — 

" His Excellency the Governor-General desires to ex- 
press the pleasure which it gave him to see the regi- 
ment Saturday evening, May 23rd. He had heard much 
of their reputation and although the circumstances under 
which they marched past were such as make it difficult 
for any corps to show what it could do in the way of 
drill, His Excellency was fully satisfied from the steadi- 
ness, physique and general appearance of the men that 
they and their officers maintain the best traditions of 
the service and that they would do ample credit to them- 
selves at all times." 

The battalion paraded in review order with helmets 
and leggings at the Armoury at 3 p.m., on Tuesday the 
2nd of June, and took part in the 25th anniversary 
celebration of the Battle of Ridgeway. 

The autumnal drills began in September and were 
brought to a close by the annual inspection, which took 
place on November 1 2th, upon the common, north side of 
Kingston Road, east of Norway and south of York 
Station, G.T.R. 

The inspection was preceded by a church parade to 
Oak street Presbyterian church on Sunday, November 
8th, which was fully attended by all ranks.

Drill for the battalion commenced in 1893 as in pre- 
vious years in March. There was the usual regimental 
church parade in April, and the battalion of course 
took part in the first Garrison church parade, which was 
held at the Pavilion in the Horticultural (hirdens, on the 
second Sunday in May. 

There was a departure from precedent in 1(S93, as the 
battalion remained in Toronto for the Queen's Birth- 
day, and " trooped " the Queen's color on the old Cricket 
Ground in Queen's Park. 

Colonel Sir Casimir Gzowski, K.C.M.CJ., was the re- 
viewing ofileor. The day was fine, and there was an im- 
mense number of spectators. Among those present 
were Major (general Sandham, Lieut.- Colonel Grasett, 
Lieut.-Colonel G. T. Denison, G.G.B G. ; Lieut.-Colonel 
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G. A. Shaw, RL. : and hundreds of ladies. The Queen's 
Own Rifles on the same day were brigaded with the 
Governor- General's Foot Guards from Ottawa, and fired 
a feu de joie at the Lacrosse Grounds in Rosedale. 

After the various parades were ended, the officers of 
the three regiments proceeded to the Woodbine race 
course, and saw the Queen's Plate run for. 

Drill was resumed in the latter end of September, 
1893, though the autumn, so far as the Grenadiers were 
concerned, was unmarked by any special incident. The 
Garrison church parade was held at the Pavilion, 
Horticultural Gardens on November 12th, when the 
Grenadiers wore their new " bearskins " for the first 
time. Major-General Herbert was present, and marched 
at the head of the column, accompanied by his A.D.C. and 
the D.A.G. of the district. Drill concluded for the year 
with a field day in High Park on Thanksgiving day, and 
most laborious work it was for all concerned, the troops 
being under arms from 7 a.m. until 6 p.m. 

The corps who took part in the proceedings were — A. 
troop R.C.D., a half troop of the Governor-General's 
Body Guard, C. Company R.R.C.I., the Queen's Own 
Rifles, the Royal Grenadiers, 13 tli Battalion from Hamil- 
ton, and the 48th Highlanders of Toronto. They were 
commanded respectively by Captain Lessard, R.C.D. ; 
Captain Fleming, G.G.B.G. ; Lieutenant Laurie, R.R.C.I. ; 
Lieutenant-Colonels Hamilton, Q.O.R. ; Dawson, R.G. ; 
Hon. J. M. Gibson, 13th ; Davidson, 48th. 

The Queen's Own Rifles, aided by the G.G.B.G., who 
acted as scouts, were the defending brigade, and held 
Toronto against the attacking force, viko n^v^x^ >^^n;^65^r>- 
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ing on the city by High Park and the Lake Shore road. 
The battle terminated about 3 o'clock, Major-General 
Herbert being well satisfied with the men's work. 

After the battle was over, the troops marched to the 
Exhibition Grounds, and marched past before the Major- 
General, who, on its conclusion, spoke of the entire par- 
ade as " being the best he had seen since he came to 
Canada." 

The day's proceedings concluded with a dinner of the 
whole of the officers at Webb's. 

At this parade the Grenadiers turned out 450 strong. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Dawson's valedictory address to 
the Regiment on his retirement, read thus : 

" Lieutenant- Colonel Dawson, in taking leave of the 
Royal Grenadiers, in which he has served for thirteen 
years, and has had the honor to command for the past 
six, desires to tender his thanks to the officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men of the regiment for 
their support and co-operation during his period of com- 
mand. He takes pride in the fact that during his com- 
mand : 

" Two companies were added to the strength of the 
regiment. The colors were re-decorated by the ladies 
of Toronto, when the name ' Batoche ' * was emblazoned 
on their folds, and that the enthusiasm and esprit de 
corps of all ranks were never greater than at the present 
time. Lieutenant-Colonel Dawson now says farewell to 
the Grenadiers, with the assurance that the corps will

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always keep and maintain in the future the distin- 
guished position and prestige it has earned in the past,

Drill began for 1894 in March, and was continued un- 
til May 24th, when the battalion went to Gait for the 
day, being brigaded with the 13th Battalion. Though 
the people of that pleasant town did their utmost to wel- 
come the Grenadiers, the Regiments pleasure was marred 
by the torrents of rain which fell during the greater parfc 
of the day. 
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A useful N.C.O. of the regiment, one who had gone 
through the Northwest campaign, Hospital Sergeant 
Dent, died on May 27th, 1894. He was interred with 
military honors two days later. Sergeant Dent had 
been a pleasing writer on military matters for some 
years previously. 

Drill was resumed in the autumn on August 30th, and 
concluded with a field day on November 13th, on the 
ground to the immediate west of the continuation of 
Spadina road, north of Davenport road. The troops en- 
gaged were one troop of the Royal Canadian Drc^oons 
and one company of the R.R.C.I., the three Toronto regi- 
ments and the 13th Battalion from Hamilton. The final 
march past was by half companies in column, and took 
place on St. George street before Lieutenant-Colonel 
Otter, D.A.G.

On the 4th April, 1895, for the last time, the 
Royal Grenadiers paraded in the Old Armoury, at the 
foot of Jar vis and West Market-streets. 

About five minutes past eight the buglers on duty for 
the evening sounded the " Fall in," and well did the 
Royal Grenadiers respond to the summons. Rarely, if 
ever, has such a muster been seen. Sometime elapsed 
owing to the crowded drill shed before it was possible 
for the Adjutant to order the Seigeant-Major to sound 
" orderly sergeants " so as to collect the company " states," 
but it was accomplished just before nine. Markers were 
then tinown out and the companies marched upon them 
t'orining a ten company battalion at ((uarter distance, 
right in front, colours in the central. 
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The adjutant rode up to Lieutenant-Colonel Mason, re- 
porting all correct, then the latter took command. The 
scene which followed was thus described by one of the 
newspapers of the day : 

*' Royal Grenadiers, Tention," called the Colonel, 
and as one man the regiment sprang to attention. The 
Colonel then told the battalion that an enterprising and 
artistic photographer being present a picture of the 
Roj^al Grenadiers was going to be taken, and they must 
stand like rocks. The commanding officer proceeded to 
form the regiment into column of companies at three 
paces distance with the pioneers, band, and drums in 
front ; ordered the men to fix bayonets, slope arms, and 
wait. They had not long to do the latter, a tremendous 
.flash, a cloud of smoke, and a cry of " Oh !" from a nu- 
mber of young ladies who were in the galleries announced 
that the picture had been taken. " Order arms." " Unfix 
bayonets," were the next commands, followed by " Stand 
at ease, stand easy,'' then the gallant soldiers waited again, 
no one seemed to understand exactly what for. Presently 
it was learned that another photograph was to be taken 
and that the aforesaid * artistic and enterprising " photo- 
grapher had to prepare his lights. It was a long wait, 
and while it lasted the drummers whistled, and did it 
very well, too, the popular air of " Tommy Atkins." 

" At last the artist informed Colonel Mason that ' all 
was ready,' and again the R. G.'s were called to attention 
and ordered to ' slope ' their arms, but not to ^x bayonets. 
A second flash, another cloud of smoke, and yet another 
exclamation of dismay from the ladies, and the second 
picture was duly taken. 
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" Then came the order from the Colonel to open the 
great gates facing West Market street, and as the band 
played ' Auld Lang Syne/ the Royal Grenadiers marched 
out of the building, headed by Lieutenant- Colonel 
Mason. 

" Assembled in the Armory to see the ' Grens ' depart 
were many officers and ex-oflScers of the city corps. 
Numbers of men belonging to the R.R.C.I., the R.C.D., 
the G.G.B.G., the * Queen's Own,* and the * Kilties' also 
turned up to see the Grenadiers take their departure. 
There were four men on parade who were in the corps 
when it was the 10th Royals, and one oflScer, Captain 
Cast on, who has on no less than four occasions refused 
promotion to higher rank. 

Of survivors of the Northwest campaign still in the 
ranks, though some two or tliree were unavoidably ab- 
sent from parade, there are six officers and thirty non- 
commissioned officers and men, distributed as follows :

Before leaving the drill shed Colonel Mason faced 
the men to the left, and thus addressed W\^\\\\ 
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" Men of the Royal Grenadiers : 

" Before leaving the hall I wish to address a few words 
to you, and they shall be very few. It is fourteen years 
since this regiment was re-organized, and in that time it 
has grown from six to eight, and from eight to ten com- 
panies. The growth of the regiment was under discour- 
aging circumstances, but owing to the zeal and good 
judgment of your first commanding oflScer, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Grasett, every difficulty was overcome, and when 
Lieutenant-Colonel Dawson assumed the command, he 
kept the battalion up to a high state of efficiency. It is 
for the present members of the regiment to prove them- 
selves worthy successors of those who have preceded 
them, and by our exertions, by our zeal, and by the pride 
we take in our corps, to maintain our good name, and 
also to maintain the character of the regiment. For 
although we may not be in some unimportant points 
quite up to other corps, I think I may safely say, that, 
as a fighting machine, for that is what we are, we are 
not second to any regiment in the active militia of Can- 
ada. I trust every member will at all times show that 
he is proud of being one of the Royal Grenadiers." 

The battalion, after leaving the shed, proceeded via 
King, Yonge and Queen streets to University avenue 
until the new Armoury was reached. As they marched 
up the avenue the band played " Men of the Northern 
Zone," and as they entered the new quarters, " A Soldier 
and a Man." Inside the building, the regiment, formed 
into column were halted, closed to quarter distance, and 
then the Colonel, in a very few words, addressed the reg- 
iment, saying, he hoped tVvey viould «Al make the Com- 
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pany Armouries as much of a club as possible, and that he 
was highly gratified at the splendid turn out of the even- 
ing. The colours were then marched oif to tlie tune of the 
'' British Grenadiers," and the parade was ut an end. 

There were 2G officers and 526 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men on parade, including band, clrums, ambu- 
lance, signal men, and pioneers. The Queen's colour was 
borne by Lieutenant Martin, the Regimental by Lieu- 
tenant Mason. All ranks vied with each other in mak- 
ing the day a memorable one in the history of the Royal 
Grenadiers. 

In 1895 the years drill began in the new Arinuorieson 
University street, on April 4th, a somewhat later date 
than usual, and continued until May 24th, when it closed 
with an excursion by the regiment to Collingwood. 
When they arrived there they were welcomed by the 
Mayor, and later in the day a review took place on the 
Fair grounds. At night a grand entertainment by the 
band and drums of the battalion took place in the town 
hall, and on its conclusion the band went on a moonlight 
excursion on the Georgian Bay to Meaford. Next day 
was Saturday, and the regiment marched through the 
town with unfurled colours and band playing to a sub- 
urban park, where a short rest was taken. They then 
returned to the Fair ground, reaching there about 1 p.m. 
The remainder of the afternoon was given up to amuse- 
ment, and at 7 o'clock the regiment took train for To- 
ronto. The scene at the station was lively in the extreme ; 
all Collingwood was there to see the "Grens*' depart, 
and when the train moved out of the station it was 
amidst what a country paper described w^^\» ^-cs:^ ^^ ^^ '^ 
tempest of cheers." 
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The Batoche dinner of the officers of the Grenadiers 
took place in the new Armouries on May 12th. It was 
an all but purely private affair, yet there was one guest 
not belonging to or in anyway connected with the regi- 
ment who was present, namely. Senator and Lieut.- 
Colonel Boulton, formerly of the 100th P. W. R. C. 
Regiment, who during the Northwest campaign was in 
command of Boulton's Scouts serving " shoulder to shoul- 
der " with the Grenadiers. 

The anunal drill season commenced in 1895 earlv in 
September ; the Regimental church parade was held at All 
Saints church on October 13th, and the Garrison church 
parade when the Grenadiers turned out 600 strong, beat- 
ing their record, on November 3rd, Major- General Gasco- 
igne being present. 

A few days later the following communication from 
the Major-General was published in Regimental Orders.

Major-General Gascoigne has been pleased to express 
his satisfaction with the Garrison Parade on the 3rd 
inst. in the following letter received by Lt.-Col. Buchan, 
acting D. A. G. 

Toronto, 3rd November., 1895. 

The Officer Commanding No. 2 District, — 

Please express to all ranks of the Toronto Garrison, 
both Permanent Force, as well as Active Militia, my ex- 
treme satisfaction at the remarkably good turn out. I 
witnessed the divine service parade this afternoon, not 
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only in numbers did it exceed my expectation, but the 
treneral smartness and magnificent appearance of the 
troops, as well as the steadiness and evident knowledge 
of drill and training, gave nie the highest gratification. 
I am proud to have the honor of commanding such 
troops. Your own arrangements also were exceedingly 
good and well carried out.

Another ofBcer of the Grenadiers who had served 
throughout the Northwest campaign, Captain and 
Quarter Master G. P. Eliot, died on November 15th, 
1895, and was interred with military honors on Novem- 
ber I7th. Many oflScers of other corps were present at 
the funeral, in addition to those of the Grenadiers. 

Two months had barely elapsed when on January 
11th, 1896, Captain and Adjutant Andrew Maxw^ell 
Irving, was, after a very brief illness, removed by death. 
He was lamented by all ranks and mourned for most 
sincerely. Every Toronto newspaper gave a lengthy 
notice of his life and career, and all spoke in the highest 
terms of the man and of the soldier. " It was his 
thorough unselfishness, his desire to let others shine 
rather than himself that made the character of Andrew 
Irving such a thoroughly lovable one," wrote one paper, 
and all who read it knew the words to be true. 

The Regimental Orders of January 16th thus referred 
to the sad event. 

" By the death of Captain Irving, the regiment has 
lost the services of a most capable and eflBcient officer, 
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one who during his long connection with it faitlifully 
and thoroughly performed every duty assigned to him 
and always made the interests and advancement of the 
regiment his first consideration, and who by the thought- 
ful and kindly but firm manner in which he discharged 
his various duties, endeared himself to his brother officers 
and won the enduring respect and esteem of all ranks." 

At the express wish of Captain Irving's family, the 
funeral on January 13th, was private, but the pall-bearers 
were representative men, namely : Lieut.-Coloners Gra- 
sett, Dawson, Davidson, Mason, Messrs. John R. Robinson 
and H. Brophy, 

From January to June, 1896, when this history closes, 
the only changes among the officers of the Grenadiers 
were as is thus told in General Orders.

Mr. Campbell is the grandson of the late Lieut.-Col. 
Cumberland, and nephew of Capt. F. Barlow Cumberland, 
the only instance in a Canadian Infantry corps where 
three generations of one family have held commissions in 
the same Recjiment. In the G. G. B. G. four ojeneratioiis 
of one family have served, but that coi-ps has a history' 
of ()0 years 

The condition of the Royal Grenadiers at the close of 
the drill season for the spring season of ltS9() is such as 
to cause every member of the regiment to feel a pardon- 
able pride in belonging to such a corps. The authorized 
strength is 420 men of all ranks, excluding commissioned 
officers ; but the actual strength exceeds 600. The men 
over and above the authorized establishment have to be 
clothed and equipped at the expense of the regiment, 
thereby entailing from year to year a heavy drain upon 
the financial resources of both officers and companies. 
The amount disbursed each year more than doubling the 
total amount received from the government for all pur- 
poses. 
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Not only is the battalion numerically stiong, but it is 
in an excellent state of drill, also of discipline, not 
excelled by any other corps in the Dominion. 

The band, under Mr. Waldron's able directorate, is in 
the highest state of eflSciency, and its services are in con- 
stant demand for various entertainments from January 
until December. The drummers and buglers are also well 
trained by Sergeant-drummer Farmer, and they display 
that zeal and devotion to their duties which is happily 
a characteristic of the entire regiment. 

Before bringing the history to a close it will not be 
out of place to refer briefly to the part the Grenadiers 
of all ranks have taken in the social life of the city. 
The famous ball given by the ofBcers after the regiment's 
return from the Northwest has been fully described in 
former pages. Notable as this event was, it was 
only one of many occasions when the Grenadiers were 
" ready, aye ready " to afford enjoyment to their fellow 
citizens in the exercise of the most profuse and graceful 
hospitality. The assemblies held for many years by the 
Grenadier officers are looked back to with pleasure by 
all those who had the privilege of attending them. 
Toronto's fairest matrons and maids graced these assem- 
blages by their presence, and in doing so felt that they 
were as much honored by, as conferring honor upon, 
their hosts. 

The dramatic performances given under the auspices 
of the Grenadiers have also been a great source of pleas- 
ure to a large number of Toronto residents. 

The non-commissioned ranks of the regiment have 
also proved themselves to be kindly hosts and genial 
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entertainers. The annual dinner of the Sergeants and 
of the Band and Drummers being events eagerly .parti- 
cipated in by all those who have the honor to be 
invited. 

The Sergeants' Mess of the regiment is yet a young 
institution ; but under its effective and practical manage- 
ment it can not iail to be one of the most popular 
adjuncts of the corps, besides one of the sources of its 
strength. 

One of the most pleasing matters in connection with 
the church parades of the Royal Grenadiers is tlie 
appearance, attached to them, of the Upper Canada 
College company of Cadets. These youths, in their 
neat uniform of blue and silver, their smart drill and 
good discipline always receive a great deal of well 
merited attention. 

There is little now to relate respecting the Royal 
Grenadiers as the present year is not yet expired. Drill 
began on March 26th, 1896, and ended for the summer 
with the regiment's return to Toronto, after a most en- 
joyable trip to Berlin, extending from May 2'Jd to early 
morning on May :^Gth. This was the largest holiday 
parade on record, 502 of all ranks being i)resent. It 
would be impossible to speak too highly of the enthusi- 
asm shown by the people of Berlin in the welcome they 
extended to and the hospitality they bestijwed upon all 
ranks of the regiment. 
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ily work is finished, I have tried to tell the story of 
the regiment for the thirty-five years of its existence, 
fairly and accurately and I can only ask those who read 
the book to overlook any small qrrors and to believe that 
I have tried to do justice to the regiment particularly, 
and to all others generally.

RIFLE MATCHES. 

Apart from the regimental shooting competitions, certain " challenge cups " 
-are offered each year, upon cerlain conditions, for competition by the 
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Ontario Hifle AssociatioD. They are the Ladies' Cup, the^ait Cup, the 
Gzowski Cup, the Brassey Cup and the Elkington Cup. 

In addition to these there have been the Aldwell and the Merchants' Cup. 

In the Ladies' Cup, which is valued at one hundred and fifty dollars, the 
competition is restricted to teams of five members from each regiment or 
rifle association, and has to be shot for annually. It was founded in 1871 
and in that year was won by the 10th Boyals Eifle Association. Sixteen 
years elapsed before victory rested again with the Grenadiers, as it did in 
1887, and again six years later in 1893. 

The Tait Cup, which was presented by Sir Peter Tait, of London, England, 
in 1872, is of the value of two hundred and fifty dollars, is open to bat- 
talion teams of the Dominion and has to be competed for annually. In 
1872 by the 10th Royals, in 1882 by the Royal Grenadiers, and again in 
1888 by the same regiment. 

The conditions attaching to the Gzowski Cup were changed some years 
after its first institution. The cup was presented in 1874 by Colonel Sir 
Cassimir Gzowski, A.D.C. to the Queen, to be competed for annually by 
twelve members of each military district in Ontario. In 1882 the con- 
ditions were changed and the prize was opened to the Dominion, for 
highest aggregate of battalion teams of five in skirmishing and volley 
firing. 

For three years in succession, namely, 1886, 1887 and 1888, the Royal 
Grenadiers carried off this prize. Again in 1890 and 1891 were they suc- 
cessful, and yet again in 1894. 

The Brassey Cup, which was presented in 1870 by the late Mr. Thomas 
Brassey, of Hastings, England, is valued at one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars, and has to be competed for by company team8, and won three times 
consecutively before becoming absolute property. In 1872 it was won by 
No. 2 Company of the 10th Royals, but victory did not again rest with 
the regiment until 1885, when ** G " ^Company of the Royal Grenadiers 
secured the prize, as they did again for the second time in 1888. 

One of the most famous prizes offered for rifle shooting in Great Britain is 
the Elkington Challenge Shield, open to volunteers from all parts of the 
United Kingdom. The Elkington Cup, competed for annually by the 
Canadian Militia, was presented by the same firm of eminent silver- 
smiths who instituted the Challenge Shield. The conditions are for the 
highest aggregate in the second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
matches of the O.R.A. In 1872, Private A. Bell, of the 10th Royals 
obtained this distinction, and it was again his in 1879. In 1881, Sergeant 
Mitchell, of the Boyal Grenadiers, was the prizeman. Since then it has 
not fallen to any officer, non-commissioned officer or private of the 
Grenadiers, 
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The Aldwell and the Merchants' Cups were presented by Messrs. Aid well & 
Co., brewers, and the merchants of Toronto, rrapectively. They were 
valued at two hundred and two hundred and fifty dollars. The first of 
these two cups was open to battalion teams of ten, and when it had been 
won for two years consecutively by the same regiment, it became the ab- 
solute property of the winners. It was founded in 1869, and in that year 
was won by the Queen's Own Rifl«s, but in 1870 and the year following 
the 10th Royals were the winners, and consequently the competition ceased 
to exist. 

The Merchants* Cup was open to battalion teams from the Province of 
Ontario and had to be won three times in succession before becoming the 
absolute property of any battalion. In this competition, founded in 1872, 
and existing till 1880, when the Thirteenth of Hamilton were the victors, 
neither the 10th Royals or the Grenadiers were successful. 

The winners in the Royal Grenadiers for shooting medals have been as fol- 
lows : The National Rifle Association Silver Medal was won by Staff- 
Sergeant T. Mitchell in 1889. The Govemor-GeneraPs Silver Medal 
fell in 1891 to Color-Sergeant Fowler, and in 1894, Lieutenant W. E. 
Pringle was the winner of the Governer-General's Bronze Medal. There 
are many others belonging to the regiment who have won shooting medals 
or decorations from the Dominion or Ontario Rifle Associations in the 
Regimental contests, but these decorations which have just been referred 
to are national instead of local importance. 

In the Dominion Rifle Association Matches, very few years have elapsed 
without some member of the regiment winning a place on the Wimble- 
don, or as it is now called, the Bisley Team. 

In 1875, the Battalion Match 1st prize of $200 was won by the 10th Bat- 
talion, the 2Qd individual prize of $40 being won by Captain Anderson. 
In 1878, the 1st Battalion Team prize of $150 and the second prize in the 
Affiliated Association Match was captured by a team from the regiment. 
In 1879, the 3rd prize in the Affiliated Association Match was won by a 
team from the R. G., as in 1880, the 3rd prize in the Battalion Team 
Match was also won. 

In 1882, the R. G. Team stood first in volley firing, second in skirmish- 
ing. It also carried of the 1st Battalion Team prize in the Dominion of- 
Canada Match. In 1883, was won the Gzowski Cup, given for skirmish- 
ing and volley firing, and in 1888, 1st Battalion Prize in the Dominion 
of Canada Match. 

In 1891, the R. G. Team won the 1st prize in the Dominion of Canada 
Match, and the 4th prize in the Lansdown Aggregate Match, and in 1894 
they won the 3rd prize in the Skirmishing Match, 4th prize in the British 
Challenge Shield. 
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Sinoe the inception of the Ontario Rifle Association and the Dominion Kifle 
Association Matches, indiyidual members and also the teams, represent- 
ing the 10th Koyals, afterwards the Koyal Grenadiers, have taken a 
prominent part in these matches, and have won many valuable prizes. 

In 1872, the Tait Cup, being the 1st Battalion Match prize, was won by the 
10th Royals, No. 2 Company being the successful contestants. 

In 1873, the second prize in the Battalion Match was captured by the 10th 
Boyalfl, and in 1875 the 4th prize in the Battalion Match, and the 3rd 
prize in the Tait Cnp Match was also won. 

In 1877, the 2nd prize in the Affiliated Associations Match. In 1878, the 
3rd prize in the Affiliated Associations Match, and the 3rd prize in the 
Battalion Team Match. In 1879, 3rd prize in the Battalion Team Match, 
and in 1880 the 3rd prize in the Skirmishing Match were won by this 
Regiment. 

In 1882, the Ist prize in the Battalion Match, the Tait-Brasaey Cup, was 
won by the Royal Grenadiers, E Company winning the 2nd prize in the 
Company Match. In the same year they won the 4th prize in the Skir- 
mishing and 3rd prize in the Volley Firing Matches, while in 1883, the 
5th prize in the Tait-Brassey Match and the 4th prize in the Skirmishing 
were also won. 

In 1884, they held the same position in these matches, winning also the 2nd 
prize in the Skirmishing and 2nd in the Volley Firing Matches. In 1885, 
the team from this regiment stood fifth in the Walker Match, third in 
the Tait-Brassey, second in the Skirmishing, and second in the Volley 
Firing Matches, G Company winning the Brassey Cup. In 1886, 5th prize 
in the Tait-Brassey, 3rd prize in the Skirmishing, 1st prize in the Volley 
Firing, and the Gzowski Cup were won by teams from this regiment. In 
1887, the team from this regiment captured the Ladies' Cup in the Walker 
Match, being the 1st prize. They won also the Gzowski Cup, standing 
first in the Skirmishing and third in the Volley Firing. Tliey also stood 
third in the Tait-Brassey Match, G Company winning the 2n(l Company 
Prize. In 188**, the Tait-Brassey Cup, being the 1st Battalion Prize, was 
again captured by a team from the K. G., G Company winning the Bras- 
sey Cup. The regimental team also won 2nd prize in the Skirmishing, 
and 1st in the Volley Firing, winning the Gzowski Cup. In 1889, the 
team carried off 5th prize in the Tait-Brassey Match, 2nd in the Skir- 
mishing Match, and the 5th in the Volley Firing Match, and in 1890 
carried off the 1st prize in the team competitions in the Canada Ci)mpany 
Match, 1st prize in the Skirmishing Match, 2nd prize in the Volley 
Match, winning the Gzowski Cup for the aggregate points in those two 
matches. 

In 1891, the regiment won the 3rd prize in the Walker Match, 2nd in the 
Tait-Brassey, 3rd in the Skirmishing, 2nd Hxi^'ftN^'erj'^Krvxssi^^^wsas^^ 
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also the Grzowski Cup, and in 1892, won the Carslake Gup at the Quebec 
Rifle Association Matches, standing also second in the Militia Battalion 
Match, 1st in the Volley Firing, 2nd in the Skirmishing and winning the 
Houghton Cup for the aggregate points in these two latter matches. The 
R. G. team also stood second in the Association Match and carried off the 
1st prize in the Aggregate Team Match, winning the silver cup. In 1893, 
at the Province of Quebec Rifle Matches, the team carried off the 4th 
prize in the Skirmishing. Match, the Active Militia Match and the Oars- 
lake Match. 

At the O.R. A. Matches the R. G's. carried off the Ladies* Challenge Cup, 
being the 1st prize in the Walker Match ; the 3rd prize in the Skirmish- 
ing Match, 4th in the Volley Match, and the 3rd prize in the Tait-Brassey 
Match. In 1894, was won the 2nd prize in the Tait-Brassey Match, also 
the Gzowski Cup for Skirmishing and Volley Firing. 

In 1895, the regiment was represented at the Quebec Rifle Association 
Match, carrying off the following team prizes : — 

Active Militia Match, 2ad prize ; Carslake Match, 3rd prize ; Skirmishing 
Match, 3rd prize ; Houghton Cup Match, 2nd prize. 

At the O.R. A. Matches the regimental team again carried off the liadies* 
Challenge Cup, being the Ist prize in the Walker Match. In the Gzowski 
Match they also stood second. 

Major John Bruce, R. G., proceeded to England in June, 1896, as Adjutant 
of the Dominion Rifle team sent to Bisley. 

THE CUMBERLAND CUP. 

The Cumberland Drill Competition was instituted by Capt. F. Barlow 
Cumberland in 1882, as a memorial of his father, the first Lieut. -Colonel, 
and founder of the Regiment, and has been of much advantage in creat- 
ing a healthy competition in perfecting their drill by the various com- 
panies. The competition has taken place annually each year since 1884. 
The prize is a handsome solid silver cup, which is held by the winning 
company for the year. The ebony base of the cup is surrounded by sil- 
ver shields upon which are engraved the names of the officers of the win- 
ning companies. 

A money prize of $50 is added yearly, part by the donor and part by the 
regiment. Capt. Cumberland also gives each year a large metal shield, 
to be placed in the armoury of the winning company ; on it are displayed 
the names of the officers and the color-sergeant, and which remains in 
possession of the- company as a permanent record of its success. 

The terms of the competion include not only excellence in performing be- 
fore competent judges a series of movements in company drill and man- 
ual e^erciBOf bat points w^ a\Bo mcludedfor average attendance at each of 
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the regular drills in proportion to the enrolled strength of each company. 
The competition is therefore not confined only to excelleDce in drill, but 
is also a factor in cultivating regular attendance at the weekly drills dur- 
ing the r^^ar season, the success of the company being thus brought 
home to each individual man in the ranks. 

The competition throughout has been keen, and the winning of the " Cum- 
berland Cap " is looked on as being a red letter year in the history of each 
company. '

NOTES. 

(officers.) 

Lieutenant-Colonel Frederic William Cumberland, who was chiefly in- 
strumental in raising the 10th Royals, was an Englishman by birth, and 
came to Canada in 1847. His first commission in the Canadian Militia was 
given him in the 3rd Battalion (Sedentary) Militia of the 5th Military Dis- 
trict of Upper Canada, in which he held a captain's commission, when he 
was appointed, (^n March 14th, 1862, Major in the 10th RoyaLs, and on 
March 28th, just a fortnight later, its Lie a tenant- Colonel and first com- 
manding officer. During Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland's command, the 
regiment was increased from seven to eight companies, had their colours 
presented to them by the ladies of Toronto, and gave the first strictly mili- 
tary ball that had taken place in Toronto for a great number of years. Two 
companies of the 10th were also called out for frontier duty in the summer 
of 1864, and formed a portion of the administrative battalion doing duty at 
Laprairie. (P. 44.) Lieutenant-Colonel Cumberland retired from the 10th 
Royals July 21st, 1865. (P. 45, 46.) He died in Toronto August 5th, 1881. 

The second officer who commanded the 10th Royals was Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alfred Brunei, who was appointed on the same date as his predeces- 
sor resigned. The principal event connected with Lieutenant-Colonel Bru- 
nei's command was the regiment's being embodied for active service in April, 
May and June, 1866, in conseqaence of the anticipated and actual Fenian 
Raids. (P. 53-57.) Lieutenant-Colonel Brunei retired from the command, 
retaining rank, February 24th, 1870. He afterwards removed to Ottawa, 
where he died. 

Succeeding Lieutenant- Colonel Brunei came Lieutenant -Colonel John 
Boxall, whose command extended from February 24th, 1870, until Novem- 
ber 21st, 1873. On the latter date Lieutenant-Colonel Bozall retired from 
the service. (P. 73.) 

The next Lieutenant Colonel was William Stollery, whose commission in 
that rank was dated November 5th, 1875, the 10th having been for two years 
without a Lieutenant-Colonel, though Major and Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel 
Stollery had been fulfilling the duties. The only event of any note connect- 
ed with Lieutenant-Colonel Stollery 's regime was the adoption of the Regi- 
mental badge since worn by the corps. (P. 82.) He retired from the service 
retaining his rank, December 5th, 1879. 

The fifth Lieutenant-Colonel, appointed to the command of the 10th Royals 
April 9tb, 1880, was George Alexaandw ^\i«w. (P. 85.) He only retained 
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commancl for six months, being retired on November 5th, 1880, *' retaining 
his rank as a' special case." (P. 88.) Following Lieutenant- Colonel Sliaw's 
resignation came the reorganization of the battalion, with an all but com- 
plete change of officers. 

Henry James Grasett, formerly Lieutenant in H. M. 100th E«giment, was 
the first Lieutenant-Colonel commanding the reorganized battalion being 
gassetted to that rank on November 5th, 1880. The principal events of 
laeut. -Colonel Grasett's command were : — The Kegiment's title was changed 
Aiigost 5th, 1881, from that of 10th Royals, to 10th Koyal Greoadiers, 
the strength was increased from a six (as it had been since reorganization) 
to an eight company battalion, the North-West Expedition (p. 113197), 
and the train of events consequent thereupon. Lieutenant-Colonel Grasett 
retired from the Regiment, retaining his rank, June 1st, 1888. (P. 217.) 

liientenant Colonel Dawson followed Lieutenant- Colonel Grasett in com- 
mand of the Grenadiers, his appointment being gazetted on the same date 
as was the former's resignation. He continued in command until December 
Ist, 1893, and during his term had the satisfaction of seeing the Regiment 
reviewed by the Duke of Connaught. The battalion was also increased dur- 
ing his command from eight to ten companies. (P. 238.) 

Lieutenant-Colonel James Mason's connection with the Canadian Militia 
^ates from 1863 when he joined the Q.O.R., serving therein until 1800. He 
also held a commission as Lieutenant in the 5tli Battalion York Militia. 
He was gazetted to the Grenadiers as captain in September, 1882, when the 
battalion was augmented from six to eight companies. There are only 
three oificers in the Grenadiers who have been connected with the Regiment 
longer than he has, namely, Major Bruce (Lieut., January 13th, 1881), Cap- 
tain Caston (Captain, January 28th, 1881), the only ofiicer in the Grenadiers 
who also served in the 10th Royals, and Captain Trotter (2nd Lieut., No- 
vember 11, 1881). Major Bruce has filled the post of Paymaster, and still 
discharges the duties of that olfice, in addition to his other duties'. Captain 
McLean was Regimental Adjutant from Decemb r, 1890, until April, 1804. 
Lieutenant Willis held a commission in the 3<>th Battalion and wa» gazetted 
to the Grenadiers from that regiment. Lieut, and Captain Brooke formerly 
served in the 12th York Rangers. 

(n.o.o's and men.) 

In the ranks of the Grenadiers are several men who have been serving 
their country either in the regular army or in the Grenadiers for an excep- 
tionally long period. Among these are the Bandmaster, Mr. J. Wald- 
ron, who joined H. M. 88th Regiment (Connaught Rangers) so far back as 
1856. Mr. Waldron served with the 88th in India and elsewhere for many 
years, and was subsequently transferred to the 8th Kings Regiment as Band- 
master. On March 9th, 1888, Mr. Waldron joiuttd tkft CiTVi\i"aAv£t:^ ■v\v^2afc 
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same capacity, it is only doing him simple justice to say that he has while 
fillinii: that post dischai^ed his duties in such a manner as to reflect credit 
alike upon the battalion and upon himself. 

Sergeant-Major Cox is almost as old a soldier as the bandmaster, he 
joined the 16th Foot (Bedfordshire Regiment) in October, 1857, was pro- 
moted corporal, January Ist, 1862, and attained the rank of Sei^eant-Major 
January, 14th, 1874, (Warrant Officer, July Ist, 1881). Medal for "long 
service and good conduct." After leaving the 16th Regiment on a retiring 
pension he served with the Royal Jersey ISIilitia from March, 1881, until 
September 1st, 1888. Joined the Royal Grenadiers, September 12th, 1888. 

Quarter Master Sergeant H. W. Johnston has served in the 10th Royals 
and in the Grenadiers for more than twenty years. He went through the 
Northwest campait^n of 1885, and was within a few feet of Lieutenant 
Fitch when the latter fell mortally wounded. 

Colour TSergeant John Nolan joined the 100th P. W. R. C. Regiment as a 
boy in 1862. He served therein for many years subsequently entering the 
Royal Grenadiers in 1883, and serving in the Northwest campaign. 

Lance-Sergeant H. G. Norris formerly served in the 6th Carabineers 
until his discharge on pension in 1880, after seventeen years service. He 
joined the Royal Grenadiers in 1894. He saw much service in his old corps 
and possesses medals for Afghanistan, for the Soudan, where he served in 
the corps of Canadian Voyageurs and also for long service. 

Private H. Libby was formerly in the 6th Royal Warwickshire Regiment. 
Discharged on pension after twenty-six years service, in July, 1888. Had 
the rank of Colour Sergeant. Possesses medals for Hazara campaign, 1868, 
and for Afghanistan 78, 79, 80, and for " long service and good conduct," 

Sergeant-Drummer Farmer served in the Grenadier Guards and in other 
regiments and has seen much service in various parts of the world.
